I HAVE already obferved, that the hlftory of Alexander, 
comprifed in the following book, contains die fp:icc of 
twelve years and eight months. ' 

Sect. I. Alexander'/ birth, The temple of Ephefus :s hurtit 
the fame day. The happy natural inclinations of that princi'.. 
Aristotle /V appointed his preceptor^ ^ivho infplr:s hi?n ^wiih 
a furprizing tafte for learning. He breaks Bucephalus,

LJL of the CVIth Olympiad. 
^ JL The very day he came into the World, the 
celebrated temple of Diana in EpheCuawas burnt. The 

' reader knows, without doubt, that it was one of the fcven 
\vonder:> of the world. It had been built in the name, and at 
the cxpcnce of all Afia Minor. A great number of ' year'v 
were employed in building it. Its length was four biir.drcd 
and twent>'-five feet, and its breadth two h'lndred and 

'twenty. It was fupportcd by an hundred and twcnty-fcvcii 
columns, threefcore feet hia:h, which fo many f kino'< hri 
can fed to be wrought at a great cxpence, and by i' 3 n(»jl 
excellent artills, who endeavoured to excel one anoti.jr '^n 
this occafion. The reil of the temple was equal to the lo 
lumns in magnificence.

t Cicero, who afcribes this faying to Timxus, declares it • 
A'cry fmart one, at which 1 am very much furprixcd, Pofiib^ 
the fondnefs he had for jokes made him not very delicatt 
in things of this kind. 

(r) One Hcrodratus had fired that temple on purpofe 

•Being put to the torture, in order to force him to confèls 

his motive for committing fo infamous an aâion, he con- 

fc/Tcd that it was the view of making himfclf known to 

poAerity, and to immortalize His name, by deftroying fo 

:]ioblc a AruéVure. The Hates general of Afia imagined 

'tliey (hould prevent the fuccefs of his view, iby publiihinf 

a decree to prohibit the mention of his ncime. Howeved 

their prohibition only excited a greater curiofity ; for fcarce 

one of the hillorians of that age has omitted to mention fo 

monflrous an extravagance, and at the fame time have toU 

•us the name of the cnminal. 

{d) The paflion which prevailed mod in Alexander, cvca 
from his tender years, was ambition, and an ardent dcfire for 
glory ; but not for every fpecies of glory. Philip, like a 
,fonhifl, valued himfelf upon his eloquence and the beavtv 
of his flile ; and had the vanity to have engraved on hu 
coins the feveral vidories he had won at the Olympick gamei 
>in the chariot-race. But it was not to this his fon aipirtd. 
liis friends afking him one day, whether he would not be 
»prefènt at the games above mentioned, in order to difpote 
the prize bellowed on that occafjon, for he was very fwift of 
-loot; he anfwercd. That he ivould contend in thetn^ proqfiid 
Àif^gs 'were to he his antago%ifls* 

Every time news was brought him, that his father IaI 
«taken feme city, or gained fome great battle, Alexander, (b 
far from fharing in the general joy, ufed to fay in aplaintite 
<one of voice, to the young perfons that were brought up 
with 'him. Friends^ my father luill fojjefs hi?nfilf of f^veij 
ithing^ and îea*ve nothing for us to do* 

C)ne day fome ambaffadors from the king of Perfia bcin{ 
.^rived at court during Philip's abfence, Alexander paie

them fo kind and fo polite a reception, und regaled tli cm in 
fo noble and generous a manner, as charmed them all ; but 
that which mod furprized them was, the good fenfc and 
judgment he difcovered in thé fcvcnil convcrfations they had 
with him. He did not propofe to them any thin^ that wts 
trifling ; and like one of his ago ; i'uch, for imlancc, as 
enquiring about the fo much boalled gardens fufpended iit 
the air, the riche» and magnificence of the palace and 
court of the king of Perfia, which excited the admiration 
of the whole world ; the famous golden plantane-trec ; (^) 
and that golden vine, the grapes of which were of emeralds, 
carbuncles, rubies, and all forts of precious iloncs, under 
which the Perfian monarch was faid frequently to give audi- 
ence: Alexander, 1 fay, aOced thetn quellions of a quit(S 
different nature ; enquiring which was the road to Upp<;r 
Afia ; the dillance of the fcvcnil places ; in what the ftrcngth 
and power of the king of PcrAa confillcd ; in whai pare pf 
the battle he fought ; how he behaved towards Iiis enemies c 
and in what manner he governed his fubjcds. Thefc am* 
baiTadors admired him all the while; and perceiving even uc 
that time how great he might one day become, they oofervi'd, 
ilia few words, thediH^erencc they found between Alexander 
and (/) Artaxerxes, by Oiying one to another, * 77jij ycu;/^ 
prince is great t an^ ours is rich» That man mull be vallly 
in/ignificant, who has no other merit than his riches! 

fcîo ripe a judgment in this young prince was owing a» 
much to the good education which had been given him, asr 
to the happinefs of his natural parts. SevLial preceptor» 
were a p pom ted to teach liini all fuch arts* and fcionccs as ara 
worthy the heir to a great kingdom ; and the chief of thei'e 
was Leonidas, a perfoii of the moll fevere morals, and a re- 
lation of the queen. Alexander liimfelf tells us aftcrwar.l', 
that this Leonidas, in their joiirnies togcilier» ufed fre- 
qucnilv to look into the irimk-» %vhere his bcJs and clotlie\ 
were faid, in onler to fee if Olympia i his mother had not. 
put fnmrthin;^ fuperflnoiiu inlo ihrm, wliich might adminillci 
to delicacy and liixuiy. 

lUit tlie iM-eatell ('«TViiv Philip did his fon, wa.i appointing 
Arillollehi:. precepi<n, ih'- moil iamous aiul the moll leainij 
plillofophcr of his .i"f, wliom lie ciKiulied with theulioie 
care of his ctliic.iti<»n. (>0 ^^'^^* <'f the reafons whieh 
prompted IMiilip to chf-o!^' him a I'lnflcr ()f To coijlpiruoii.

Philip was fenfible how great a treafure he poffeflc 
the perfon of Ariftoile ; for which reafon he fettled a 
confiderable Ilipend upon him, and afterwards rewarde 
pains and care in an infinitely more glorious manner 
having deilroyed and laid wade the city of * Stagira 
native place of thatphilofopher, he rebuilt it, purely oi 
affeélion for him ; reinllated the inhabitants who had fled 
it, or were made flaves ; and gave them a fine park ii 
neighbourhood of Stagira, as a place for their lludies and a 
blies. Even in Plutarch's time, the Hone fcats which Ari 
lad placed there were landing; as alfo fpacious vi 
under which thofe who walked were fhaded from the 
beams. 

Alexander likewife difcovered no lefs efleem for his m 

whom he believed himfelf bound to love as much as if h 

been his father ; declaring, f Tifai he ^juas indebted to ti 

for U'vingy and to the ether for living ivelL The progrefs c 

pupil was equal to the care and abilities of the precc 

J Be grew vaftly fond of philofophy ; and learnt the fk 

parts of it, but in a manner fuitable to his birth. Ari 

endeavoured to improve his judgment, by laying down fur 

certain rules, by which he might diftinguifh juft and 

roafoning from what is but fpecioufly fo; and by accufto 

him to feparate in difcourfe all fuch parts as only dazzle, 

thofe which are truly folid, and fhould conftitute its > 

value. He alfo exercifed him in metaphyficks, which m 

of great benefit to a prince, provided he applies himl 

them with moderation, as they explain to him the nati 

the human mind; how greatly itdifi^crs from matter; in 

manner he perceives fpiritual things; how he is fenfible < 

impreffion of thofe that furround him, and many other que 

of the like import. The reader will naturally fuppofe, tl 

did not omit either the mathcmaticks, which give the 

fo juft a turn of thinking; or the wonders of nature, the 

of which, befides a great many other advantages, fhew;

Alexander applied himfiïîf chiefly to morality, which i

{If) The grcatell mailer of rhctotick that auti«iuii:y could 
cverboall, and who has left fo excellent a tuMtife on that fuh- 
jtfJl, took care to make that fcicnce part of his pupiTs educa- 
tion ; and wc tmd that yVlexander, even in the midll of hii 
conquclls, wa**. often very up.jent with Arillotle, to fend him a 
treaLifu on that fubjevit. To thin we owe the work intiiul»*J 
^4Uxaniit'r^s Rhi'tv'uk; in t)ie beginning of which, Atiilotli* 
proves to him the vafl ndvanl.iges a prince may reap fjom clu- 
qucncc, as it juives him the j^reatefl jilccnd.mt over t lie minds of 
men, which he owAm to acquire as well by his wifdom as au- 
thority. Some anlAcrs and letteru of Alexander, which are 
ilili extant, Ihjw ih.it he pollVli.'d, in its pieatelt perfeilion, 
that IlDiig, thai manly elovpi'. nee, which abounds with fenfo 
and ideas; and which is fo entirely free from fupcrfluous ex- 
prefficjn , that every nnj*lc word lias its meaning; which, pro- 
perly fpeaking, i.sthc eloquence of kings. 

llib edeem, or rather his paflion * lor Homer, (l\cws, n«''t 
only with what vi-içourand fucccfs he applied himfelf to police 
literature» hut the judicious ufe he made of it, and the iol'.â 
advantage:, he propofcd to himfelf from it.

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* The heft proi/ijîon far a toarrtor* He always had with hlfll- 
that edicion of Homer which Ariftotle had rcvifed and cor- 
jedted^ and to which the title of the Edition of the Box wa» 
given ; and he laid it, with his fword, every night under his 
pillow. 

(/) Fond, even to excefs, of every kind of glory, he was 
difpleafed witli Ariilotle, his mader, for having publilhed, 
in his abfence, certain metaphyfical pieces, which he him- 
i'e\£ dcfired to pollefs only ; and even at the time when he 
was employed in the conqueft of Afia, and the purfuit of 
Darius, ne wrote to him a letter, whch is ftill extant, where- 
in he complains upon that very account. Alexander fays in 
it, that " f he had much rather furpafs the reft of men in 
** the knowledge of fublime and excellent things, than the 
** greatnefs and extent of his power.*' He in like manner 
requeftcd {Â) Ariftotlc, not to fhew the treatife of rheto- 
rick above mentioned to any perfon but himfelf. I will 
confe(s, that there is an excefs in this ftrong defire of glory, 
which prompts him to fupprefs the merit of others, in ordtt 
that his only may appear ; but then we at leaft mufl con* ' 
fefs, that it difcovcrs fuch a paffion for ftudy as is very lau- 
dable in a prince ; and the very reverfe of that indifference, - 
not to fay contempt and averfion, which moft young perfoni 
of high birth exprefs for all things that relate tb learning and 
fludy. ' 

Plutarch tells us, in few words, the infinite advantage 
that Alexander reaped from this tafte, with which his mailer 
(than whom no man pofTeffed g^reater talents for the edu- 
cation of youth) had infpired him from his moft tender in- 
fancy. He lo'vedy faid that author, to con^ver/e luith learmà 
fneny to impro've him/elf in knomjledge, and to ftudy J ; three fburcet 
of a monarch's happinefs, and which enable him to fecure 
himfelf from numberlefs difficulties ; three certain and in- 
fallible metliods of learning to reign without the alTiftancc 
of others. The converfation of perfons of fine fenfe in- 
ftru6ts a prince by way of amufement, and teaches hint a 
thoufand -curious and ufcful things without cofting him the 
leaft trouble. The leftbns which able maftcrs give him, on

ikindj wlm are the fame in all ages. Alexander owed all 
dvnntagea to the excellent education Ariilotlc gave him. 
He had alio a taftc for the whole circle of arts, but in> 
manner as became a prince ; that is, he knew the value 
fcfulne£i of them. Muûck, painting, fculpture, ar- 
tare, flourifhed in his reign» becaufe they * found in him • 
a>fkiJful judge» and a generous prote£lor» who was 
cv diièinguiih and reward merit. 
BiK he dcfpifed certain triiUng feats of - dexterity, 
ere of no ufe» Some Macedonians admired very much 
1^ who employed himfelf very attentively in throwing 
peafe through the- eye of a f needle» which he would 
a confiderable diAance, and without once miffing. 
ndêr (êeing him- at this exercife» ordered him, as wc 
id, a prefent fuitable to his employment» vi». a baikct^ 
fe. 

xander was of a fprightly difpofitîon ; was refolute, 
;ry tenacious of his opinion, which never gave way to 
but at the fame time would fubmit immediately to rea- 
id good fenfe. It is very difficult to treat with per- 
f this turn of mind. Philip accordingly, notwithftand* 
s double authority of king and father» believed it ne- 
f to employ pçrfuafion rather than force with refpc^ ta 
1» and endeavoured to make himfelf beloved rather than ' 
by hinu 

accident made him entertain x very advantageous 
•n of Alexander. There had been font from Thcflhly 
lip a war-horfe, a noble, lliong, iu*ry, generous beaii, 
t Bucephalus. The owner would Tell him for thirteen 
s, about 1900/. llcriinj;. The king went into the 
, aitcndeii by his courtiers, in order to view tlic per-

one dared to mount him. Philip, being angry that (b fa* 
rious .ind unmanageable a creature had been fent him» gave 
orders for their carrying him back again. Alexander, who 
was prcfent at that time, cried cut, H^i?/it a ucble hor/e tètf 
art' ficing to lojcyfor <want tf addreji and boUnefs to back him! 
Philip, at firih confidered thefe words as the eftctt of folly 
ar.o rafhncfs, fo common to >oung men: Butas Alexander 
ini'ilied itill more upon what he liacl faid, and was very much 
vi.m'lI to fee fo noble a creature jull going to be fent home 
a;;aiii. his father gave him leave to try what he could dOt 
*i lie young prince, overjoyed at this permifiion, goes up to 
Bucephalus, takes hold of the bridle, and turns his head to 
the iiin ; havinj^ obferved, that the thing which frighted him 
was his own (hadow, he feeing it dance about, or fink down, 
ill po^.ortion îis he moved, lie therefore firft ftroked him 
j^cntly with his hand, and foothed him with his voice; then 
iixii J* his mettle abate, and artiuîly taking his opportunity, 
hi* Itt U\\\ his tlouk, and ipringing fwiftly upon his oack, firll 
r(.4cl.ened the rein, without once llriking or vexing him : And- 
when he perceived that his hre was cooled, that he was n5 
Ic-nger fo furious and violent, and wanted only to move for^ 
ward, he gave him the rein, and fpurring him with great 
viiVQur, an^n^ated him with his voice to his full fpecd, while 
this was doing, Philip and his whole court trembled for 
fenr, and did not once open their lips ; but when the prince» 
aficr having run his firll heat, returned with joy and pride, 
at his having broke a horfe which was judged abfolutely 
ungovernable, all the courtiers in general endeavoured to out* 
vie one another in their applaufcs and congratulations ; and 
we arc told, Philip ihed tears of joy on this occafion, and 
embracing Alexander after he was alighted, and kifling his 
hiaJ, he iaid to him, Jiïy fc/.'j feck a kingticm more tvortiy of 
tbcfy f'if Mitc^'ticH is l'tlon,i: thy tfurit, 

\Ve arc told a great many furprizinfi; particulars of this 
Bucephalus; for whatever had any relation to Alexander 
was to be of the marvellous kind- («) When this creature was 
faddlcd and equipped for battle, he would fufFcr no one to 
back him but his mailer ; and it would not have been f?fe 
for any other pcrfon to go near him. Whenever Alexander 
w.mted to mount him, he would kneel down upon his tv.o 
fore-feet. According to fome hillorians, in the battle againft 
Poru?, where Alexander had plunged tooimprud.nily amidft 
a body of the enemy» his horfe, though wounded in every

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proper to tnkethe advantage of this junélnre, în which anew 
prince, who was but young, had afccnded the throne, fôr 
recovering their liberty, and uniting againft the common * 
ufurper. Nor was he under lefs apprehenfions from Greece. 
Philip, though he had permitted the feveral cities and com* 
monwealths to continue their ancient form of government» 
had however entirely changed it in reality, and made him- 
fclf abfolute maftcr of it. Though he were abfcnt, he ne« 
verthelefs ruled in all the aflemblies ; and not a fingle rcfo- 
lution was taken, but in fubordination to his will. Though 
Jie had fubdued all Greece, either by the terror of his arms» 
or the (ecret machinations of policy, he had not had time fuf- 
£cient to fubjei^ and accuftom it to his power, but had left . 
all thinors in it in great ferment and diforder, the minds of the ; 
vanquilhcd not being yet calmed or moulded to fubjeflion. 

The Macedonians, refleÛing on this precarious fituation of 
things, advifed Alexander to relinquifh Greece, and not per- ; 
flft m his refolution of fubduing it by force ; * to recover | 
by gentle methods the Barbarians who had taken artbs, and 
to looth, as it were, thofe glimmerings of revolt and inno- 
vation by prudent refcrve, complacency and iniinuationSy 
in order to conciliate aftefbion* However, Alexander would 
not liilen to thcfe timorous counfels, but refolved to fecure 
and fupport his affairs by boldnefs and magnanimity; 
iirmly perfuadcd, that (hould he relax in any point at firft, 
all his neighbours would fall upon him ; and that were he 
to endeavour to compromife matters, he ftiould be obliged 
to give up all Philip's conquefts, and by that means con- 
fine his dominions to the narrow limits of Macedon. He 
therefore made all poiHble haftc to check the arms of the 
Barbarians, by marching his troops to the banks of ibe 
Danube, .which he croffed in one night. He defeated the 
.king of the Triballi in a great battle ; made the Get» fly 
at his approach ; fubilued feveral barbarous nations, fomc 
by the terror of his name, and others by force of arms ; 
and notwithrtanding the arrogant f anfwer of their ambaflfa- 
.dors, he taught them to dread a danger flill more near them 
than the falling of the (ky and planets. 

Whim Alexander was thus employed at a didance 
againll the Barbarians, all the cities of Greece, who were

Thev cue to pieces 
part of the Macedonian garrifon in their cicidol. (p) De- 
iiiollhenes» on the other fide, was every day har.in(^uing 
the people; and fired with contempt for Alexander, whom* 
he called a chilti^ and a * hare-brained boy, he aifurcd the 
Athenians, with a decifive tone of voice, that they had 
nothing to fear from the new king of Macedon, who did 
not dare to lliroutof his kint^lom; but would think him- 
felf r.illly happy, could he iic peaceably on his throne. 
At the fame time he writ letters upon letters to Attains, one 
of Philip \i lieutenants in Alia Minor, to excite him to rebel. 
This Attalus was uncle to C-leopatra, l'hilip*s fécond wife, 
and was very much difpofed to lillcn to Oemollhene::'» pro- 
pofals. Ncverthelefs, as Alexander was grown very diriiiient 

I of hiin, for which he knew there wa» but too much reaCou, 

r he therefore, to eradicate from his mind all tlie iufpicioni 
he might entcitain, and the better to fcreen his defi}\n.s, 

I fent all Demollhenes*9 letters to that prince. Hut Alex'- 
ander faw throu^^h all his artifice, and thereupon rrderrd lle- 
catxus, one oï his commanders, whom he had lent into Afta 

I for that purpofe, to have him aflairmated, whii.h wns e>ecutcd 
accordingly. Attalus's death nMloicd tianquilliiy to tho 
army, and entirely dellroycd the feeds of difcord and ubcl- 
lion.

But the Thobans, byway of infult, demanded to 
Jiave Philotiis and Antipater delivered lo them ; and in- 
vited, by a dccl.iration, all who were folllcitous for the li- 
btfty of Greece, to join with them in its defence. 

Alexander, findinp; "it- iinytofliblc for him to get the bct- 
ti*r of their olillinacy Ir/ oficrs of peace, faw with grief 
that he fliould be forced to employ hii power, and decide 
tlic a flair by f jrcc of arms. A great battle was thereupon 
fought, in which the Thebans exerted thcmfclves with a 
bravery and ardour much beyond their llrcii9:th, for the 
CHcmy excecdcJ them vallly in number^ : l]ut after a 
long and \\^ rou3 rcfiftancc, fuch «tj furvivcd of the Ma- 
cedonian parrifon in the citadel, coming down from it, 
arid char^jiiig the Thebans in tlie rear, furrounded on all 
fuleô, the grcateil part ».>f tlicm were cut to pieces, and the 
city taken and plundered. 

It would be impofîible for words to cxprcfs the dread- 
ful calaniitics which the Thebans fuiiercd (»n this occafion. 
Some Thracians having pul'cd down the houfc of a vir- 
tuou, lady of quality, Tun^clra by nainr*, carried cfF all 
her îp'.'"i : anl trcafurcb; and their ca}>*ain having feî/.ed 
ihi: lady, and faiir.ted hi^ brutal lufi v ilh her, .'if:cr.vards 
rnquiied whether fne had not conccak-d g\)ld and filver.

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Alexander then debated in council, how to si£l with re- 
gard to Thebes. The Phocxans and the people of Platseac, 
Thefpiae, and Orchomenus, who were all in alliance with- 
Alexander, and had fhared in his vidlory, reprefented to 
'him the cruel treatment they had met with from the 7'he- 
bans, who alfo had dellroyed their feveral cities; and re- 
proached them with the zeal which they had always difco- 
vered. in favour of the Perfians againll the Greeks, who 
held them in the utmoft deteftation ; the proof of which 
was, the oath they all had taken to deflroy Thebes, after 
ihey ihould have vanquifticd the Perfians. 

Cle.ides, one of the prifoners, being permitted to fpeak, 
cndcavoiiicd to excufc, in fome meafurc, the revolt of the 
Thebaiis ; a fault which, in his opinion, fliould be im- 
puted to a rafh and credulous imprudence, rather than to 
dcprùvicy of wiîl and declared perfidy. He rcmonftrated, 
ihAt his countrymen, upon a falfe icport of Alexander's 
de»i:h, hr.d indeed too raflily broke into rebellion, not 
agai.ill the king, but a[;ciinll his fuccefTors. That what 
crimes loevcr they might have committed, they had been 
puni-.hcd for them with the utmofi. fl- verity, by the dreadful 
Ciîamitv w^:îch had bcf.Ulen their citv.

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V MmctnàtT*9 fo fudden arrivai in Greece had Térjr mïidi'^ 
abated the liaughtinefs of the AthenianSy and extineoiihed* 
Demollhenes's vehemence and fire ; but the min of 'Thtba»*- 
which WAS ftill more fadden, threw them into, the ntmofl; 
confternation. They therefore had recoarfe to entreatiei,' 
and fent a deputation to Alexander, to implore his demen- , 
cy. Demofthenes was among tiiem ; bat ne* was no fooner^' 
arrived at mount Cyth9eron» than dreading the anger of that^ 
priuccy he quieted the embafly, and returned home. - 

Immediately Alexander fent to Athens, requiring the ci* 
tizens to deliver up to him ten orators, whom he fuppofed ■ 
to have been the chief inftruments in forming the league' 
which Philip his father had defeated at Chaeronea. It was* 
on this occafion Demofthenes related to the people the fable ' 
of the wolves and dogs, in which it is fuppofed, SThat tie ' 
nvol*ves one day told theftfttpt that in cafi they defind t9 bt «f' 
peace *wltb tbem^ they muft deli'uer up tê them the dogs 
nvhc ivere their guards The application was eafy and natn- ' < 
ral, efpecially with refpeft to the orators, who were jofUy- 
compared to dogs, whofe duty is to watch, to bark, ana-^ 
to fight, in order to fave the lives of the flock. 

In this prodieious dilemma of the Athenians, who' could - 
not prevail witn themfelves to deliver up their orators to 
certain. death, though they had no other way to fave their 
city, Demades, whom Alexander had honoured with hit 
friend (hip, offered to undertake the embalTy alone, and in- 
tercede tor them. The kins;, whether he had fatiated his 
revenge, or endeavoured to blot out, if pofTible, by fome 
a6t of clemency, the barbarous adion he had juft before 
committed ; or rather, to remove the feveral obftacles which 
might retard the execution of his grand dellgn, and by that 
means not leave, during his abfence, the lead pretence for 
murmurs ; waved his demand with regard to the delivery ol 
the orators, and was pacified by their fending Caridemoi 
into banifhment, who being a native of * Orxa, had been 
prefented by the Athenians with his freedom, for the fcrvicei 
he had done the republick. He was fon-in-law to Cher- 
foblcptus, king of Thrace ; had learnt the art of war under 
Iphicrates ; and had himfelf frequently commanded the 
Athenian armies. To avoid the purfuit of Alexander, he 
took refuge with the king of Ferfia. 

As for the Athenians, he not only forgave them the 
feveral injuries he pretended to have receivedi but expreiT-

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particular regard for them, exhorting them ttïf agpl/ 
elves vigoroufly to publiclc affairs» and to keep* A 
iftil eye over the feveral tranfaftions which might hap- • 
becaufc, in cafe of his death, their city was to give 
to the reft of Greece.

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ALexander, after having gone throngh variooa ocmntrieftr 
croflcs the river Indus ; enters India, which lies on thi» 
fide the Ganaes, and forms part of the Grand Mcgul'a 
empire, and advance» very near the river. Ganges» whkh hr 
alfo intended to pais, had not his army refufed to folloir 
him* He therefore contents himfelf with marching to' Tien 
the ocean, and goes down the river Indus to its mouth. 

From Macedonia to the Ganges, almoft to which ri^ 
ver Alexander marched,, is computed at leaû ^evcn hon- 
dred leagues^ 

Add to this the various turnings in- Alexander's marches;: 
£r(l, from the extremity of Cilicia, where the battle 
of Iflus- was fought, to the temple of Jupiter Ammon in 
Libya ; and his returning from thence to Tyre, a journey of

(r) A LEXANDER being arrived in his kingdom, held flr 
jC\. council with the officers of his army, and dir 
grandees of his court, on the expedition he meditated a» 
cainft Perfia, and the meafures he ihould take in order to- 
Sicceed in it. The whole aiTembly was unanimous, except 
on one article. Antipater and Parmenio were of opinion, 
that the king, before he engaged in an enterprize which 
would neceflarily be a long one,, ought to make choice of* a- 
confort, in order to fecure himfelf a fucceffor to his throne. 
But Alexander,, who was of a violent, fiery temper, did not 
approve of this advice ; and believed, that after he hadlieea. 
nominated generaliffimo of the Greeks,, and that his father 
had left him an invincible army, it would be a fhame for 
him to lofe his time in folemnizing his nuptials, and waiting 
for the fruits, of it; for which reafon he determined to fee 
out immediately.

The reft of the horfe, who were compofed of natives of the 
feveral fiâtes of Greece, and amounted to 600, had their 
particular commander. The Thracians and Pa:onian8, who- 
were always in front, were headed by CafTander. Alexander- 
began his route along the lake Cercinum towaids Amphi- 
poli's ; croffed the river Strymon, near its mouth ; after' 
wards the Hebrus, and arri/cd at Setos after twenty dayi- 
march. He then commanded Parmenio to crofs over fronr 
Seftos to Abydos, with all the horfe and part of the foot;* 
which he accordinj^ly did by the affiftance of an hundred* 
and threefcore gallies, and feveral flat-bottomed veiTels. A^ 
for Alexander, he went from Eleontum to the port of the* 
Achaians, himfelf fleering his own galley ; and being got* 
to the middle of the Hellefpont, he facrificed a bull to Nep- 
tune and the Nereides ; and made effufions in the fea from ■ 
a jgrolden cup. It is a!fo related, that after Having thrown 
a javelin at the land, as thereby to take pofTeiRon of it, he 
landed the firft in Afiaj and leaping from the Ihip, com- 
pletely armed, and in the highpft tranfports of joy, he 
erefted altars on the (hore to Jupiter, to Minerva, and to 
Hercules, for having favoured him with fo propitious a dc- 
fcent. He had done the fuine at his leaving Europe. 

He depended fo entirely on the happy fuccefs of his arms, 
and the rich fpoil<; he fhould find in Aiia, that he had made 
very little proviiion f )r fb great an t*\;-)cciiiion ; perfuadcd 
that war, when carried en f•lccef^^uîiy, would fupply all 
things neceffa: y for var.

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Being furroundcd by forty Perfian lords» all of them his re* 
laiions, of experienced valour, and who never moved from 
his fide, he carried terror wherever he moved. Alexander, 
obferving in how gallant a manner he fignalized himftlf, 
clapt fpurs to his horl'e, and advanced towards him. Imme- 
diately they engage, and having thrown a javelin, wounded 
the other (lightly. Spithrobates falls furiouHy fword in 
hand upon Alexander, who, being prepared for him, thrufti 
his pike into ills face, and laid him dead at his feet. At 
that vei y moment, Rolaces, brother to that nobleman, charr- 
ing him on the fuie, gives him fo furious a blow on toe 
head with his battlc>ax, that he beat off his plume, but wdit 
no deeper than the hair. As he was going to repeat hii 
blow on the head, which now appeared tlirough his frac- 
tured helmet, Clitus cut off Rofaces's hand with one ftroke 
of his fcimetar, and by that means faved his fovereign's Kfè. 
I'he danger to \^hich Alexander had been expofed greatly 
animated the courage of his foldiers, who now perform won- 
der>. The Tcrfians in the center of the horfe, upon whom 
the light-armed troops, who had been polled in the intervals 
of the horfe, poured a perpetual difcharge of darts ; being 
unable to fullain any longer the attack of the Macedonians, 
who llruek them all m the face, the two wings were immedi- 
ately broke and put to flight. Alexander did not purfue 
them long, but turned about immediately to charge the foot. 

Thefe, fays the hillorian, at liril flood their ground, which 
r/as owing to the furprife they were feized witli, rather than 
bravery. But when they faw ihemfelves attacked at the fame 
lime by the cavalry, and the Macedonian phalanx, >n hich had 
croflVdthe river, and that the battalions \\..*rc now engaged; 
thofo of the Perfians cUJ ni)t make either a long or a vigo- 
rous refiilancc, and were focn put to ilii;lit, the Grecian in- 
fantry in D?.rius*s fcrvice excepted. Tliis body of foot re- 
tiring to a liill, demanded a. promife from Alexander to let 
them march away unmolelled ; but following the didlatcs of 
his wrath, rather than thofe of reafon, he ruflied into the 
midll of this body of foot, and prefently lofl his horfe, (not 
Bucephalus) who was killed witnthc thrull of a fword. The 
battle was fo hot round him, that mofl of the MaccdonumSi 
who lofl their lives on this occafion, fell here ; for they 
fought againll a body of men who were well difciplined» 
had been inured to war, .ind fought in dcfpair. They were 
all cut to rieccs, 2000 excepted, who were taken prifoners. 

A great number of the chief Perfian commanders lay dead 

.on the fpot. Arfitcs iled into Phrygia, where it is laid he

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laid violent hands upon himfelf» for having been the caui'c 
that the battle was fought. It would have been more glo- 
rious for hittif had he died in the field, zooo foot, and 
3 $00 hoHe, were killed in this engagement, on the fide of 
the Barbarians; and of the Macedonians, 25 of the royal 
horfe were killed at the firil attack. Alexander ordered Ly- 
ixppus to make their ftatues in brafs, all which were fet up 
in a city of Macedon called Dia, in honour of them, from 
whence they were many years after carried to Rome by Q. 
McteLlus. About threeicore of the other horfe were killed ; 
and near 30 foot, who, the next day, were all laid, with 
their arms and equipage, in one grave ; and the king grant- 
ed an exemption to their fathers and children from every kind 
.of tribute and iervice. 

He alfo took the utmoft care of the wounded, vifltcd 
them, and faw their wounds drelTed. He enquired very par- 
ticularly into their adventures, and permitted every one of 
them to relate his adtions in the battle, and boail his bra- 
irery. A prince gains many advantages by fucli a faniili irity 
andcondeicenfion. He alfo granted the rites of fepulture to 
the ffrandees of Pcrfia, and did not even refufe it to fuch Greeks 
ts died in the Perfian fervice ; but all thofc wliom he took 
prifoners he laid in chains, and fent them to work as flnvcs 
w in Macedonia, for having fought under the Barbarian Ihm- 
\ dards againll their country, contrary to the cxprcfs prohibit

The fiege was held out fo long, and attendel 
with inch furpri'/.ing difficultiesy as would have difcouraged 
any warrior but an Alexander; yet his troops were animated 
by the \ icvv of dangers, and their patience was at iaft fvc- 
cc^ful. M'.'innon, finding it impoilible for him to hold oat 
any longer, was forced to abandon the city. As the fea waf. 
r,pin to him, after having put a ftrong garrifon into the cit^* 
del, which was well ilorcd with provinons, he took with bin 
the fiirvivin^r inhabitants, with all their riches, andconveyed- 
thcm into tlie idand of Cos, which was not far from Halicai^ 
n;n'us. Al'.'xandcr did not think proper to befiege the citadeL 
it bting of little importance after the city was deilroyed« 
which he dcmoliihed to the very foundations. He left it, after 
having en com pafTcd it with flrong walls, and left fomegood 
troop:. in thccountry. 

After the death of Artcmifia, queen of Caria, Idrieas her 
brother reigned in herflcad. The icepter devolved upon Adip 
fiAer and wife of Idrieus, according to the cudomof the coon-' 
try ; but (he was dethroned by Pexodorus, co whom fucceededt 
by Darius's command, Orontobates his fon-in-law. Ada how- 
ever war. rtill poffefled ofafortrefs called Alinda, the keyi 
of which ihc had carried to Alexander, the inflant (he heard f 
of his arrival in Caria, and had adopted him for her foxb 
The king was fo far from contemning this honour, that ht 
left her the cjuiet pofTeflion of her own city ; and, after having 
taken Halicarnaflus, as he by that means was mailer of the 
whole country, he reftorcd the government of it to Ada.

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Several kings of A fia Minor Aibmitted voluntarily to Alex* 
inder. Mithndates king of Pontus was one of thcie, who af- 
Kenvards adhered to this prince, and followed him iu his ex- 
peditions. He was fon to Ariobarzancs governor of Phrygia, 
and king of Pontus» of whom mention has been made eife- 
where, (%) He is computed to be the Sixteenth king from 
Aitabazus, who is confid!ered as the founder of that kingdom, 
of which he was put in pofreffion by Darius, fon of Ilyilafpes 
his fkther. The rxmous Mithridates, who fo long employed 
llie Roman armies, was one of his fuccefTors. 

Alexander, before he went into winter-quarters, permitted 
ill fuch of his foldier^, as had married that year, to return 
■into Macedonia, there to fpend the winter with their wives» 
upon condition that they would return in the fpring. He ap- 

Ç)înted three officers to march them thither and back again, 
his agrees exaâly with the; law of ( ^i ) Mofes ; and, as we 
do not £nd that this law or cuflom was ufed by any other na- 
tion, it is very probable that Ariflotle had learnt it from fome 
\ ]ew, with whom he became acquainted in Aiia ; and that ap- 
pxDving it as a very wife and juft cuftom, he therefore had rt*- 
( onnmended it to his pupil, who remembered it on this oc- 
lofion.

For Plutarcli relatetf thathf 
had wrote only as follows in one of his lecten, TiéU wit» it

this prince, who was vaAly fond of the marvellous» never kt 
flip :iny opportunity of perfuading the people» that the gods 
proU'ded in m in a very imgular manner. 

T)tirin(> his being in the neighbourhood of Phafelis» hedif- 
covered a confpiracy which was carrying on by Alexander fim 
of Kropus, whom he had a little before appointed general of 
the Theflalian cavalry, in the room of Calas» whom he bad 
mnd^' governor of a province. Darius, upon the receipt of a 
lct:er which this traitor had font him, promifed him a rewaid 
of a t1u)uf;ind ** talciits of ^old, with the kingdom of Macedo- 1 
r.ia, in cafe he could murder Alexander; believine this WM || 
r.r)i paying t(»o dear for a crime, which would rid him of ft f 
r^rini(!.>l)!(- an enemy. The mefTonger who carried the kin|^ 
i^nf^ver l)cinj'; fci/cd, made a full confeflion, by which meui 
the traîîf»r wa : I'roufljht to condign punilhment. 

Aiirxandc-r, after having fettled affairs in Cilicia and'PU* 
phvlla, marched hib army to Celanie, a city of Phrygia» vh 
Tired by the tlver Marfyas, wliich the fixions of poets hscPB 
made fo fiimou£. He fummoned the garrifon of tne citaddi 
wliithcr the inhabitants were retired, to furrender; bat thcfe 
b'-lieving it impregnable, anfwered haughtily» that they wmU 
f'rfldie. However, finding the attack carried on witn grot 
virour, they defired a truce of (ixty days, at the expiration of 
which they promifed to open their gates, in cafe they were tot 
(urcourcd: y\nd accordingly, no aid arriving i they furret* 
dered themfelves upon the day fixed. 

rn>m thence the kinjj marched into Phrygia, the capital of 
which was called Gordion, the ancient and famous refideocc 
of king Midas, fituatedon the river Sangarius. Having ttkA 
the city, he was defirous of feeing the famous chariot to whick 
the Gordinn knot was tied. This knot, which faflcned the 
yoke to the beam, was tied with fo much art, and the ftrinM 
were twilled in fo wonderful a manner, that it was impoffiole 
to difcover where it began or ended. According to an ancient 
tniditionof the country, an oracle had foretold, that the man 
who could untie it (hould po^Tefs the empire of Afia. Now 
Alexander was firmly pcrfuadcd that this promife related w 
himfelf J after many fruitlcfs trials, he cried, (cj It is no mat- 

itr

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ter which tu/y it be untiedy and thereapon cut it with his 
fword, and by that means, fays the hifloriany either eluded or 
folfiiled the oracle. 

In the mean time Darius was fetting every engine at work, 
in order to make a vigorous defence. Memnon the Rhodian 
adviied him to carry the war into Macedonia, which counfel 
ieemed the moft proper, to extricate him from prefent danger ; 
for the Lacedaemonians, and feveral other Greek nations, who 
had no afFefUon for the Macedonians, would have been ready 
to join him ; by which means Alexander mud have licen forced 
to leave Afia, and return fuddenly over-fea, to defend his 
own country. Darius approved this counfel, and, having de* 
dermined to follow it, charq^ed Memnon to put it inexécution. 
Accordingly, he was declared admiral of the fleet, and cap- 
tain-general of all the forces deiigned for that expedition. 

That prince could not poffibly have made a better choice. 
Memnon wa^ the ablcfl general in his fervice, had fought a 

treat many years under the Perfian llandards with the utmoil 
delity. Had his advice been taken, the battle of the Granicus 
had not been fought. He did not abandon his mailer's inter- 
dis after that misfortune, but had affembled the fcattered re- 
mains of the army, and immediately went firfl to Miletus^ 
from thence to Halicarnairus, and ladly into the ifland of Cos, 
where he was when he received his new commiflion. This place 
was the rendezvous for the fleet ; and Memnon was now me- 
ditating wholly upon the manner how to put his deilgn in 
execution. He made himfelf mailer of the ifland of Chios, 
and all Lefljos, the city of Mit)'lcne excepted. From thence 
he was preparing to pafs over into Eubœa, and to make Greece 
and Macedonia the feat of the war, but died before Mitylene, 
which city he had been forced to befiege. His death was the 
greatefl mibfortune that could poflibly have happened to Pcr- 
fia. We fee on this occauon the inellimable worth of a man of 
merit, whofe death is fometimes the ruin of a llate. The lofs 
of Memnon fViiilrated theexecution of the plan he had formed; 
for Darius, not liavinjj one general in his army who was able 
to fupply Memnon's place, abandoned entirety the only en- 
terprise whicli could have faved his empire. His whole re- 
fuge therefore now lay in the armies of the Eall. Darius, 
d:riati:>ficd with all his generals, relblved to command in per- 
fun, and appointed Habylon for the rendezvous of his army; 
whereupon being mullered, they were found to be about 4, 
5, or 600,000 men, for hillorians difler very much on this 
head.

his illnefs. Bui he was more indlfpofcd in mind than in 
body, for news was bmught that Darius might foon arrive. 
Alexander bewailed perpetually his hard fate, in being thus 
expofed naked and defenceUTs to his cn^my, and robbed of 
fo noble a victory, fmce he was now reduced to the melan- 
choly condiiiort of dying obfcurely in his tent, and far from 
having attained the gloiy he had promifed liimfelf. Having 
ordered his confidents and phyfici;in!t to come into his teni, 
•• You fee (faid he) my friends, the fad extremity to which 
•• fortune reduces me. Methinks F already hear the found of 
•* the enemy's arms, and fee Darius advancing. He undoubt- 
•• cdly held intelligence with my evil * genius, when hcwrotiî 
•• letters to his lieiitenantb in i'o lofty and conumptuous a 
•* llrain; however, he (\va\\ not obtain liis defire, provided 
" fuch a cure a.s I want is attempted. The prefcnt conditio» 
" of my afl'airs will not admit either of (low remedies or

'1 he nhyiiciant, who were renmile they (houldLe as* 
fivcnilile for the event, did not dare to hazard violent and ex- 
traofiitiary remedies; efpecially asDariu» hadpubliihcd» that 
hrr would reward with a thouiand. * talents the nuin who 
fhould kill Alexander. However Philip» an Acarnanian, one 
of hiv phyficians, who had always attended upon him ftom 
his youth, loved him with the utmoft tenderneu, not only» 
his fovercign, but his child; raiftng himfelf (merely oat of 
affection to Alexander^ above all prudential confideratioaip 
offered to give him a ciofe ; which, thoagh not vtry violent^ 
would ncverthelcfs be fpeedy in its effeAs; anddeured three 
d.iyh to prepare it. At thi» propofal every one trembled^ hft 
him only whom It mofl concerned; Alexander being affllAed 
upon tiootlKT account, than bccaufe it would keep nim three 
day» from iippcmin^ at the head of hi» army. 

Whiltl thf-ic things were doinc^, Alexander received a lettâ 
fn;m i'nrnu'iiio, who wan left behind in Cappadocia» in whom 
AU'vandcr put ('/cater confidence than in anv other of Us 
courdcrs ; tli'; purport of which was, to bid nim beware of 
IMkilip, for tlKit Dariuh had bribed him, by the promife of t 
thouiand talents and hi.s fider in marriage. This f letter 
f^iv(! him threat iineafinWs, for he was now at full leifureio 
^vf i;rh :(11 the re.ifon^ lie mi;>lit have to hope or to fear. Bat 
the confidenc<t in a phyfician, wliofe ilnccre attachment and 
fidelity he had piovrd from his infancy, foon prevailed» and 
removed all liis <loui)tft. Upon thi'i he folded up the lettcfi 
:ind put ir under his boUler, without acquainting anyoM 
with tlie contents of it.

in^ how to familiarize himfclf with inferiors, without leflen* 
inè his dignity; hisiharingin toils and dangen with the moil 
laoonous and intrepid; qualities which, wnether Alexander 
owed them to nature, or had acquired them bv reflcAioa» 
made him equally beloved and refpedled by his ioldiers. 

During this interval, Darius was on his march, fulljof a 
vain focurity in the infinite number of his troops, and fbrm- 
jng a judgment of the two armies merely (rom their diljparity 
in that point. The plains of Aflyria^ in which he was en- 
camped, gave him an opportunitv of extending his horfe as 
he plcafed» and of taking fhe advantage which the great 
difference between thi* number of foldiers in each army gave 
him ; but inftvad of this, he rcfolvcs to march to narrow 
paifc!), where lii» cavalry and the multitude of his troops, fi> 
far from doing him any/ervice, would only incumber one am^ 
thcr ; and accordingly he advances towards the enemy, for 
whom he ihould have waited, aiid runs viiibly to his own 4e- 
ilru^Uon. Ncverthclefs, the grandees of his court, whoife 
cuftom it was to flatter and applaud his every aAion, congra^ 
tulntcd hira beforehand on the vié>ory he would foon obtain, 
•IS if it had been certain and inevitable. There was at dial 
time, in the army of Darius, one Caridemus, an Athenian, 
a man of great experience in war, who perfonally hated Alex- 
ander, for having caufed him to be banifhed from Athens. 
J^arius, turning to this Athenian, afked, whether he believed 
him powerful enough to defeat his enemy. Caridemus, who 
had been brouglit up in the boibni of liberty, and forgcttin| ' 
that he was in a country of llavcry, where to oppofe the in- 
clination of a prince is of the moA dangerous confequence, 
replied as follows: «• Poffibly, Sir, you may not be pTeafed 
** with my telling you the truth; but in caie I do not do it 
•• now, it will be too late hereafter. This miehtv parade of 
** war, this prodigious number of men which has drained 
** all the Kail, might indeed be formidable to y ou r neighbours, 
** Gold and purple ihine in every part of your army, which 
•* is fo prodigioufly fplcndid, that thofe who have not fccn it 
** could never form an idea of its magnificence. But thefbl- 
«* diers who compofe the Macedonian army, terrible to be^

" phalanx is a bodv of infantry, which engages without 
•• flinching; and keeps fo clofc in their ranks, that the fol- 

** dien 
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•• dîcrs and their arms form a kind of impenetrable work. 
•• In a word, every fmglc man among them, the olncers as 
•• well as foldiers, are lo well trained up, fo attentive to the 
•* command of their leaders, that, whether they are to aflem- 
•* ble under their ftandards, to turn to the right or left, to 
«< doable their ranks, and face about to the enemy on all 
** fides, at the leaft (Ignal they make every motion and evolu- 
*• tion of the art of war. But that you may be perfuaded, 
•* thcfe Macedonians are not invited hither • from the hopes 
** of gaining gold and filver; know, that this excellent dif- 
•* cipline has uxhû&cd hitherto by the fole aid and precepts of 
•* poverty. Are they hungry? they fatisfy their appetite 
" with any kind of food. Arc they weary ? they repofe 
•• themfelves on the bare ground, and in the day-time are al- 
•• ways upon their feet. Do you fancy that the The/Ialian 
** cavalry, and that of Acarnania and iEtolia, who all arc 
•• armed cap-a-pee, are to be repulfed by ftones hurled from 
•* flings, and with (licks .burnt at the end? Such troops as 
•« arc like themfelves will be able to check their career; and 
*• fuccours muft be procured from their country, to oppofc 
•* their bravery and experience. îîcnd therefore thither all 
•• the ufelefs gold and iilver which I fee here, and purcliafe 
•• formidable foldiers." t I^arius was naturally of a mild, 
traàlable difpofition ; but good fortune will corrupt the moll 
happy difpofition. Few monarchs arc refolute and courage- 
ous enough to withiland their own power, to repulfe the flat- 
ter}' of the many people who are perpetually fomenting their 
paifions, and to edecni a man who loves them fo well, to con- 
tradicl and difplcafe them, in telling ihem the genuine truth. 
But Darius, ncit having llrength of mind fufficicnt for this, 
gives orders U>v dragging to execution a man who had fled to 
nim for proteilion, was at that time his ji^uei^, and gave him 
at that time the bell counfel tliat could have been propofed to 
him. However, as this cruel treatment could not filenceCa- 
ridemus, he cried aloud, with his ufual freedom; ** Mv 
•* avenger is at liaml, the very man in oppofuion to whom I 
•* gave you counftl, and he will ibon puniih you for defpifing 
•* it. i As for yoiî, Darius, in whom fovereign power has 
•• wrought fo fuddcn a change, you will teach poilerity, tliat

The horfe were placed on the two wings { 
the Macedonians, with the ThefTahans, on the right, aiiA 
thofe of Peloponnefus, with the other allies, on the left» 
Crater us commanded all the foot which compofed the leflr 
wing,, and Parmenio the whole wing. Alexander had re» 
ferved to himfelf the command of the right. He had deiixeè 
Parmenio to keep as near the fea as poffible, to prevent the 
Barbarians from mrrounding him ; and NTcanor» on the OM^ 
trary, was ordered to keep at fome diilance from the moon»*^ 
tains, to keep himfelf out of the reach of the acrows di&J 
charged by thofe who were- poûcd on them. He covered Ù$f^ 
horfe of his right wing with the light horfe of Protomadw» 
and the Pxonians, and his foot with the bowmen of AaIIAp-^ 
thus. He leferved the f Agrians (commanded by Attmlv|i! 
who were greatly edeemed, and ibme forces that were newlf* 
arrived from Greece, to oppofe thofe Darius had pofted oi^ 
tlie mountains. 

As for Darius's army, it was drawn up: in the following ' 
order. Having heard that Alexander was marching towar£' 
him in battle-array, he commanded 30,000 horfe and 20,009'.J 
bowmen to crofs the river Pinarius, that he might have ta. ''. 
opportunity to draw up his army in a commodious manner on ^ 
the hither, fide. In the center he polled the 30,000 Greelcr 
in his fervice, who, doubtlefs, were the flower and chief 
l^rength of his army, and were not at all inferior in bravery 
to the Macedonian phalanx, with 30,000 Cardacians on their 
right, and as many on their left ; the field of battle not be* 
ing able to contain a greater number. Thefe were all heavily 
armed. The rcll of the infantry, diftinguiflied by their fe- 
veral nations, were ranged l>ehind the firll line. It is pity 
Arrian does not tell us the depth of each of thofe two liilfcs 1 
but it mud have been prodigious, if we confidcr the extreme

Darius, after having fct his army in battle-array, made 
lis horfc crofs the river again, and difpatched the greateil, 
lart of them towards the fca againft Parmenio, becaufe they 
ould fight on that fpot with the jgrcatcft advantage : The 
«ft of his cavalry he fent to the left, towards the mountain, 
However, finding that thcfe would be of no fervice on that 
idc, becaufe of the too great narrowncfs of the fpot, hecaufed 
i great part of them to wheel about to the right. A» 
br nimfclf, he took his pod iti the center of his army, pur* 
hant to the cuftom of the Pcrfiin monarchs. 

Alexander, obferving tnat mofl of the enemy's horfe was. 
to oppofe his left wing, which confided only or thofe of Pe-> 
leponnefus, and of fome other allies, detached immediately 
to it the ThefTalîan cavalry, which- he caufed to wheel round 
behind his battalions, to pre^'cnt their being feen by the Bar- 
barians. On the fame fide (the left) he polled, before his foot, 
|die Cretan bowmen, and the Thracians of Sitalces (a king 
bf Thraccj who were covered by the horfe. The foreigners 
io his fervice were behind all the red. 

Perceiving that his ripht wing did not extend fo far as the 
left of the Perfians, which might furround and attack it in 
"flank, he drew from the center of his army two regiments of 
fboty which he detached thither, with orders for them to 
■irch behind, to prevent their being feen by the enemy. 
He alfo reinforced that wing of his forces which he had op- 
nfed to the Barbarians on the mountains ; for, feeing they 
did not come down, he. made the Agriuns and fome other 
bowmen attack them, and drive them towards the fummit of 
ÎI; fo that he left only 300 horfe to keep them in, and fent 
'the reft, as I obferved, to reinforce liis ri^^ht wing, wliich by 
lAis means e::tendecl further than that of the Ftrfians. 

The two armies bcin^r thus drawn up in ortlcr of battle, 
Alex;inder niarclicd very flowly, that his foldiers niij;hi take 
|l little breath; fo that it wa^ fuppofcd they would not en- 
l|agc till very laf.* : For Darius Hill continued with his army 
.■•n the other fide of the river, in order not to îofe the ad-

*Kcnce the Macedonians concluded that he was already afraid 
tf being defeated. The two armies being come in fi);î;ht, 
Alexander, riding along the rank.*>, called, by their feveral 

nam(ii. 
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names, the principsd oflScers both of the Macedonians and fbr' 
reigners ; and exhorted the foldiers to fignalize themfelve^ 
{peaking to each nation according to its peculiar genius um| 
mfpofition. To the Macedonians he reprefented, " the vie^i 
** tories they had formerly eained in Europe; the ftillreceat" 
Çlory of tne battle of the Granicus ; the fi;reat number of d-j' 
ties and provinces they had left behind them, all whick 
they had fubdued." He added, that ** by one finglf!^ 
viftory they would poflefs themfelves of the Perfian em», 
pire ; and that the fpoils of the Eail would be the revi 
** of their bravery and toils.*' The Greeks he animai 
** by the remembrance of the many calamities which tl 
** Perfians(thore irreconcilable enemies to Greece)had brou] 
«« upon them ;" and fet before them " the famous battle 
*« Marathon, of Thermopylae, of Salamis, of Platsae, and t_ 
** many others by which they had acquired immortal -glory.' 
He bid the lUyrians and Thracians, nations who ufed to fob* 
fill by plunder and rapine, " view the enemy's army, 
** part of which (hone with gold and purple, and was 
** loaded fo much with arms as with booty. That they there- 
*• fore fiiould pufh forward (they who were men) and ftrip all 
** thofe women of their ornaments ; and exchange Uieiipi 
** mountains, covered perpetually with ice and fnow, for ths 
** fmiling plains and rich fields of Perfia." The moment hr 
had ended, the whole army fet up a fhout, and eagerly de- 
fired to be led on di redly again ft the enemy. 

Alexander had advanced at firft very flowly, to prevent tiM 
ranks, or the front of his phalanx, from breaking, and halted 
by intervals : But when he was got within bow-mot, he com- < 
manded all his right (wing) to plunge impetuoufly into tht, 
river, purpofely that they might furprize the BarbarianSf 
come fooner to a dofe engagement, and be lefs expoied to 
the enemy's arrows; in all which he was very fuccefiful. 
Both fides fought with the utmoft bravery and re(olution; and 
being now forced te fight clofc, they cnarged on both fides . 
fword in hand, when a dreadful (laughter enfued ; for thqr 
engaged man to man, each aiming the point of his fword at . 
the face of his opponent. Alexander, who performed the 
duty both of a private foldier and of a commander, wifhcd 
notnin? fo ardently as the glory of killine, with his own 
hand, Darius, who being fcated on a high chariot, was coor 
ipicuons to the whole army ; and by that means was a poweiw 
fill objed, both to encourage his own foldiers to defend, and 
the enemy to attack him. And now the battle grew more 
furious and bloody than before ; fo that a great number of

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oblemen were killed. Each fide fought with iiicre-

The Perfian horfe fuiffered very much in 
retreat, from the great weight of the arms of their 
not to mention» that as they retired in diforder» and c 
in great numbers through paffes» they bruifed and uih 
one another» and were more anno)'ed by their own {bl 
than by the enemy. Befides» the Theffalian cavalry purfi 
them v.-ich fo mucn fiiry» that they were as much ihattered 
the infantry, and loft as many men. 

With regard to Darius» as we before obfen'ed» the i 
he faw his left wing broke» he was one of the iirft who 
in his chariot; but getting afterwards into craggy rui 
places, he mounted on honeback» throwing down his L 
ihield, and royal mantle. Alexander, however, did not 
tempt to purfue him, till he faw his phalanx had conquered: 
the Greeks, and the Perfian horfe put to flight; whidk wti^^ 
of great advantage to the prince that fled. 

About 8000 of the Greeks that were in Darius*s fervkO'' 
(with their officers at their head, who were very brave) ^e•^ 
tired over the mountdns, towards^ Tripoli in Syria» wherti 
lindine the tranfports which had brought them from Lefboi ! 
upcn dry ground, the}' fitted out as many of them asfuited 
their purpoie, and burnt the reft, to prevent their bein{ 
purfued. 

Ab for the Barbarians, having everted themfclves with bra- 
very enough in the firft attack, they afterwards gave way ia 
the moft fliamcful manner; and, l>eing intent upon nothinr 
but faving. thcmfelves, they took diflèrent ways. Some ftruck 
into the high road which leddire^ly toPerfia; others ran ia- 
to woods and lonelv mountains ; and a fmall number return- 
cd to their camp, which the vi6lorious enemy had already 
taken and plundered. 

Syfigambis, Darius's mother, and that monarches queeOi 
who alfo was his fifter, remained In it, with two of the king's 
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aughtcrs, a Ton of his, (a cliiM) aiul fonic IVrfian ladies. 
or the reft had been carried to Dainiifcus, with p;irt of i);i- 
.us's trcaiurc, and all Aich things as coiitributCvl only to the 
ixury and ni.ignificcncc of hir. court. No more than ^ 00 
alcnis * were found in his camp ; but the rel>. of the tr mîuhî 
bU afterwards into ihc hands of Parmcnio, at hio t:ikin^ tlic 
ity of Damafcus.

TiConatusanfwcred, '' That Darius was livir 
and tl\at fo far from giving ihem any offence, they fli» 
be treated as queens, and live in their former fulcndo 
Syiigambis, hearin^r this, began to recover her fpirits, I 
permitted Lconaius to givù her his hand» to raile her fr 
ths j^round. 

The next day Alexander, aftet viiuing the wounded, cau 
the lall honour» to be paid to the dead, in prefencc of 
whole army, drawn up in tlic mo!l fplendid order of bat 
Jle treated the I'erdans of dillin^lion in the fame mam 
and permitted ])ariu5»*s motlier to bury whatever pcrfons 

Iileaied, according to the cu'loms and ceremonies praAifei 
ler cuuniiy. However, this pro i len t princefs ufed that j 
milFion in rej^ard only to a few who were her near relatio 
and that with iiich a modefty and referve as (he thought fui 
hi*r prefent condition. The king tellificd his joy and gr 
tudcto the whole army, efpecially to the chief ofHa-rs, wJ 
a*.'tions he applauded in the llrongeil terms, as wellthofc 
which he himfelf had been an cyc-witncfs, as fuch as 
bev'n only rvlaied to him ; and he made prefcnts to all, 
cording to their merit and llalion. 

After AK*\andLT had performed thefe fe^'cral duties, ti 
worthy a gr. at monarch, h«.* fent a meffage to the queens, 
inform them that he wa^ coming to pay them a vifit; and 
e'M\linfilv comniiindin'; all his train to withdraw, he ent< 
the teni, acct)mp;iniecl only by lîeph.eîlion.

We even find, that after the iirii vifit above mentionedt 
which was a refpedtful and ceremonious one» Alexander, to 
avoid expofing himfelf to the dangers of human frailty, totk 
a. folemn rcfolution never to vifit Darlus's queen any moic 
{I'J He himfelf informs us of this memorable circumftanoe^ 
in a letter wrote by him to Parmenio, in which he com^ , 
niandod him to put to death certain Macedonians, who haï 
forced the wives of fomc foreign ibldiers. In this letter tho 
following words were read : For, as to myfilf^ it mnll hifkmd 
that 1 ucithcr jhiv^ nor ivouU/ee, the 'wi/e 9f Darius i omd M 
not jujjh- any per/on to /peak of her htauty before me, Wc art 
to remember that Alexander was young, victorious and fitei 
that is, not engaged in marriage, as has been obferved of.

To conclude, he treated thefe princefTes with fuch hama* 
nity, that nothing but the remembrance that they were cap^

of all the advantages they pofTefied before, nothing WU 
wanting with regard to Alexander, but that truft and con* 
tdoncc, which no one can repofe in an enemy, how kindly 
foe ver he behaves.

Darius, who a few hours before was at the head of fo 
mighty and fplendid an army, and who came into the field, 
mounted on a chariot, with the pride of a conqueror, rather, 
than with the equipage of a warrior, was flyine over plainia i 
which, from being before covered with the infinite multitude 
of his forces, now appeared like a defart or vaft fblitude; « 
This ill-fated prince rode fwiftly the whole night, accom- ] 
panicd by a very few attendants ; for all had not taken tht.j 
fame road, and mofl of thofe who accompanied him coiild;-'S 
not keep up with him, as he often changed his horfes. Aft' 
lad he arrived at * Sochus, where he afTembled the remaini 0^ 
his army, which amounted only to 4000 men, including Fe^~ 
fians as well as foreigners ; and from hence he made aU pof* 
fible hafle to Thapfacus, in order to have the Euphrates be* 
tvvoen him rnd Alexander. 

In the mean time, Parmenio having carried all the bootf 
into Damafcus, the king commanded him to take care of iti ' 
and Jikevvife of the captives. Moft of the cities of'Syria fur- j 
rendered at the f.rft approaches of the conqueror. Being ar- 
rived at Marathes, he received a letter from Darius, in whid» 
he ftiled himfelf kin^:, v/ithout heflowing that title on Alex-, 
andcr. He commanded, rather than intreated him, " to aft 
*' any fum of money he (hould think proper by way of ran- 
•* fom frr his mother, his wife and children. That with ie^ ■ 
•* gard to their difpute for empire, he niight, if he thongbt 
** proper, decide it in one general battle, to which boihpar- 
*' ties {hould bring an equal number of troops : Butthatin cafe 
*' he were ib'll capable of good counfel, he would advifehin] 
** to reJl contented with the kingdom of his ancellors, and 
** not invade that of another ; that they fhould henceforwaxd 
** live as good friends and faithful allies ; that he himfelf was 
" ready to fwear 10 the ohfervance of thcfe articles, and to 
** receive Alexander'^ oath." 

This letter, which breathed fo unfeafonable a pride and

Erfippuswas ordered to carry this letter. 
Urtander, marching from thence into Phœnicia, the citi- 
4 of Bybios opened their gates to him. Every one fub- 
tti as he advanced ; but no people did this with greater 
■Auc than the Sidonians. We have fcen in what manner 
km h»d deilroyed their city i8 years before, and put all 
Inhabitants of it to-the fword. After he was returned in- 
PniSa, fuch of the citizens, who, upon account of their 
EdC( or for fomc other caufe, had been abfent, and by 
t flWaiu bad efcaped the malTacre, returned tkither, and re-

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built their city. But they had retained fo violent a hatra 
of t]ie Perfians, that they were overjoyed at this opportunit; 
to thn)\v off their yoke ; and indeed they were the nrft in tha 
country who lubmitted to the king by their deputiest in op 
poiltion to Strato their king, who had declared in faTooro 
Darius. Alexander dethroned Lim, and permitted Hephsefiioi 
to elccl in his ilead whomfoever of the Sidonians he fkoal 
judge worthy of fo exalted a ftation. 

This favourite was quartered at the houfe of two brothers 
who were young, and of the moll confiderable family in th> 
city ; to thcfe he ofTered the crown : But they refufed it, tel 
ling hi:n, that according to the laws of their country, no per 
fon could afcend the throne, unlefs he were of the blood royal 
Ilephxiiion admiring this greatnefs of foul, which could cm 
tcmn what others ftrive to obtain by fire and (word ; " Con 
tinue (fays he to them) in this way of thinking ; you, win 
before were fenfible that it is much more glorious to re 
fiife a diadem, than to accept it. However, name me fonv 
perfon of the loyal family, who may remember, when he i 
king, that it was you fet the crown on his head." Thi 
brothers, obferving that feveral through exceffive ambitioi 
afpired to this high ftation, and to obtain it paid a (ervil 
court to Alexander's favourites, declared, that they did no 
know any perfon more worthy of the diadem than one Abdo 
lonymus, defcended, though at a great didance, from thi 
royal line ; but who, at the fame time, was fo poor, that h 
was obliged to get his bread by day-labour in a garden with 
out the aty. His honefly and integrity had reduced him, z 
well as many more, to fo extreme poverty. Solely intent upoi 
his labour, he did not hear the clafhing of the arms which hac 
ill €i ken all Afia. 

Immediately the two brothers went in fearch of Abdolony* 
mus with the royal garments, and found him weeding hii 
garden. They then laluted him king, and one of them ad 
dreffed him thus : " You niuft now change your tatters "fbi 
•* thedrefs I have brought you. Put off the mean and con- 
temptible habit in w-hch you have grown old ; * afTume th( 
fentiments of a prince ; but when you are feated on th< 
" throne, continue to preferve the virtue which made yot 
•* worthy of it. And when you fhall have afcended it, anc 
by that means become the fupreme difpenfer of life anc 
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eath over all your citizens, be fure never to forget the con- 
ition in which, or rather for which, you was elected." 
lolonymus looked upon the whole as a dream, and, un- 
Î to guefs the meaning of it, afkcd if they were not afham- 
o ridicule him in that manner. But, as he made a greater 
lance than fuitcd their inclinations, they themfclves wafhed 
, and thrc^v over his fhoulders a purple robe, richly em- 
idered with gold ; then, after repeated oaths of their being 
amc(l, they conduced him to the palace. 
!*he news of this was immediately fpread over the whole 
. Moil of the inhabitants were overjoyed at it, batfomc 
rmured, efpecially the rich, who, defpifing Abdolonymus's 
ncr ahjccl ftatc, could not forbear (hewing their rcfcnt- 
its upon that account in the kin(>'s c«urt. Alexander 
imanded the new-elciU'd prince to dc fcnt for ; and after 
•eying him attentively • long time, fpoke thus: *• Thy* 
lir and mien do not con trad ià what is related of thy cx- 
raftion ; but I fhould be glad to know with what frame 
>f mind thou didll bear thy poverty." — " Would to the godi 
'replied he) that I may bear this crown with equal pati- 
ence. Thcfe hinds have procured me all I de fired ; and 
vhilfl I poffjITcd nothing, I wanted nothinjr." This an- 
rgave Alexander an high idea of Abdolonymus's virtue ; 
hat he prcfcntod hi^n not only with all the viCn furniture 
.h hail belonged to Strato, and part of the Perfian plun- 
, but likewile annexed one of the neighbourinj^ proiintcs 
lis dominions.

Upon Alcxandcr*s advancing towards it« the Tynans 
font him an embafly with prefents for hiinfelfi and refreih- 
mcnts for his army. They were willing to have him fbr 
their friend, but not for their mafter; fo that when hedif- 
covcrcd a defire of entering their city, in order to offer a 
facrifice to Hercules, its tutelar god, they refufed him ad- 
mifllon. But this conqueror, after gaining fo many viâo* 
ries, had too high an heart to put up fuch an aiFront, and 
thereupon was refolvcd to force them to it by a fiege» which 
they, on thr other f]dc, were determined to fuftain with the 
utnioll vit^our. The fpring was now coming on. Tyre was 
at that time f;*.! ted in an iiland of' the fea, about a Quarter of 
a * leap' lie from the continent. It was furroundea with t 
ilrong wall an hundred and fifty feet hiprh, which the wavei 
of the fea waHied ; and tlie Cartha,Q[inians (a colony from 
Tyre) a mighty pnopli», and fovcrelgns of the ocean, whofe 
:imb:i ffadors were at thnt lime in the city offering to Uerca- 
les, according to ancient cuRom, an annual facrifice, had 
engaged thcnifclv'cs to fuccour the 'IVrians. It was this 
made thcni lu hau^'hty. l^rmly determined not to furren- 
der, thiy fix machines on the lani parts and on the towers, 
arm tln.'ir young men, and build workhoufes for the artifi- 
cers, ofwlioni there v^erc gntjit numbers in the city; fo that

He found in 
the ruins of<ild Tyre, which ilood on the continent, and was 
called Pal.e-'l'yros, materials to make piers, taking all the 
il( ii<\s :mu1 ruhhifli from it. Mount Libanus, which was not ' 
far d ill ant from it, fo famous in fcripture for its ccdarii 
furnidied him with wood for piles, and other timber-work. 

The foldiers began iho pier with great alacrity, beinr 
aniin:ited by the prrfi-ncc of their fovcreign, who himfeff 
|^:i\ e out all the orders ; and who, • knowing pcrfeélly how 
to infMuiate' himfclf into, and ç^iùn the affedions of his 
tro<^ps, excitid fome by praifcs, and others by flight repri- 
mands, intennixeil with kind cxpreflîons, and foftened by 
promîtes.

On the other fide, he coniidciei 
that it would be a great blemifh to his reputation, which ha 
done him greater fervice than his arms, Ihould he leave Tyi 
behind him, and thereby prove to the world, that he was nc 
invincible. He therefore refolved to make a laft effort will 
a great number of flups, which he manned with the flowc 
of his army.

Alexander, after letting his forces repofe themfelves VKi 
days, advanced his fleet and liis engines, in order to atten^ 
a general affault.

The courage of the combatantt 
incrcafed with the danger ; and each fide, animated by Ùâ 
moll powerful motives, fought like lions. \Vherever the bil 
tcring-rams had beat down any part of the wall, and tki 
bridges were thrown out, inftantly the Argyrafpides mounto 
the breach with the utmoll valour, being headed by Admc 
tus, one of the braveil olHcers in the army, who was killed b 
the thrufl of a* partizan, as he was encouraging his foldier 
The prcfcnce of the king, and cfpecially the example he k 
fired liis troops with unufual bravery. He himfelf afcendc 
one of the towers, which was of a prodigious height, ai 
there was ex poled to the greateft danger his courage had cv 
made him hazard; for, being immediately knov^'n by li 
infignla and the richnefs of his armour, he fcrved as a ma 
for all the arrows of the enemy. On this occafion he pc 
formed wonders; killing, with javelins, feveral of thofew 
defended the wall ; then ad\;incing nearer to them, he tore 
fome with his fword, and others with his fliield, either ir 
the city or the fca; the tower where he fought almoil touc 
ing the wall.

ices llic (liall aiïume ; (lie will employ her utmoll en- 
ours to corrupt youth, and footh their paflions. To 
note her commerce, flic will ufe fraud, deceit, and the 
infidious arts. She will vifit every part of the world, to 
rù the mofl rare and moll delicious products of every coun- 
to infptre the various nations of the univcrfe with a love 
admiration for fuperfluiiies and fplcndor ; and fill them 
•tnaverfion for thefimplicity and frugality of their ancient 
nets. And ihc will (et every engine at work to renew 
ancient treaties ; to recover the confidence of her for- 
correfp«^ndcnts ; and to compenfate, by a fpcedy abuu* 
e, the (lerility of fevcnty years. 

) Thus, in proportion as the Almighty fliall give 'J'yrc 
pportunity of recovering her trade and credit, flic fliall 
n to her former fhameful traflick, which God had ruin- 
by dripping her of her great pofTcflions fhe had applied 
ch pernicious ufes.

who, banifhing from her countenance every chara^r 
of chaftity, glories in ignominy. " We are not to infer 
hence, that traffick is finful in itfelf ; but we fhould 
rate from the efTential foundation of trade, which is juf 
lawful when rightly ufed, the paffions of men which i 
mix with, and by that means pervert the order and e 
it. Tyre, converted to Chriftianity, teaches merchan 
what, manner they are to carry on their traffick, and the 
to which they ought to apjj^ly. their profi-ts.

Iwer; ** That he did not want the money Darius offered

••tire, Alexander would not fail to find him out." Darius, 
[ipon receiving this anfwer, loA all hopes of an accommoda- 
tion, and prepared again for war. 

(f) From Tyre Alexander marched to Jerufalem, firmly 
idcuved to ihew it no more favour than he had done the for- 
mer city ; and for this reafon. The Tyrians were fo much 
^ployed in traffick, that they quite negledted hufbandry, 
Ind brought moft of their corn and other provifions from the 
countries in their neighbourhood, (r) Galllea, Samarin, and 
Jadea furnilhed them with the greatefl quantities. At the 
fame time that Alexander laid ficge to their city, he himftlf 
was obliged to fend for provifions from thofe countries : He 
therefore fent commilfiries to fumraon .the inhabitants to 
fubmit, and furniui his army with whatever they might 
want. The Jews, however, dcfired to be excufcd, alledg- 
ing that they had taken an oath of fidelity to Darius; and 
"perfifted in anfwering, that they would never acknowledge 
any other fovereign as long as he was living : A rare ex- 
ample of fidelity, and worthy of the only people who in that 
age acknowledged the true Cod! The Samaritans, how- 
ever, did not imitate them in this particular; for they fub- 
mittcd with chcarfulncfs to Alexander, and even fcnt him 
ci;;ht thoufand men, to ferve at the ficge of Tyre and in 
other places. For the better underflanding of what follows 
it may be nccefHiry for us toprefent the reader, in few words, 
with the ftate of the Samaritans at that time, and the caufe 
of the llrong antipathy between them and the Jews.

This hatred \ 
much ftronger after the return of the Jews from the Baby 
niih captivity, before and after the reftoration of the temt 

Not with (landing the reformation which the holy man r 
hemiah had wrought in Jerufalem, with regard to the mar 
ing of flrange or foreign women, the evil had ipread fo i 
that the higB^>rieft*s houfe, which ought to have been p 
ferved more than any other from thefe criminal mixtares, ^ 
itfcif polluted with them. (/) One of the fons of Jehoida 
liigh-pricil, whom Jofcphus calls Mana/Tes, had married 
daughter of Sanaballat the Horonite; and many more 1 
followed his example. But Nchemiah, zealous for the la« 
God which was fo fhamefully violated, conmianded, wid 
exception, all who had married flrange women» either to 
them away immediately, or depart the country. (/) Maui 
chofe to go into banifhment rather than feparate lumfelf fi 
his wife, and acccxtiingly withdrew to Samaria, whither 
was followed by great numbers as rebellious as himfelf ; 
there fettled them under the protedion of Sanaballati 
father-in-law, who was governor of that country. 

The latter obtained otDarius Nothus (whom probably 
war which broke out between Egypt and Perfia had for 
into Phoenicia) leave to build on mount Garizim, near 
maria, a temple like that of Jerufalem, and to appoint I 
nafTes, his fon-in-law, prieft thereof. From that time, 
maria became the afylum of all the malcoTTtents of Jnc 
And it was this raifed the hatred of the Jews againft the 
maritans to its greateft height, when they fawuiat the lat 
notwithllanding the exprefs prohibition of the law, wl 
fixed the folemn worfhip of the God of Ifrael in the cir 
Jerufalem, had neverthelefs raifed altar againil altar, ' 
temple againft temple j and refuged all who fled from J< 
falem, to fcreen themfelves from the pu nifh ment which wc 
have been inflicted on them for violating the law. 

Such was the flate of Judca> when Alexander laid fiegt

E confiderable body of troops ; whereas the Jews thought 
IhBjr GOnld not fobmit to him, as long as Darius, to whom 
Amy hmd tiken an oath of allegiance, fhould be alive. 

Alexander, being little ufcd to fucli an anfwcr, particu- 
larly after he had obtained fo many vi£\orics, and think- 
%m% that all things ought to how before him, refolvcd, 
Aie inftant he had conquered 'Vyrc^ to march againft rhc* Jews, 
Had pnnilh their difobcdience as rigoroufly as he had done 
llut of the Tyrians. 

In thia imminent danger, Jaddus, the h1gh-prie(l, who go- 
jfeatrned under the Perfians, feeing hi nifelf ex pofed, with ull 
" e inhabitants» to the wrath of the conqueror, had recourfe 
the proteAion of the Almighty, g:ivc orders for the ofFcr- 
up publick prayers to implore his afnihiiice, and made 
incet* The night after, Ciod appeared to him in a dream» 
bid him '' to caufb flowers to be fcattered up and down 
ihe city ; to fet open all the gates, and go, clothed in his 
pontifical* robes, with all tlie prielt!) drifled alfu in their 
vcftments, and all the reft clothed in white, to meet Alex- 
ander, and not fear any evil from that king, iaiifmuch 
aa he would protedl them.*' This command was puiu'tu- 
ly obeyed; and accordinj'jy this auguft proceifion, the very 
iday after, marched out of the city to an eminence called ** 

S^èût whence there was a view of all the plain, as well as 
the temple and city of jerufalem. Here the whole pro- 
Ceffion waited the arrival of Alexander. 

The Syrians and Phœnicians, who were in his army, were 
perfuaded that the wrath of this prince was fo great, that he 
would certainly puni Hi the high-nried after an exemplury 
Banner, and dcllroy that city m tnrfame manner as he had 
done Tyre ; and, iludied wiih joy upon that account, they 
waited in expcdalion of jrjutting their eyes with the cala-

" me the victory over that of the Perfians." Alexander 
ded, that the inftant he faw this prieft, he knew him by 
habit, his ftature, his air, and his face, to be the Atme 
fon whom he had feen at Dia ; that he was firmlv perfi 
it was by the command, and under the immecuate a 
of heaven, that he had undertaken this war; that hcnal^ 
fure he fhould overcome Darius hereafter, and deftioytai 
empire of the Periians ; and that this was the reafon why hl< 
adored this God in the perfon of his prieft. Alexander, after' 
havine thus anfwered Parmenio, embraced the high-pridi' 
and ^1 his brethren ; then walking in the midft of them» 
he arrived at Jerufalem, where he offered fiicrifices to God, 
in the temple, after the manner prefcribcd to him by the 
high-prieft. 

The high-prieft, afterwards, (hewed him thofe paflages ia 
the prophecy of Daniel, .which are fpoken of that monarch. 
I ihall here give an extraft of them, to fliew how confpica* 
oufly the moft diftant events are prefent to the Creator. 

( m) God manifefts, by the prophecy of Daniel, that gran* 
deur, empire, and glory, are his ; that he beftows^ them on 
\vhomfoever he pleafcs, and withdraws them, in like man- 
ner, to puniih the abufe of them ; that his wifdom and 
power folely determine the courfe of events in all ages ; (x] 
that he changes, by the mere effcft of his will, the whoU 
face of human aff*airs ; that he fets up new kingdoms, o\'er 
throws the ancient ones, and effaces them, even to the ver 
footftcps of them, with the fame cafe as the wind carries of 
the finalicft chaff from the thrcfhing-floor.

or mod erfÎDrts, they are fubjcct to continual viciditudes, and 
anforefecn dedruétion. 

(S) The prophet then relates more particularly the ch.i- 
Tztlcr of eacn of thefe empires. After having rcprcfcntcd tin- 
empire of the Babylonians under the image of a lionefs, and 
chat of the Medes and Pcnians under the form of a bcnr 
greedy of prey, he draws the pidurc of tlic (îrccian monar- 
chy, by prefer! ting us with fuch of ils cliaradcridicks, as it 
is more ininicdiatcly known by. Under the image of a fpot 
ted leopard, with four heads and four wiugs, he ihndow 
Alexander, intermixed with p^ood and bad (qualities ; ralh an 
impetuous in his riiolutions, rapid in his conqucds, dyir 
with the fwiftncfs of a bird ol prry, rather tlian marchii 
with the wcij;htof an army ladoii with thtr wliolc equipage 
war ; fupport«d by the viil;)ur and capacity of his grncni 
four of whom, after haviiKr aflided him in conquering 
empire, divide ic amon;> theinfehcs.

A great number of very important refledions mig 
made on the prophecies I have now repeated : Bat theie Ù 
leave to the reader's «nderftanding and religion, anc 
make but one remark ; on which however I fhall not exp 
fo much as the fubjed might deferve. 

The Almighty prefides in general over all events \ 
happen in the world ; and rules, with abfolnte fwa} 
fate of all men in particular, of all cities, and of all emj 
but then he conceals the operations of his wifdom, an 
wonders of his providence, beneath the veil of natural < 
and ordinary events. Ail that profane hiftory exhibits 
whether fieges, or the conqueils of cities ; battles wono 
empires eftablifhed or overthrown ; in all thefe, I fay, 
appears nothing but what is human and natural : God 
to have no concern in thefe things, and we ihould be t 
cd to believe that he abandons men entirely to their i 
their talents, and their pallions ; if we, perhaps, exce 
Jewifh nation, whom he confidered as his own pe 
people. 

To prevent our falling into a temptation fo repugn; 
religion and even realon itfclf, God breaks at every 
val his filence, difperfes the clouds which hide him 
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unîverîe, «vie. that of the Babylonians, of the Perfians 
AedcSf of the Greeks, and, lullly, that of the Romans. 
s in the fame view that he infills, very (Irongly, On the 
lofl famous conquerors that ever exifted ; I mean, Cyrus 
Alexander, the one founder, the other deftroyer of the 
ful empire of Perfia. He caufes the former to be cal- 
r his name 200 years before his birth ; prophefies, by 
louth oflfaiah, his victories; and relates the fevcral 
nftances of the taking of Babylon, the like of which 
lever been feen before. On this occafion, he points 
Alexander, by the mouth of Daniel, and afcribes fuch 
;ies and chara£lerifUcks as can agree with none but him, 
/hich denote him as plainly as if he had been named, 
efe paiTages of fcripture, in which God explains him- 
learly, ihould be confidercd as very precious ; and fervc 

many keys to open to us the path to the fecret me- 

by which he governs the world. Thefe faint glim- 
igs of light fhould enable a rational and religious man 
; every thing elfe clearly ; and make him conclude, from 
is faid of the four great empires of Cyrus and Alex* 
, of Babylon and Tyre, that we ought to acknowledge 
dmire, in the feveral events of profane hiflory, God's 
tual care and regard for all men and all Hates, whofe 
y depends entirely on his wifdom, his power, and his 
ire. 

; may eafily figure toourfelvcs the great joy and admi- 
I with which Alexander was filled, upon hearing fuch 
, fuch circumftantial, and advantageous promifes. Be- 
lie left Jerufalcm, he affembled the Jews, and bid them 
ny favour whatfoever. They anfwered, that their re- 
was, to be allowed to live according to the laws which 
ancefiors had left them, and to be exempt, the feventh 

from their ufual tribute ; and for this reafon, becaufe 
were forbid, by their laws, to few their fields, and con- 
ntly could have no harveft. Alexander granted their 
:(l, and, upon the high-prieft's befeeching him to fufi^er 
ews, who lived in Babylonia and Media, to live like- 
igreeable to their own laws, he alfo indulged them in 
particular with the utmoft humanity ; and faid further, 
n cafe any of them would be willing to ferve under his 
ards, he would give them leave to follow their own 
of worlhip, and to obfcrve their refpedlive cufloms : 
i which ofter great numbers lifted themfclves. 
Î was fcarce come from Jerufalcm, but the Samaritans 
d upon him with great pomp and ceremony, humbly 

cutrcaiing 
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entreating him to do them alfo the hoooor to vifit 
temple. As tliefc hod lubmitted volantarilv to Alcxtndiy 
and fent him Tuccour:!, they imagined that they deferved^' 
favour much more than the Jews ; and flattered themiU 
that diey ihould obtain the iame» and even much gieaier i 
dul^cace. it was in this view they made the pompoas f 
ceilion above-mentioned, in order to .invite Alexander 
their city { and the 8000 men they had fent to ferve q 
him, joined in the rc4ucil made by their countrymen. Ales»! 
ander thanked tht-iu cuurteouAy ; but faid» that he was 
liged to march into Egypt, and therefore had no time to lofr 
however, that lie would vifit their city at his return, in 
he had opportunity, 'i'hcy then befought him to 
them fromp-iying a tribute eveiv feventh year; oponwUâf) 
Alexander ajLcd them, whether tlicy were Jews? ,1hcY guuto'^ 
an ambi^uuu» anl'wer, which the king not having time mf 
examine, hr alio I'urpenJed this matter till his return» anAfJ 
immediately continued hib march towards Gaza, 

CgJ upon hih arrival bef'oie that city, he found it pi04 
vidcd wiih a llrong garrilon, commanded by Bctis, one of 
Darius's eunuchs, 'ihis governor, who was a brave maaj 
and very faithful to his iovercign, defended it with gi 
vigour Hgainil Alexander. As this was the only inlet or [ 
into Egypt, it was ablblutcly nccelfary for him to conqi 
it, and therefore he was obliged to behege it. Bnt althougl^^ 
every art of war was employed, notwithlUnding his foldien 
fought with the utmolt intrepidity, he was however forced 
to he two aionihii before it. lvxaf|)crated at its holding ool 
fo long, and hi& receiving two wounds, he was refolved n 
treat the {governor, the inhabltuntt and foldicrs, with a bar* - 
bariiy ablolutely inexcufable ; for he cut io,ooo men 10 
piccck, and fold all the rell, with their wives and childien, 
for iluves. When Beiis, who had been taken prifoner in the 
lad aifault, was brought before him, Alexander, iuAead of 
ufing him kindly, as his valour and fidclicv julUy merited» 
this young monarch, who otherwifr efteemea bravery even in 
an enemy, tired on that occafion with an infolent ioy, fpolM 
thus to him: Bfiis^ thou Jhalt not dit the death thou de/irtftn 
Prepare thfrefore to fuffer all thole torments <whieh rtvemgi emg 
iuvent, Bctis, looking upon the king with not only a firms 
but a haughty air, did not make the lead reply to hit me» 
naces; upon which the king, more enraged than before at 
his difdainful ûlcnce— Oi^rv^, faid he, I btjHch jêu^ ihmà 
dumb arrogance* Has he bended the knee f Heu hi ff^i bnt

e fent the greatefl part of the plunder he found in Gaza 
lympias, to Cleopatra his filler, and to his friends.

prefented Leonidas, his preceptor, with five hundred 
tals (or hundred weight) of frankincenfe, and an hun- 

quintals of myrrh ; calling to mind a caution Lconi- 
had given him when but a child, and which Teemed, 

at that time, to prefage the conquefls this monarch had 
y atchieved. For Leonidas, obferving Alexander take 
'hole handfuls of iiicenfe at a facrifice, and throw it into 
fire, faid to him: Alexander y wuhen you Jhall have con- 
*d the enemy ivbich produces thefe fpicesy you then may be 
'ofufe of incenfe as you pleafe ; buty till that day conies^ 
taring of ivhat you ha've. The monarch therefore writ 
eonidas as follows : / fend you a large quantity of incenfe 
myrrh y in order that you may tio longer be fo refer-ved and 
ing in your fucrifices to the gods. 

?J As foon as Alexander had ended the fiegc of Gaza,

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The hatred >hefc people bore to the Perfians was fo 
that they valued very littlç who (hoaldbe their king 
viJed they could but meet with a hero to refcne then 
the infolence and indignitv with which themfelves, and 
who profeffed their religion, were treated. For, ho* 
foever a religion may be (and it is fcarce poffible to in 
one more abfurd than that of the Egyptians) fo loni 
continues to be the eftabliihed religion, the people wi 
fufFcr it to be infulted ; nothing affedting their mil 
ftrongly, nor firing them to a greater degree. Ochi 
caufed their eod Apis to be murdered, in a manner ] 
injurious to themfelves, and their religion ; and the Pe 
to whom he had left the government, continued to mai 
fame mock of that deity. Thus fcveral circumllancc 
rendered the Perfians fo odious, that, upon Amyntas's 
ing a little before with a handful of men, he .fuund 
prepared to join, and affill him in expelling the Periian 
This Amyntas had deferted from Alexander, and ei 
into the fervice of Darius. He had commanded the G 
fore s at the battle of IfTus ; and having fled into Syr 
the country lying towards Tripoli, with four thoufand 
he had there feized upon as many vefTcls as he wanted, 
the reft, and immediately fet fail towards the ifland oi 
prus, and afterwards towards Pelufium, which he toe 
lurprizc, upon feigning that he had been honoured ^ 

j commiffion from Darius, appointing him governor of E 

! in the room of Sabaces, killed in the battle of Iffus 

foon as he found himfelf pofl"efled of this important ci 

I threw off the mafk, and made publick prétendons t 

crown of Egypt ; declaring, that the motive of his c< 
was to expel the Perfians. Upon this, a multitu 

i Egyptians, who wifhed for nothing fo earneflly 

free themfelves from thefe infupportahle tyrants, went 
to him. He then marched dire£lly for Memphis 
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^crful army, prefcnted them with a fecure protedlion, 
ich Amyntas could not afford them ; and, from this 
.fideration» they all declared openly in his favour. Ma- 
is, \^rho commanded in Memphis» finding it would be to 
purpofe for him to refill fo triumphant an army» and 
X Darius, his fovereign, was not in a ccndition to fuc* 
&r him ; he therefore fct o])en the gates of the city to 
: conqueror, and gave up 800 talents, about 140,000 
uncls, and all the king's furniture. Thus Alexander pof- 
Ted himlclf of all Hgypt, without meeting with the Icafl 
poli ti on. 

At Memphis- he formed a dcfign of vîfitîng the temple of 
piter-Ammon. This temple was fituatcd in the midft of 
c fund y dcfarts of Libya, and twelve days journey from 
[emphis. (/) Ham, the fon of Noah, firit peopled E- 
fpt and Libya, after the flood; and, when idolatry began 
> gain eround in the world fome time after, he was the 
bief deity of thefe two countries in whicli his dcfccndants 
ad continued. A temple was built to his honour in the 
ûdft of thefe dcfarts, upon a fpot of pretty good ground, 
bout two leagues (i) broad, which formed a kind of 
Qand in a fca of fand. It is he whom the Greeks call v.svip 
Jmpitert * and the Egyptians Ammon, In proccfs of time 
:hcfe two names were joined, and he was called Jufitcr^ 
dmmon. 

The motive of this journey, which was equally ra(h and 
dangerous, was owing to a ridiculous vanity. Alcxaiulcr 
having read in Homer, and other fabulous authors of anti- 

Jiuity, that moft of their heroes were rcprcfented as fons of 
omc deity ; and, as he hiinfelf was dcfirous fjf nafling iur an 
hern, he was determined to have fome i;od for his father. 
Accordingly, he fixed upon Jupiter-Ammon for this purpofe, 
and began by bribing the priells, and teaching them the 
part they were to ai^t. 

It would h.ve been to no purpofe, had any one endea- 
voured to divert him from a deiign which was great in no 
other circumllances than the pri<le and extravaj»ance that 
gave birth 10 it. Putted up with his vit'tories, he had al- 
ready bei;im to afTumc, as Plutarch oblerves, that ciiaraHer 
of tenaciuui'nefs and inflexibility which will do nothing but 

command ;

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•ommand ; which canoot fnffèr advice» and mnch left heir 
oppofidon; which knows neither obftacles nor dangenf* 
which makes the beautiful to confift in impoffihilitf ; in ë^^ 
word, which fancies itfelf able to force» not only cnemici^ 
but fortrefles, feafons, and the whole order of nature ; that 
ufual efFeft of a long feries of profperitiesi which fubdnet ùi^ 
ftrongeft, and makes them at length forget that they «y») 
men. We, ourfelves, have ièen a famous * conqueror, who) 
boafled his treading in the ftcps of Alexander, carry further'^, 
than he had ever done this kind of (avage heroifqi; and ^f*' 
it down as a maxim to himfelf, never to recede from hisre^ 
folution. 

(I) Alexander therefore fets out ; and going down from dlg^ 
river Memphis, till he came to the fea, he coalb it ; audi ' 
after having pafTed Canopus, he obferves, oppofite to thav 
ifland of Pharos, a fpot he thought very well iitnated for tht? 
building of a city. He himfelf drew the plan of it, and- 
marked out the feveral places where the temples and pnblickf 

Suares were to be ereded. For the building it, he emploj- 
Dinocrates the architect, who had acquired mat repot»* 
tion by his rebuilding, at Ephefus, the temjue of Diaa^j 
which Heroftratns had oumt. This citr he called after Uii^- 
own name, and it afterwards rofe to oe the capital of tho.. 
kingdom. As its harbour, which was very commodiovif' 
had the Mediterranean on one fide, and the Nile and dir i 
Red-fea in its neighbourhood, it drew all the traffick of the ! 
eafl and weft; and thereby became, in a very little time»' Î 
one t)f the moft flourifhing cities in the univerfe, 

Alexander had a journey to go of 1600 fladia, or fbor* " 
fcore French leagues, to the temple of Jupitcr-Ammon ; and 
moft of the way was through fandy deiarts. The foldien 
were patient enough for the two firft days march, before 
they arrived in the vaft dreadful folitudes; but as fbon 
as they found themfelves in vaft plains, covered with fands 
of a prodigious depth, they were greatly terrified. Sur- 
rounded as with the fea, they eazed round as far as their 
fight could extend, to difcover, if poffiblc, ibme place that 
was inhabited ; but all in vain, for they could not per- 
ceive fo much as a fingle tree, nor the leaft footfteps of any 
land that had been cultivated. To increafe their calamity, 
the water, tht they had brought in goat-fkins, upon ca- 
mels, now failed ; and there was not fo much as a fingle drop 
in all that fandy defart. They therefore were reduced to.

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die (ad condition of dying almoft with thirft ; not to men- 
non the danger they were in of being buried under moun- 
taint of fan<n that were fometimes railed by the winds ; and 
which had formerly deftroyed fifty thonfand of Cambyfes*! 
tiDops. Every thing was by this time fcorched to (b vio- 
lent a degree, and the air become fo hot, that the men 
could fcarcelv breathe; when, on a fudden, whether by 
chance, fay the hiftorians, or the immediate indulgence of 
heaven, the fky was fo compleatly overfpread with thick 
clouds, that they hid the fun, which was a great relief to 
the army ; though thev were flill in prodigious want of wa- 
'. ter. But the iiorm naving difchargcd itfelf in a violent 
|fldn, every foldier got as much as lie wanted ; and feme had 
fibviolenta thirfl, tnat they Hood with their mouths open, 
lid catched the rain as it fell. The judicious reader knows 
wkatjudfirmenc heis to form of thcfc marvellous incidents, 
with which hiiiorians have thought proper to embelliih this 
idation. 

They were (everal days in crofling thefe deferts, and upon 
tkir arriving near the place where the oracle flood, they 
ferceived a great number of ravens flying before the moft 
alvanced fbindards. Thefe ravens fometimes flew to the 
|RHind, when the army marched (lowly ; and at other 
tees, advanced forward, to ferve them as guides, till they 
It laft came to the temple of the god. A vailly furprizing 
circumdancc is, that although this oracle be fituatcd in the 
Biidfl of the almoil boundleis folitude, it neverlhelefs is fur- 
Munded with a erove, fo very ihady, that the fun-beams can 
fcarccly pierce it ; not to mention that this grove or wood 
is watered with feveral fprings of frefh water, which pre- 
ferve it in perpetual verdure. It is related, that near this 
grove there is another, in the midfl of which is a fountain, 
called the *wafrr, ox fountain of the fun. At day-break it u 
lukewarm, at noon cold; but in the evening it grows war- 
mer infenfibly, and at midnight boilinp; hot ; after this, 
as day approaches, it dccrcafcs in heat, and continues this 
vicilTitude for ever. 

The god, who is worfliippcd in this temple, is not re- 
prcfenicd under the form which painters and fculptors ge- 
nerally j;ivc to j'jods ; for he is made of cm<*ralds, and other 
precious llones, and from the head to the * navel, refembles 
a ram. The king being come into the temple, the fenior 
prifll declared him to be the fon of Jupiter ; and'afl'ured him, 
that the god himfclf bellowed ihi . name upon him. Alev-

M Daring Alexander's flay in Memphis, he fettled the 
'^ of Egypt» fufFering none but Macedonians to com- 
md the troops. He divided the country into didrids, over 
[kIi of which he appointed a lieutenant, who received or- 
Hi from himfelf only ; not thinking it fafe to entruft the 
1^^ command of all the troops to one fmgle perfon, in 
Blarge and populous a country. With regard to the civil 
iBvemment» he invelled one Doloafpcs with the whole pow- 
^ofit; for, being dcfirous that Egypt ihould ilill be ^o- 
VBed by its ancient laws and cuiloms, he was of opinion 
<ti native of Egypt, to whom they mud be familiar, was 
^ for that office than any foreigner whatfoever. 
To hallcn the building of this new city, he appointed 
XMnenes infpeûor over it ; with orders for him to levy 
tribute which Arabia wad to pay. But this Clcomenet 
a very wicked wretch, who abufed his authority^ and 
refled the people with the utmofl barbarity.

At his 
ne into Kj>ypt, hi; had appointed Andromachus, whom 
highly cllccini:d, governor of Syria, and Paleftinc. 
JroinaLluib coming to Samaria to fettle fome affairs in that 
:ntry, the Samaritans mutinied, and fetting fire to the 
ifc in whiih he was, burnt him alive. It is vtry proba- 
, that this \s'as occ;ifi )ned by the raj.^c with which that 
jplc were fired, at their havinp; been denied the fame pri- 
.'ges tiiat had been irranted th'.' jews, their enemies. 
:xander was liiî'hly exafperated aj^ainl^ them for this cruel 
ion, and accordingly he put to tleaih all thole who had

A few days after Arbela furrendercd to Alexander, wU 
found in it a great quantity of furniture belonging to tkl 
crown, rich deaths, and other precious moveables, «iti 
four thf:urjr.d talents, (about 775,000/.) and all th| 
riches of the :irniy, which Darius had left there at his kk 
ting out again 11 Alexander, as was before obferved. But h 
was foon obliged to leave that place, becaufe of the difeafel 
tii.it iprccd in his camp, occaf.oned by the infeûion of tk| 
ue;id bodies which covered all the field of battle. TUl 
prince advanc:*d therefore over the plains towards Babyloi| 
and, after four days inarch, arrived at Memnis, where, ii 
a cave, is fcen the celebrated fountain which throws out t 
vaft .1 quantity (f biruinen, that, we are told, it was ufedt 
ce.^iv'nt in builôing the walî^ of Babylon. 

But what Ale.xandcr admired moll was, a great gnlpli 
whence ilreamcd perpetually rivulets of f re, as from an in 
exhaulHble fpring ; and a. nood of naphtha, \xhich overflo* 
inj;, from the ]irodiv;iouj quantities of it, formed a gres 
îr.ke prtrtty ne:.r tne p;u!ph. This naphtha is cxaflly like hi.

Whilil thefc things were doing, Spitamencs, who wai 
flus*s chief confident, formed a conlpiracv againft him» 
concert wlih two more of his principal oihcers. Having 
Bcd hi« perft>n, they pat him in chains, forced his diadem 
»m his head, tore to pieces the ro}'al robe of Darius he 
d pat on, and fet him on horfeback, in order to give him 

to Alexander. 

That prince arrived at a little city inhabited by the Brafr- 
yet. Thefe were the defendants of a family who had 
«It in Miletus, and Xerxes, at his return from Griecf, 
d formerly fent into Upper Afia, where he had fettled 
em in a very flourifhint condition, in return for their hav- 
g delivered up to him the treafure of the temple called Di- 
naoHy with which they had been entrufteJ. Thefe received 
e kînç with the higheft demon ftradons of joy, and fur- 
ndered both themfelves and their city to him. Alexander 
Dt for fuch Milcfians as were in his army, who prefervcd 
I hereditary hatred againft the Branchida^ becaufe of th« 
eichcry of their anceflors. They then left them the choice 
ther of revenging the injury they had formerly done them, 
•of pardoning them in confideration of their common ex- 
aftion. The Milcfians being fo much divided in opinion 
m they could not agree among themfelves, Alexander un- 
!itook the decifion himfelf. Accordingly, the next day he 
NDmanded his phalanx to furround the city ; and a fignul 
àng given, they were ordered to plunder that abode of 
litors, and put every one of them to the fword, which in- 
Binan order was executed with the fame barbarity as it had 
îen given. All the citizens, at the very time that they were 
)ing to pay homage to Alexander, were murdered in the 
'ccts and in their houfcs : no manner of re«^ird bcin^ had 
• their cries and tears, nor the Icall diilincnon made of age 
' fcx. They even pulled up the very foundations of the 
allsy in order that not the leall traces of that city might hn 
ain. But of what crimes were thefc ill-fated titi/cns guil- 

? Were thry refponfible for thofe their fathers had com- 
itted upwards of one hundred and fifty years before? I do 
n know whether liiilory furnillies another example of ib 
Tital and frantick a cruelty. 

A little after Bcflus was broujrht to Alexander, not only 
Vol. V. 11 boun^' 
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bound» but dark naked. Spitamenes held him by t à 
which went round his neck ; and it was difficult to (ay 1 
thcr that objc(5t was more agreeable to the Barbariax 
Macedonians. In prefenting hijn to the king» he faid 
word> ; •* 1 have, at laft, revenged both you and Da 
** my ki.ip^s and mailers. I bring you a wretch who ; 
*' flnaced his fovereign, and who is now treated in the 
** manner as himfelf gave the firfl example of. Alas I 
** cannot Darius himlelf fee this fpeftacle!" Alexandex 
ter having grcatlv applauded Spitamenes, turned s 
to Bcflus, ana fpoke thus: ** Thou furely mufl have 
*• infpircd with the rage and fury of a tyger^ otherwife 
** woulJell not have dared to load a king, from whom 
** hadft received fo many inflances of favour, with cl 
*' and afterwards murder him! Be gone from' my fight, 
** monltcr of cruelty and perfidioufnefs." The king 
no more, but fending for Oxatres, Darius's brothei 
gave BefTus to him, in order that he might fuffer all th 
nominy he defervcd ; fufpending however his cxeci 
that he might be judged in the general aflembly 
Pcrfians. 

Sect. XIII. Alexander, a/^er taking a great many 
in Baûrianay builds one near the river laxarthes^ ^ivb 
calls by his oivn name.

The next day they fent ambafTadors to 
king, who ordered them to be immediately brought in, 
en taking off the bandage which covered his wound, he 
wed them his leg, but did not tell them how much he had 
;n hurt. Thefe afTured him, that as foon as they heard 
his being wounded, they were as much afflided as the 
Lcedonians could poflibly be ; and that had it been poifible 
them to And the perfon who had ihot that arrow, they would 
re delivered him up to Alexander ; that none but impious 
etches would wag;c war agaiuR the gods : In a word, that 
Ing vanquifhed by his unparalleled bravery, they fur- 
idercd themfelves to liim, with the nations who followed 
an. The king, having engaged his faith to them, and 
cen back his prifoners, accepted of their homage. 
After this he fet out upon his march, and getting into a 
1er, a great difpute arofe between the horfc and foot who 
>ald carry it, each of thofc bodies pretending that this 
BOur belonged to them only : And there was no other 
ly of reconciling them, but by giving orders that they 
Bttld carry it in their turns. 

From hence he got, the fourth day, to Maracanda, a very 
ofiderable city, and capital of Sogdiana, which he took ; 
id after leaving, a confiderablc garrifon there, he burnt and 
id wafte all the plains. 

There came an embafTy to him from the {/j) Abian Scy- 
ians, who from the death of Cyrus had lived free and in- 
ipendent : Thefe fubmitted to Alexander. They were 
Ofidered as the moll equitable of all the Baibarians ; never 
aking war but to defend themfelves; and tlie liberty eila- 
iihcd among them, and which they no ways ahufed, re- 
eved all dillindion, and equalled the meanell among them 
ilh the greatell. A love of poverty and julHce was their 
iculiar charadlerillick, and enabled iliein to live happy to- 
ther without wanting either kings or laws. Alexander re-

He caufed the workmen to make fuch difpatch, that 
leb than twenty days the ramparts were raifcdt and the 
wfes built ; and indeed there was a ereat emulation among 
e foldiers, who ihould get his work done fooncft» every oi}C 
' tbem having had his portion allotted him : And, to pco* 
Ic hb new city, he ranibmcd all the prifoncrs he cguld meet 
icha fettled fevend Macedonians there who were worn out

le of the laxarthes, feeing that this city, built on tlie river, 
M a kind of yoke to them, they fent a ^reat body of fol- 
imn to dcmoliih it, and to drive the Macedonians to a 
leater dillance.

Among the Sogdians that were taken prifoners, there 
thirty young men, who were well-fhaped and very coi 
and the greatell lords of the country. Thefe being 
^hat they were led to execution by Alexander's comn 
began tofing fongsof joy, to leap and dance, difcoverin 
the indications of an immoderate joy. The king, furp 
to fee them go to death with fo much gaiety, had 
brought before Jiim ; when he afked them, now they can 
break into fiich tranfports of joy, when they faw death b 
their eyes ? They anlwercd that they fliould have been ai 
ed, had any other perfon but himfelf put them to death ; 
as they would be rcllorcd to their anceftors by the comma: 
fo great a monarch, wlio had vanquilhed all nations, 
blefled this death ; a death fo glorious, that the bravell 
would wiih to dieihc fame. Alexander admiring their i 
naiiimity, afked whether they would defire to be pardc 
upon condition that they Ihould no longer be his enen 
They anfwercd, he might be affured they had never beci 
enemies ; but that, as he had attacked them, they 
defended themfelvcs ; and tlir.t, havl they been applied i 
a gentle manner, and not attacked by force and viole 
they would have vied w'kH him in politencfs and generc 
The king afked them faitliv-'r, what pledges they would 
him of their faiihand finccrity ? ** No other, (anfweredt 
but the fame life we receive from your goodncfs, and vv 
we fliail always be ready to give back, whenever you 
require it." And, indeed, they were as good as ; 
word. Four of them, whom he took into his body-gt 
endeavoured to rival thcMacedcniansin zeal and fidelity 
The king, after having left a fmall number of force 
*^'*<»diana, marched to Baftria, where, having aflemblec 
"venerals, he commanded Befius to be brought bt

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hem ; when, after reproaching htm for his trcarîicry, and 
:aullng his nofeand cars to be cut off, he font him to Echa- 
:ana, there to fufFcr whatever punilhment Dariiis*s mother 
(hould think proper toinflidl upon him. Plutarch ha«! left m 
an account ofthis execution. Four trees were bent, by main 
Force, one towards the other; and to each of thcic trees one 
of the limbs of this traitor's body was fallencd. Afrcr.vardî, 
Chcfe trees being let return to their natural p^riti^^ii, tin y 
flew back with fo much violence, that each lore aw.iy the 
limb that was fixed to it, and io quartered him. Tin* fame 
punifhment is at this day inflidledonpcrfonsconvidlcd ofhîjjh- 
treafbn, who are tore to pieces by four horfos. 

Alexander received at this time, both from Macedonia and 
Greece, a large number of recruits, amounting to upwards 
of fixtecn thoufand men. By thrs confiderable reinforcement 
he was enabled to fubdue all tliofc who had rebelled ; and 
to curb them for the future, he built fcvcral fortrclFos in Mar- 
rgiana. 

fnj All things were now rellorcd to a profound tranquilli- 
'ty._ There remained but one ftrong hold, called P.-frtt O.v/- 
M0, or the rock of Oxus, which was defended by Aiima'CN-, 
1 native of Sogdiana, with thirty thoufand foKiins uiulcr his 
command, and aninuinition and piovifioiis for t\v<^ v:irs.

'i'Kofi.' nnJ the like difcourfes were very pleaflng to the 
y( uiig men, but were very fiiocking to thole advanced in 
yca^^ ; clpccially for Philip's fake, under whom they had 
fought many years. Clitus, who alfo was intoxicated, turn- 
ing about to thcfe who fat below him at tablo, quoted to them 
a palia^^c Irom " l^uripidcs, but in fuch a manner that the 
king could only hear his voice, and not the words dilUndly. . 
The fenic of this pa'lage was, ** That the Greeks had dont j 
•* very wrong in ordaining, that in the infcriptions engrave f 
•* on trophies, the names of kings only ftiould be mention- f* 
•* ed ; t becaufc, by thcfe means, brave men were robbed off. 
** the glory ihcy had purchafed with their blood." The king» 
fiifpeiting Clltub had let drop fomc difobliging exprefConfi 
afkcd thofe w hi) fat neareft him, what he had faid ? As no one ." 
anfwored, Clitus, raifinç his voice by degrees, beean to relate I 
the a^ïtions of Philip, ani his wars in Greece, preferring them r 
to whatever was doing at that time; which created aereatj 
difpuie between the young and old men. Though the king I 
was prodigioufly vexed in his mind, he neverthelefs llifleu' 
his refcntmcnt, and fecmed to liften very patiently to all- 
Clitus fpoke to his prejudice. It is probable he would have s 
quite {uppreficd his paflion, had Clitus rtopped there; but 
the latter ^rowini^r more r.nd more infolent, as if determined 
to exnfperarc and infult the king, went fuch lengths, as to' 
defend Parmer, io publickly ; anvi to aiTert, that the dclhoy- 
ing of Thebes v/as but trif.ing in comparifon of the viftory 
which Philip hnd trained over the Athenians ; and that thculJ 
Macedc niar!5, thoui:jh fometimcs unfucct:f>ful, were gready 
fupcrior to thole who v. ere fo rafn as to defpifoihem. 

Alexander tcliinc: liim, that :r. Hvinjr cowardice tlie name 
of ill fucctfs, he was pleading nis own caufe ; Clitus rile? up, 
with eyc5 fparkJing with wine ?nd anger, •* It is neverthelefs 
** this hand (faid he to him, extending it at the fame time) 
<* that favcd your life at the battle of the Granicus. It is the 
** blood and wounds of thefe verv Macedonians, who arc ac-

Howe\'cr, he returned into it that moment 
If Uiother door, Hneing, with an air of infolence, verfea 
j|îfleâing highly on tne prince, who feeing the general near 
Nm, ftrnck him with his javelin, and laid him dead at his 
tet, crying out at the fame time. Go now to Philips to Partner 
Uép amitojittaluj. 

The Jcinç's anger being in a manner extinguilhedon a fud^ 
fen in the blood of Clitus, his crime difplayed itfelf to him 
ai its blackeft and moft dreadful light. He had murdered a 
Ban, who indeed abufed his patience, but then he had al- 
^9j% ferved him with the utmoft zeal and fidelity, and faved 
kfa life, though he was afhamed to own it. He had that 
nftant periormed the vile oflice of an executioner, in punifh- 
bg» by an horrid murder, the uttering of fome indifcreet 
Vwds, which might be imputed to the fume» of wine. With 
iriut face could he appear before the fiftcr of Clitus, his nurfe, 
■■d offer her a hand imbrued in her brother's blood ? Upon 
Ais he threw himfelf on his friend's body, forced out the 
{•TcHn, and would have difpatched himfelf with it, had not 
the guards, who ruftied in upon him, laid hold of his hands, 
and forcibly carried him into his own apartment. 
. He pafledthat night and the next day in tears. After that 
groans and lamentations had quite wafted his fpirits, he con- 
noaed fpecchlefs, ftretched on the ground, and only venting 
deep fighs. But his friends, fearing his filence would be fatal, 
jorced themfelves into his chamber. The king took very 
httle notice of the words that were employed to comfort him ; 
but Ariftander the foothfaycr putting him in mind of a dream 
in which he had imagined he law Clitus, cloathcd in a black 
îDbc, andfcated at table; and dcclaiinjr, that nil which had 
then happened was appointed by the eternal dec irc of fate, 
Alexander appeared a little eaner in hi; mind. He next was 
addrcffcdby twophilofophers, CaHifthenes and Anaxarchus. 
The former went up toliimwlthan r.ir of humanity and ten- 
ncrnefs, and endeavoured to fupprt-r? his ^ricf, by agreeably 
Jnfmuating himfelf, and cndcavouicd to make him recall his

In fine, having refolved to march into India, and em- 
bark from thence on the ocean, he commanded (in order that ' 
nothing might be left behind to check his deiigns) that 30,000 
roung men fhould be brought him, all completely armed, out 
3f the lèverai provinces, to ferve him at the fame time as ho- 
lages and foidiers. In the mean v/hile, he fent Craterus 
igatn(l fome of the rebels, whom he eafily defeated. Poly- 

Serchon likcwife fubdued a country called Bubaccne ; fo that 
I ihings being in perfedl tranquillity, Alexander bent his 
irhole thoughts, to the carrying on war with India. This 
WMintr>' was confidered as the ncheH in the world, not only 
in gold, but in pearls and precious ftoncs, with which 
die inhabitants adorn themfelves, but with more luxury 
than gracefulnefs. It was related, that the fwords of the 
Ibldicrs were of gold and ivory ; and the king, now the 
greateil monarch in the world, being determined not to yield 
to any pcrfon whatfoever, in any circumilance, caufed the 
itrords of his foidiers to be fet off with filver plates, put gol- 
den bridle^ to the horfes, had the coats of mail heightened 
with gold and filver, and prepared to march for this enter- 
prize at the head of 120,01^0 men, all equipped with the 
macT-ihccnce above clefcribcd. 

All things being ready for their fetting out, he thought 
proper to n;vc:il the dclign he had fo long meditated, *v:z. to 
nave divine honours piiid him; and was folely intent on the 
means for putnng that de/ign in c:;ecution. He was refolved, 
not only to be called, but to be believed, the fon of Jupiter; 
as if it had been poffiblc for him to command as abfolutely 
over the mind as over the tons:ue, and that the Macedo- 
nians would condeicend to fall pro:irate, and adore him 
«fter the Pcrfiaii manner.

wiuMvvcr th.'v came, that Hercules, Bacchus, Caftor and Pol- 
lux, woulJ îefign :htir icats to this new deity. 

He Î Ik re fore appointed a fellival, and made an incredibljf 
pompous biuujui-., to vvbich he invited the greatell lords of 
Jiii CvMir:. both iMa* eJoiiiahs and Greeks, and mod of the 
highe:* quality among ihe Pcrlians. With thefe he fat down

That in cafe the rell fliould 1 
not care U) pay ihis juilicc to Alexander's merit, he himfelf J 
was rernlved lo ihcvv them the way, and to worfliip him if he < 
ihould coi.ie into the hall. But that all of them muft do their '■ 
dm., elpeciall) thofe that profclled wifdom, who ought to . 
fei" c to the rcll aj an example of the veneration due to fo great 
a monarch. 

Jc appcr.red plainly that this fpecch was directed to Callif- 
thencs. f/*J He was related to Arillotlc, who had prcfented 
him to Alexander his pupil, th it he might attend upon that 
monarch in the war of Perua. He was confidcred, upon ac- 
count of his wifdom and gravity, as the fitted perfon to give 
him fuch wholefome counfel, as was moll capable of prc- 
fervinf^ him from thofe exccffes, into which nis youth and 
fiery temper might hnrryhim: But he was accufed of not 
pofieiiiug the gentle, infmuating behaviour of courts ; and 
of* n»»t knowing a certain medium between grovelling com- 
placcnr'», and indexible obllinacy. Arillotle had attempted, 
but to no purpofe, to l'oùen the feverity of his temper ; and 
forefeeing the ill confequcnces with which his difagreeable

rafting an odium on his perfon and glory, by fo fervile 
adulation. But fince he is abfent, fwill anfwer thee 
dis name. I confider Alexander as worthy of «ill the 
lOurs that can be paid a mortal ; hut there is a difference 
ween the worfhip of the gods and that of men. The 
mcr includes temples, altars, prayers, and facrifices; 

latter is confined to praifes only, and awcful refped. 
; falute the latter, ancl look upon it as p;l rious to pay 
m fubmiffion, obedience and fidelity ; but we adore the 
mcr, we inlHtutc fellivals to their honour, and fmg hymns 
i fpiritual fongs to their glory. The worlhip of the gods 
?s itfclf vary, according to their rank ; and the homage 
pay to Cailor and Pollux is not like that with which 

adore Mercury and Jupiter. We muil not therefore 
ifound all things, cither by bringing down the gods to 
\ condition of mortals, or by raifing a mortal to the Hate 
a god. Alexander would be julHy offended, fhould wc 
^ to another perfon the homage due to his facrcd perfon 
ly ; ought we not to dread the indignation of the gods 

much, Ihould we bellow upon mortals the honours 
e to them alone ? 1 am fenfible that our monarch is villly 
>crior to the reft ; he is the grcaiell of kings, and the 
)ft glorious of all conquerors ; but then he is a man, not 
^d. To obtain this title, he mull firll be divellcd of 
5 mortal frame; but this is greatly our intorell to wifli 
ly not happen, but as late as pollible. I'he Greeks did 
t worlliip llcrcules till after his death ; and that not till

Cleon to be told, That without infifling any farther, } 
only require the Perfians to fall proftrate, according 
ufual culloni ; a little after which he came in, prêter 
had been buficd in fome affair of importance. Imn 
the Perfians fell proftrate to adqrc him. Polyfpcrch 
flood near him, obferving thac one of them bowed fo 
his chin touched the ground, bid him, in- a rallying 
vx)ice, \o fir ike hr.riier. The king, offended at this jok 
Polyfperchon into prifon, and broke up the aiTembiv, 
ever, he afterwards pardoned him, but Callifthencs 
fo fortunate. 

To rid himfelf of him, he laid to his charge a < 
which he w*is no ways guilty. Hcrmolaas,'oneof th 
officers who attended upon the king in all places, ha 
account of fome private pique, formed a confpirac] 
him ; but it was very happily difcovered, the inftani 
to be put in execution. The criminals were feized, 
the torture, and executed. Not one among them h: 
fed Callifthenes ; but havin^; been very intimate with 
laus, that alone was fufRcicnt. Accordingly he was th: 
to a dungeon, loaded with irons, and the moft griei 
ments were infliâed on him, in order to extort a o 
of guilt. But he infilled upon his innocence to the ! 
expired in the midft of his tortures. 

Nothinp has rcftettod fo much dilhonoor on Ale 
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go thither, his melancholy filent air was a manifoil in- 
:ion, that he difapproved of every thing that was faid and 
at it. With this humour, which was a little too fevcrc, 
'ould have been an incftiniahle treafure, had he been 
fffd by a prince who hated falfiiood ; for among the many 
ands who furrounded Alexander, and paid court to him, 
ilhenes only had courage enough to tell him tlie truth, 
vhere do we meet with princcb who know the value of 
a virtue, and the ufe which ought to be made of it ? 
h feldom pierces thofe clouds which are railed by the au- 
ty of the great, and the flattery of their courtiers. And 
rd Alexander, by this dreadful example, deprived all 
ous men of the opportunity of exhorting him to thofe

poke with freedom in the council ; even thofe, who had

Its nofe, called its trunk (prohnjch) is long 
id hollow like a large trumpet, and fcrvcs the elephant in- 
mdof a * hand, which it moves with incredible agility and 
rength, and thereby is of prodij^ious lervice to it. Thei 
ephant, notwithftanding its prodigious ûzc, is fo traélabJe 
KO indudrious, that one would be almofl [apt to conclude it 
vre informed with fomething like human rcafon.

When he was a little better, and iible to go out, tk 
loldiirs, who were upon guard, brought hipi his litter, bi 
h(* R^ftifed it, and, calling for his horfe, mounted him. A\ 
xi\U fight, all the ihore, and the neighbouring fbrefts edu 
v/ith the acclamations of the army, who hnagined they ' 
him rife, in a manner, from the grave. Being come 
h'""" tent, he alighted, and walked a little way, fnrrounc

him ; but all in general burft into tears, and calling for 
thouiand bleiTmgs from heaven, wifhedhim long life» and 
lininterrupted fcries of profperity. 

At this inftant deputies came from the Malli,with thech!eft( 
the OxydruciT^ being one hundred and fixty, befides thege 
3) ors of tlie cities and of the province, who brought hin 
fcnts, and paid him homage, pleading in excufe for not havil 
done it before, their ftrong love of liberty- They decit"" 
that they were ready to receive for their governor, whomfc 
he pleafed to nominate; that they would pay him tribul 
aind give him hoftnges. He demanded a thoufand of tl 
chief perfons of their nation, whom he alfo might make ofl{ 
of in war, till he had fubjedled all the country. They pdl 
into his hands fuch of their countrymen as were hanjdtomeft 
and beft ftiapcd, with five hundred chariots, though not 
demanded by him; at which the king was fo much pleafedi 
that he gave them back their hoftagcs, and appointed Philip

for your ^e. But, Sir, never plunge us in fuch 
> afHidlion heretifcer. Does a wretched paltry town 
rve to be bought at fo dear a price as the lofs of your 
? Leave thofe petty exploits and cnterprizes to us, and 
crve your perfon for fuch occafions only as are worthy 
ou. We ilill ihudder with horror, when we refledl on 
it we fo lately were fpedlators of. We have fcen the 
nent» when the moll abjefl hands upon earth, were 
ig to feizc the greatefl prince in the univerfc, and dc- 
1 him of his royal robes. Permit us, Sir, to fay, you 
not your own mailer, but that you owe yourfelf to us : 
have a right over your life, fince ours depends on it; 
we dare take the freedom to conjure you, as being your 
eus and your children, to be more careful of 10 pre- 
is a life, if not for your own fake, at leall for ours, and 
the felicity of the univerfe." 

5 king was flrongly touched with thefe teflimonics of

:h in opinion You wilh to enjoy me long; and even, 
were pofliblc, for ever ; but as to myfelf, I computir 
length of niv exiilcnce, not by years but by glory. I 
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" mieht have confined my ambition within the narrow limits 
'* of Macedonia; and» contented with the kingdom my an- 
'* ceflors Icfc me, havewaited, in the midft of pleafures and 
" indolence, an inglorious old age. I own, that if my 
•• viftoric?, not my years, are computed, I (hall feem to ; 
'* have lived long; but can you imagine, that after having 
'* made Europe and Afia but one empire, after having con- 
•* qiicrcdthetwo noblefl parts of the world, in the tenth year 
" of my rcij;n, and the thirtieth of my age, that it will bc- 
•• come me to lldp in the midft of fo exalted a career, and 
•• (iilconlinue the piirfiiit of glory, to which I have entirely 
•• devoted myfelf? Know, that this glory cnngbles all things, 
•* anil gives a true and folid grandeur to whatever appears inng-

** mankind. I conJefs that I have atchieved mighty thing!

•* cit'C". were built by her! What magnificent and ftupendous 
*' works did Ihelinifh! no\v"rna:ncfuT is it, that I (hould not 
•* ytjt have attained to fo cxjilted a pitch of glory ! Do but fe- 
comi my ardour, and I (\\:i\\ foon furpafs her. Defend me 
only- fr >;.! iccrcc cabal*, and domellick treafons, by which 
tncil princes lofe their iivjs, i take the reft upon myiclf, 
i-.nd v.'iil be anfwcrable to you for all the events of the 
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'i'hii» fpeech gives us a pcrfeft idea of Alexander's charaAcr. 
He had no notion of true gl"ry. He did not know either the 
principle, the rule, or end of it. He certainly placed it 
where k was not. lie was Icrongly prejudiced in vulgar error, 
and cheriihcd it- We fanci d himitif bom merely for glory; 
siM'l that none could be acquired but by unbounded, unjuil, 
and irregular conduit. In his impetuous fallies after a mifta- 
kcn glory, he followed neither rtafon, virtue, nor humanity; 
and, as \t' his ambitious caprice ouj^lit to have been arule and 
fiandard to all other men, he was fuprized that neither 
his officers nor fv>ldiers would enter into his views; and 
they lent themfelvcs very unwillingly to fupport hi j ridicu' 
lous enterprises. 

Alexander, after having ended his fpeech, difmifTcd the 
afl'embly, and continued encamped for fcveral days in this 
place. He afterwards went upon the river, and his army 
marched after him upon the banks. He then came amon^ 
the Sairaco", a powerful nation of Indians. Thcfc had leviel 
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iOyOOO foot and 6000 horfe, and reinforced them with 500 
thariots ; however, the arrival of Alexander fprcad a terror 
lirough the whole country» and accordingly they fent ambaf- 
tkdors to make their fubmiflion. After having built another 
city, which he alfo called Alexandria, he arrived in the terri* 
tories of Mufican us, a wtry rich prince, and afterwards in 
thole of the king of Samus. At the fiege of one of the king's 
towns, Ptolemy was dangeroufly wounded ; for the Indians 
liad poifoned all their arrows and fwords, fo that the wounds 
"they made were mortal. Alexander, who had the highell 
^ve and efteem for Ptolemy, was very much affliéled, and 
canfed him to be brought in his bed near him, that he hira- 
JUf might have an eye to his cure. He was his near rela- 
tioHy and, according to fome writers, a natural fon of Philip* 
Ttolemy was one of the braved men in the army, was highly 
cfteemcd in war, and had greater talents for peace. He 
iris averfe to luxury, vailly generous, eafy of accefs, and 
^ did not imitate the pomp which wealth and profperity had 
made the reH of the Maccd ^nian noblemen aflume : In a 
ivordj it is hard to fay, whether he were more eflcemed by his 
lovereign or his country. We are told, there appeared to him 
in a dream a dragon, which prefentcd him an herb, as an 
cffeAual remedy ; and that upon his wakinp;, he ordered it 
tobefcnt for; when laying it upon the wound, it was healed 
in a few days, to the univcrfal joy of ihe army.

Perfiangulph: And, after having given thefe orderj», he 
oat by land for Babylon. 

(g) Nearchus did not leave the Indus at the fame time

■ pvcn us an exadt journal of this voyage,, copied from that 
rf Nearchus the admiral. 

Alexander, after having left Pr.tala, marclied through 
the country of the Orit/ty the cipit;tl whereof was culled 
Ora or Rambacis. Here he was in fuch want of pro- 
vifion, that he loft a great number of foldiers ; and 
brought back from India fcarcc the fourth pait of hi'. 
army, which had confifted of an hundred and twenty thou- 
iand foot, and fifteen thoufr.nd horfc. Sici'jiefs, \>:\1 food, 
and the cxccflive heat,s had fwcpt them av/ay in multi- 
tudes ; but famine made a It ill vjr.îiter havcck amcrkg the 
troops in this barren country, which was neither ploaj;hcd 
Ror fowcd ; its inhabitants being liivaj^LS, whu tViied Vs;ry 
hard, and led a moll ur-comfortablc liic. /wftcr they h:ul 
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eat all the palm-tree roots that conld be met with', ûof 
were obliged to feed upon the beaib of burthen, and next 
upon their war-horfes ; and when they had no beafts left 
to carry their baggage, they were forced to bum tfaoiè 
rich Q>ôi]s» for the lake of which the Macedonians Iwd 
ran to the extremities of the earth. The plagae, a diicafe 
which generally accompanies famine, compleated the cala«- 
mity of the foldiers, and defbroved great numbers of thenr. 
After marching threefcore oays, Alexander arrived on 
the confines of Gedrofia, where he found plenty of all 
things : For the foil was not only very fruitful, but die 
kings and great men, who lay neareft that country, irat 
him all kind of proviilons. He continued fome time here, 
in order to refreih his army. The governors of India 
having fent, by his order, a great number of hoHes, and 
all kinds of beads of burthen, from the feveral kingdoms 
fubje6l to him, he remounted his troops ; equipped thofe 
who had loil every thing ; and foon after prcfented all of 
them with arms, as beautiful as thofe they had before, • 
which it was very eafy for him to do, as they were upon 
the confines of Perfia, at that time in peace, and in r 
very fîourilhing condition. 

He arrived in Carmania, now called Kerman, and went 
through it, not with the air and equipage of a warrior and 
a conqueror, but in a kind of mafquerade, and Bacchfr- 
•nalian felHvity ; committing the moft riotous and extra- 
vagant aéiions. He was drawn by eight horfes, himfelf 
being feated on a magnificent chariot, above which a. 
fcafFoId was raifed, in the form of a fquare ftage, where 
he pa/Tcd the days and nights in feafts and caroufing. 
This chariot was preceded and followed by an inÊnite 
number of others, fome of which, in the fhape of tents, 
were covered with rich carpets, and purple coverlets ; and 
others, ihapcd like cradles, were overfhadowed with 
branches of trees. On the fides of tlie roads, and at the 
doors cf hcufes, a great number of cafks ready broached' 
were placed, whence the foldiers drew wine in large flag^ 
gons, cups, and goblets, prepared for that purpofe. 

The whole country echoed with the found of infim- 
ments, and the howling of the Bacchanals, who, with 
their hair difhevelled, and like fo many frantick creatures, 
ran up and down, abandoning themfelves in every kind 
of licentioufaefs.- All this he did in imitation of the 
twumph of Bacchus, who, as we are told, croffed all 
A£a m this equipa^^e, after he had con^ug-ed India» 
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This riotoas, (Uflblute inarch lailcd feven dip, during 
kU which time the army was never fober. It was very 
lappy» fays Quintus Curtius, for them, that the conquered 
lacions did not think of attacking them in this condi- 
ion; for a thoufand refolute men, well armed, might 
vith great eafe have defeated the conquerors of the world, 
/hilft thus plunged in wine and exccfs. 

fhj Nearchus ftill keeping along the fea-coaft, from 
he mouth of the Indus, came at laft into the Perilan 
ulph, and arrived at the ifland of Harmufia, now called 
)rmus. He there was informed, that Alexander was not 
bove five days journey from him. Having left the fleet 
1 a. fccure place, he went to meet Alcxiuider, accom« 
anied onlv oy four perfons. The king was very anxious 
bout his neet. When news was brought him that Ne« 
rchus was arrived almoll alone, he imagined that it had 
«en entirely dellroyed, and that Nearchus had been fo 
ery happy as to efcape from the general defeat. His 
nival confirmed him llill more in his opinion, when 
c beheld a company of pale, lean creatures, whofe coun- 
enances were fo much changed, that it was fcarce poflible 
a know them ai2;ain. Taking Nearchus afide, he told him, 
hat he was overjoyed at his return, but at the fame tijne 
fu inconfolable for the lofs of his fleet. I'mrjiitt^ royu/ 
ir, cried he immediately, thanks to the ^ods, is not hji : Upon 
/bich he related the condition in which he had left it. A- 
atander could not refrain from tears, and coufeiî'ed, that 
lus happy news gave him greater plealure than ihc coji- 
teft of all Aha. He heard, with uncommon delight, 
ic account Nearchus gave of his voyage, and ihe difco- 
^ies he had m.ide ; and bid him return back, and go 
lite up the Kuphratcs as far as Babylon, puduant to 
e lirll DrJ^rs he h:id viven him.

tie mean time, whenever he was alone with the king, 
lied his mind with fufpicions and diHrud, letting drop 
i^ous expreflions of that nobleman, as if by chance; 
u/Tembling very artfully the motives of his difcontent. 
sithdefs, the king fufpendcd his judgment for the 
uitt but difcovered lefs elleem than before for Orfines, 

knew nothing of what was plotting againft him, (o 
tly the affair was carried on ; and the eunuch, in his 
itc difcourfes with Alexander, was perpetually charg- 
him cither with exaftions or treafon.

Of this we have a fad example on the prcfent 
fion. Bagoas, after having taken his mcafures at a di 
at Lift gave birth to his dark defign. Alexander, 1 
tau fed the monument of Cyrus to be opened, in 
to perform funeral honours to the alhes of that 
prince, found nothing in it, but an old rotten ihield 
Scythian bows, and a fcyniitar ; whereas he hoped i 
it full of gold and (ilvcr, as the Pcrfians had ref 
Tiic king laid a golden crown on his urn, and cov 
with liis cloak ; va ill y fur prized that {o powerful a: 
nowncd a prince had not occn buried with greater 
than a private man. Bagous thinking this a propc 
for him to fpe.ik, •* Arc we to wonder," fays he, 
*' find the tombs of kings I'o empty, lincc the hoi 
** governors and provinces arc tilled with the gold ot 
** they have deprived them? I, indeed, had neve 
" chid monument ; But I have heard Darius fay,

felf, ihnu'.^lit to make a merit of this in vour 1 
This lOiarpe was without the leall foundation ; and ^ 
lVIaj;i, who guarded thi* fenulchie, were put to the t« 
but all to no purnole ; and nothing was dil'covered re 
to the pretended theft. Thiir lileuce on this oc 
ought natur;;lly to liave cleared Orlines ; hut the ; 
iniinuatiug diicourfes of Bagoas had made a deep iinp 
on Alexander's mind, :md by that nu ans given c-him 
Cafy acccls to it. Tlie accufi-rs, whom Bagoas bad W 
cd, having mode dioicc of a favourable moment. 
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■ad împeac&ed Orfines, and charged him with the commif- 
Bon ot feveral odious crimes, and amongfl the reft, with 
Sealing the treafares of the monument. At this charge, the 
matter appeared no longer doubtful, and the indications were 
Cihought iufficient ; fo that this prince was loaded with chains 
liefore he fo much as fufpefled that any accufation had been 
koaght againft him ; and was put to death, without being fo 
■BucH as heard, or confronted with his accufcrs. Too un- 
Ihappy fate of kings, who do not hear and examine things in 
DcHon; and who ftill continue infatuated, notwithftanding 
■be numberlefs examples they read in hiftory, of princes who 
Ittve been betrayed in the like manner. 
" I have already faid, that there had followed the king an 
ftidian, called Calanus, reputed the wifeft man of his coun- 
"<iy, who, though he profefled the pra6lice of the moft fevcrc 
^^hilofophy, had however been perfuaded, in his extreme old 
Î9ge, to attend upon the court, (kj This man having Jived 
Mh years, without having been ever aflli£led with fickncfs ; 
d having a very fevere fit of the cholick, upon his arrival 
PaflTagardx, he refolved to put himfelf to death. Refo- 
itely, determined not to let the perfect health he had always 
^joyed be impaired by lingenng pains, and being alio 
iflbred k^ï falling into the hands of phyflcians, and of being 
tortoredwith loads of medicine, he befought the king to or- 
der the erefting of a funeral pile for him ; and dcfired, that 
after he had afcended it, fire might be fet to it. Alexander 
imagined Calanus might eafily be difl'uaded from fo dreadful 
tdefign ; but finding, in fpite of all the arguments he could 
ife, that Calanus was ftill inflexible, he at laft w.is obliged 
toacquiefce with it. Calanus then rode on horfcback to the 
;fM)t of the funeral pile; offered up his prayers to the gods ; 
'anfcd libations to be performed upon himfelf, and the reft 
■of the ceremonies to he obfcrved which are pradlifed zx fane- 
rais; cut off a tuft of his hair, in imitation of viilims ; em- 
braced fuch of his friends as were prefcnt ; intreated them to 
. be merry that dav, to fcall and caroufe with Alexander: 
iffuring them nt the fame time, that he would foon fee that 
■prince in Babylon. After faying thcfe words, ho afcended, 
with the utmort chearfulnefi, the funeral pile, laid himfelf 
down upon it, and covered his face; and, when the fiaine 
Utched him, he did nnt make the Icail motion ; but with a 
patience and conllancy that furprized the whole army, con- 
linaedin the pollure in which heat firfl. had laid himfcif ; and

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com pleated his facrifiee» by dying piufuautto tlie 
pradUfcd by the ra|;es of his country.

Alexander being returned into his tent» aftes this drai 
ful ceremony, invited feveral of his friends and genai 
officers to fupper ; and in compliance with Calaniu's reqod 
and to do him honour, he propofed a crown, as a reward i 
him who fliould quaff moil. He who conquered on this occ 
fion was Promacnus, who fwallowed four meafures of wit 
that is, eighteen or twenty pints. After receiving theprj 
wliich was a crown worth a * talent, he furvived his viae 
but three days. Of thefe guefls, 4L died of their inteou 
ranee : a i'cJnc worthy ofclofing tliat which Calanus m 
little before exhibited ! 

(fnj From PafTagardae, Alexander came to Perfepolis ; ai 
furvcying the remains of the conflagration, was exafpera; 
againll hjmfelf, for his folly in fetting it on fire. From ha 
he advanced towards Sufa. Nearchus, in compliances 
his orders, had begun to fail up the Euphrates with his fle 
but, uponadvice that Alexanaer was going to Sufa, he ca 
down again to the mouth of the Pafi-tigris, and fai 
up this river to a bridge, where Alexander was to pafs 
Then the naval and land armies joined. The king oflfcrci 
his gods facrificcs, by way of thanks for his happy return, i 
great rejoicings were made in the camp. Nearchus recti 
the honours due to him, for the care he had taken of the fl 
and for having condudled it fo far fiifc, through numbn 
dangers. 

Alexander found in Sufa all the captives of quality he 
left there. He married Statira. Darius's eldeft daughter, 
gave the youngert to his dear Hephxftion. And in order t 
by making thefc marriages more common, his own might 
be cenfured, he perfua Jed the greatell noblemen in his co 
and his principal favourites, to imitate him. Accoruii 
they chofe from amongft the noblcft families of Perfia, al 
So young maidens, whom they married: His defign was,

Not uitisfied with this bounty, he would alfo pay his foU 
•rs debts. But finding that lèverai would not declare the 
n they owed, for fear of its being an artifice merely to 
cover thofe among them who were too lavifh of their mo- 
f, he appointed, in his camp, oiHces, where all debts were 
id> without afking the name either of the debtor or credi- 
• His liberality was very great on this occ«afion, and gave 
kiigious fatisfadion ; we are told that it amounted to near 
,000 talents * ; but his indulgence, in permitting every 
-foil to conceal his name, was a ilill more agreeable circum- 
nce. He rejproached the foldiers, for their fceming to 
pedb the truth of his promife, and faid to them, f Tùat a 
'g ought ne*vfr to forfeit bis ivord lAiith his fubjeSis j nor his 
je^s fufpeêi that he could he guilty of fo Jhamcful a prevaricw 
v. A truly royal maxim, as it forms the fccurity of a 
ople, and the mod foiid glory of a prince ; which, at the 
ne time, may be renounced for ever, by the violation of a 
igle promife; which, in afiairs of government^ is the moll 
tal of all errors. 

And now there arrived at Sufa 30,000 Perfian young men, 
>ff of the fame age, and called Epigones y that is, fucceffors j 
coming to relieve the old foldiers in their duty and long 
tigues. Such only had been made choice of, as were the 
ongefl and bed (haped in all Pcrfia ; and had been fent to 
c governors of fuch cities as were either founded or conquer- 
. by Alexander. Thefe haJ inftruilcd them in military dif- 
pline, and in all things relating to the fcience of war. They 
:re all very neatly drellcd, and armed after the Macedonian 
anncr. 'I'hcfe came and encamped before the city, where, 
awing up in battle-array, they were reviewed ; and perform- 
I their exercifes before the king", who was extremely well 
leafed, and very bountiful to tliem afterwards, at which the 
faccdonians took great umbrage. And indeed, Alexander 
sfcrving thefe were harraffed and tired out with the length 
fthe war, andoften vented murmurs and complaints in the 

aifemblie^;

fuj n tlie mean time Harpalus, whom Alexander, during 
his expedition into India, had appointed governor of Babylon^ 
quitted his fervice. Flattering himfelf with the hopes thai 
tnis prince would never return from his wars in that country, 
he had given a loofe to all kinds of lipentioufnefs, and con- 
fumed in hi> famous revels part of the wealth with which he 
had been entruiled. As foon as he was informed that Alex- 
ander, in his return from India, puniihed very feverciy fuck 
of his lieutenants as had abufed their power, he meditated how 
he miî^ht bell fecure himfelf; and for this purpofe ^malTcd' 
50C0 talents, that is, about 750,0001. afTembled 6000 fol-] 
ciiers, wi.hJrew into Attica, and landed at Athens, fej Im- 
mediately all fuc h orators as made a trade of eloquence, rift 
to him in crowds, all ready to be corrupted by bribes, U- 
they were before by hopes of them. Harpalus did not fail ft 
diilributeafmall part of his wealth among thefe orators, ft 
win them over to his interell, but he offered Phocion 700* ta- 
lents, and even put his perfon under his protedtion, well knoffw 
ingthe prodigious authority he had over the people. 

The fame of his probity, and particularly of his dilin- 
terellednefs, had gained him this credit. Philip's deputia 
had offered him great fums of money in that prince's narcc, 
and entreating him to a-ccept them, if not for himfelf, at leal 
for his children, who were fo poor, that it would be impo2ibîi 
for them to fupport the glory of his name : t ^/ '^Cy reifmhli 
wf, replied Phocion, the little J pet ofgroundy aviih the prcdud 
cf <v:hich I ha've hitherto liz-cd, and -ivhiclj has rai/eJ me to iiy

rpalus anfwcrcd with a fmile» 20 * talents^ I lelie*ve ; and

charms of gold. Demodhenes could not reiid: its power ; 
It, overcome by this prcfcnt, and being f no longer maftcr

Aevery next morning, wrapping hîs neck well in woollen 
Fdoths, he went to the afTcmbly. The people then ordered 
to rife and make a fpecch, but he refulcd, making figns 
thit he had loft his voice ; upon which fomc wngs cried aloud, 
tkat their orator had been Ibi/ed in the night, not with a J 
Ji^arFf but an /ir^vrtimy ; thereby intimating, that Harpa- 
ws's money had fupprcfled his voice.

Demofthenesy to prove his Innocence» propoTed a d 
by which the fenate of the Areopagus was mpowered to 
cognizance of this matter. He was the firft they tried, ani 
iinc'di upon being conviâcd, fifty * talents, for the payment 
which ]ic w<ib thrown into prifon ; however he found means id 
ei'capc, and left his country. Demollhenes did not behs(Vt 
with refolation and magnanimity in his banifhmtfnt, refidinj 
generally at il^gina or Trezena; and every time he caft ~ 
eves on Attica, his face would be covered with tears ; and^ 
he fuffercd fuch words to drop from him, as were unworthy t 
brave man ; words which by no means correfpond with hit 
rclolute and generous behaviour during his adminillration» 
Ciccio was reproached with the fame weaknefs in his exiles 
which (hews that great men are not fuch at all times, andot 
all occafion?. 

(qj It were to be wiflied, for the honour of tbquence» 
that what Paui'anias relates in jutUfication of DemoAhenef 
wiTe true ; and it is very probable it was fo. According to^ 
this author, Ilarpalus, after A \ing from Athens, was fcized 
by Philoxcnus tlie M.iccdonir.n ; and being racked» to extort 
from him the name^ of I'uch Athenians as had been bribed by 
l>im, he did not once mention Demollhenes, whofc n.ime, hsd 
he been guilty, he wouM not have fupprellcd before Phiioxe* 
nus, ai. that orator wa.s lii.s enemy. 

Upon the firft report of Harpalus's flying to Athens, Alrx-. 
aniicr, fully determined to go in pcrfon to punilh Harpalul 
and the Athenians, had commanded a fleet to be equipped. 
But after news was brouj',lit that the people in their aflembly 
had ordered him to depart their city, he laid afide all thoughts 
of returning into Europe. 

Alexander, having Hi 1 1 a curiofity to fee the ocean, cams 
down from Sui'a, upon the river Eulptus ; and after having 
coafled the Perfiangulnh to the mouth of the Tigris, he went 
up that river towards the army, which was encamped on the 
banks of it, near the city of Opis, under the command of 
Hcphcftion. 

Upon his arrival there, he publiihed a declaration in the 
camp, by which all the Macedonians, who, by reafon of their 
\ a wounds, or any infinuity, were unable to fupport any

king, no way furprized, and without once hefitating, 
from his tribunal; caufes the principal mutineers, 
he himfelf pointed out to his guards, to be immediate- 
rd» and orders thirteen to be punilhcd.

. their courage in an inflant. Quite amazed and con- 
id, and fcarcc daring to look at one another, they ftood

Seeing them in this condition, he re-afcendcd his 
al, where, after repeatin<T to them, with a fevere coun- 
e, and a menacing tone of voice, the numerous favours 
Philip his father had bellowed upon them, and all the 

of kinJntis and friciulHiip by which he himfelf had 
uifhed them, he concluded with thefe words ; ** You 
Icfire a difchargc ; I p;rant it you. Go now, and pub- 
to the whole world, that you have left your prince to 
mercy of the nations he had conquered, who were more 
itionate to him than you.'* After fpcaking this, he 
ccl fuddenly into his ttnt; cafhiers his old jruard ; ap- 
anothw'riii its place, all compofcd of Pcrfiun fold* 
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fauts hhnfclf upforfomedays, and would not fee any^ 
all the time. 

Had the Macedonians been fentenced to die, it cov 
have Airprized them more than when news was brought 
that the king had confided the guard of his perfon to û 
fians. They could fupprcfs their grief no longer» ; 
nothing was heard but cries, groans, and lament 
Soon after, the) all run together to the king's tent, 
down their arms, confefTing their guilt; acknowl 
iheir fault with tears and fighs ; declare that the lofs of! 
not be fo grievous as the lofs of honour ; antl .proteil tl 
will not leave the place till the king had pardoned the 
lail, Alexander could no longer reii ft the tender proi 
gave of their forrow and repentance ; fo that when he 1 
at his coming out of his tent, faw them in this dejeâi 
dition, he could not refrain from tears ; and, af« 
gentle reproaches, which were foftened by an air of hi 
and kindnefs, he declared fo loud as to be heard by th 
that he reftored them to his friendfhip. This was r 
them to life, as was manifeft from their fhouts. 

He afterwards difcharged fuch Macedonians as v 
longer able to carry arms, and fent them back to thei 
country with rich prelents. He commanded, that at t 
biting of the publick games, they (liould be allowed tl 
places in the theatre, and there fit with crowns on theii 
and gave orders, that the children of thofe who had I 
lives in his fervicc, fhould receive, during their minoi 
(hmc pay which had been given their fathers.

kjflgdomy he agai^ folemnized games and fcllivals : There had 
Come to him from Greece, 3000 dancers, makers of machi- 
nery, and other perfons ikilled in divcrûons of this kind. 
It happened very unluckily, during the celebration of thcfe 
ftftivals, that Hephacftion aied of a difeafe which he brought 
upon himfelf. Alexander abandoning himfclf to immoderate 
Irinking, his whole court followed his example, and fomctimes 
bent whole days and nights in thefcexcefTes. In one of them He- 
phsftion loft his life. He was the mod intimate friend the king 
bui, the confident of ail his fecrets, and, to fay all in a word, a 
l^nd felf. Craterus only fccmcd to difputc this honour with 
Um. A few words, which one day efcaped that prince, fhews the 
dii{ercnce he made between thefc two courtiers. Craterus, 
fays he, loaves the ^ing» hut Hephajiion loues Alexander. This 
cxpréâion lignifies, if I miilake not, that Hephxftion had 
devoted himiclf, in a tender and affcdlionate manner, 10 the 
perfon of Alexander ; but that Craterus loved him as a king, 
that is, was concerned for his reputation, and fometimes 
waslefs obfequious to his will, than he was zealous for his 
glory and intercft. An excellent character, but very un* 
common. 

Hephxftion was as much beloved by all the courtiers, as by 
Alexander himfelf. Modcil, even -tempe red, beneficent; 
free from pride, avarice, and jealoufy; he never abufcd lii.-i 
credit, nor preferred himfelf to thole ofHcers, v/hofc merit 
made them necefTary to his fovcreign. He was univcrfally 
regretted; but his deatli threv/ Alexander into excelTivc 
fcrrow, to which he abandoned himfelf in fuch a manner, as 
was unworthy fo great a kini»;. He fcemctl to receive no 
confolation, out in the extraordinary funeral honour:, he raid 
lohis friend at his arrival in Babylon, whither he commanded 
h-rdiccas to carry his corpfe.

To quellion Uis divinity was a capital crime. A 
(a friend of l'Icpha:Ilion) having bewailed him 
palling before his tomb, hadlike to have been pul 
It ; nor ttould he havcbeen pardoned, had nc 
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as to go round Africa by {ta. y to make a compleat difcovery 
of all the nations lying round the Cafpian Tea» and inhabi- 
ting its coafts ; to conquer Arabia, to make war with Car- 
duscy and tofubduethe reft of Europe. The very thoughts 
of fitting (till fatigued him, and the great vivacity of hit 
imagination and ambition- would never fuffer him to be at 
tcft; nay, could he have conquered the whole world, he 
would have fought a new one, to fatxate the avidity of his 
dèfirrs. 

The embellifhine of Babylon aHb employed his thoughts 
fery much. Finding it furpaffed in extent, in convcnîencyp 
•nain whatever can be wimed, either for the neceflities or 
fleafures of life, all the other cities of the Eafl, he refolved 
'to make it the feat of his empire; and for that purpofe, was 
defirous of adding to it all the convenicncies and ornaments 
poffible. 

This city, as well as the country round about it, had 

. ftfiered prodigioufly by the breaking of the bank or dike of 

Ae Enpnrates, at the head of the canal called Pallacopa. 

The river running out of its ufual channel by this breach, 

•rerflowed the whole country; and forcing its way perpe- 

liftlly, the breach grew at lad fo wide, that it would, 

iave coil almoft as much to repair the bank, as the 

laifing of it had done at firft. So little water was left in the 

channel of the Euphrates about Babylon, that there was 

ftarce depth enough forfmall boats, which confequentiy was 

of great prejudice to the city. 

Alexander undertook to remedy this, for which purpofe he 
embarked upon the Euphrates, in order to take a view of the 
fUMCC' It was on this occafion that he reproached, in a 
ludicrous, infulting tone of voice, the Magi and Chaldeans 
who accompanied him, for the vanity of their predidions ; 
fince» notwithilanding the ill omens they had endeavoured 
to terrify him with (as if he had been a credulous woman) he 
hoifccverhad entered Babylon, and was returned from it very 
fafe. Attentive to nothing but the fubjed of his voyage, he 
went and reviewed the breach, and gave the proper orders for 
repairing and relloring it to its former condition. 

This defign of Alexander merited the greateft applaufe. 
Such works are truly worthy great princes, and give immor- 
tal honour to their name, as not being the efted of a ridicu- 
lous vanity, but entirely calculated tor the publick good.

. Notwithûanding * his great weaknefs, he however flrug- 
gled with death, and raiiing himfelf upon his elbow, pre-* 
lented his foldiers (to whom he could not refufe this laft 
teftimony of friendlhip) his dying hand to kifs. After this» 
Us principal courtiers afking to whom he left the empire ; 
Jie anfwered, To tke moft ^worthy ; adding, that he forefaw the 
dccifion of this would eive occaiion to Grange funeral games 
after his deceafe. AndPerdiccas, enquiring further at what 
time they ihould pay him divine honours ; he replied. When 
jm are happy, Tnefe were his lad words, and foon after he 
expired. He was thirty two years and eight months old, of 
which he had reigned twelve. He died in the middle of the 
ipring, the firft year of theCXlVth Olympiad. 

(ù) No one, fays Plutarch and Arrian, fufpeflcd then that 
Alexander had been poifoned ; and yet it is at this time that 
fuch reports generally prevail. But the flate of his body 

S roved that he did not die that way : For all his chief officers 
ifagreeing among themfelves, the corpfe, though it lay 
quite negleéled forfeveral days in Babylon, which llancls in 
a hot climate, did not (hew the leaft fympxoms of putrcfac-> 
tion. The true poifon which brought him to his end was 
wine, which has killed many thouiands befidcs Alexander. 
It was ncverthclefs believed afterwards, that this prince had 
been poifoned by the treachery of Anlipater's fons : That 
Caflander, the eldell of them, brought the f poifon from 
Greece,- that lolas, his younger brother, threw the fatal 
draught into Alexander's cup, of which he was the bearer ^ 
and that he cunningly chofe the time of the great fcaft men- 
tioned before, in order that the prodigious quantity of wine 
he then drank might conceal the true caufc of his death. 
The ftatc of A nti pater's affairs, at that time, gave fome 
grounds for this fufpicion. He was perfuaded that he had been

After Alexander's death, ^reat contentions arofe s 
the Macedonians, about appointing him a fuccefTor, of 
J ihall give an account in its proper place. After fevei 
fpent ill confufion and difputes, it was agreed that Ai

THE reader would not be fatisfied, if, after 1 
given a detail of Alexander's aftions, I fhould nc 
notice of the judgment we are to form of them ; efpeci^ 
authors have entirely differed in their opinions with i 
to the merits of this prince. Some have applauded him 
a kind of extafy, as the model of a perfect hero, whid 
nion feems to have prevailed : Others, on the contraryi 
reprefented him in fuch colours, as at leafl fully, if not 
eclipfe, the fplendor of his victories. 

This divcnky of fentiments denotes that of Alexa 
qualities; and it mud be confefTed, that good and evil 
tues and vices, were never more equally blended, than in 
prince whofe hiftory we have written. But this is no

Alexander's patience and 
Ij^oderationy which I took notice of at firft, are no lefs 
tetederfuL. 

L The firil years of his reignare perhaps themoft glorious of his 
Rfe. That at twenty years of age, he was able to appeafe the 
Rllteftihe fends which raged in the kingdom ; that he either 
Krofliedor fubjedled foreign enemies, and thofe of the moftfor- 
fe^idable kind ; that he uifarmed Greece, moil of the nations 
thereof had united againll him ; and that in lefs than three 
ifcars, he fliould have enabled himfelf to execute fecurely 
tikofe plans his father had fo wifely projedcd ; all this fup- 
yofes a prcfence of mind, a fbengih of foul, a courage, 
9UI intrepidity, and, what is more than all, a confum- 
Siate prudence ; qualities which form the charaâer of the 
troe hero. 

This charadler he fupported in a wonderful manner, during 
the whole courfe of his expedition againll Darius, till the 
time mentioned by us. (g) Plutarch very jullly admires the 
bare plan of it, as the moil heroic a6l that ever was. He 
formed it the very inftant he afcended the throne, looking 
upon this defign, in fomemcafurc, as a part of what he inhc- 
nted from his father. When fcarce twenty years old, fur- 
rounded with dangers both within and without his kingdom, 
finding his trcafuiy drained and incumbered with debts, to 
the amount df 2co *' talents, which his father had contraded ;

•' India, through which he marched in a riotouî? manritr, hii; 
** army auitc llupified with wine; particularly when he 
" fliouJd nave feen the forefts of Apulia, ih^ mouni.iins of 
*• I.urania, and the ftill recent focifteps of the defeat cf 
*• Alexander his ancle, king of Kpirus, who there loll his 
" life." The hiftorian adds, that he fpeaks of Alexander, 
aot yet depraved and corrupted by profpcrity, whofc fubth? 
poifon worked as (trongly upon him, as upon any man th. it 
ever lived; and he concludes, that being thus transformed,, 
lie would have appeared verydifFereatin Italy from what he 
had fcemed hitherto^ 

Thefe reflétions cf Livy (hew, that Alexander partly 
Owed his vidcries to the weaknefs of his enemies ; and that, 
Jbd he met with, nations as courageous, and as well inured to 
til the hardfhips of war as the Romans, and commanded 
by as able, experioncctl gentrals as thofe of Rome ; thatthf n 
liis viélocies would not have been cither fonpid, orfo unine;- 
lupted. Nevcrthelefs, with fomc, from hen e we arc to judg-; < f 
the merits of a conqueror. Hannibal .ind Scipio aiv c j^- 
iidcred'as two of the greateft generals that ever lived, ar.J ior 
this reafon : Both of them not only underftood perfedly the 
military fcience, but their experience, their abilities, the r 
rcfolution and courage, were put to the trial, and fet in the 
firongcil lit;ht. Now, fiiould we give to either of them an 
unequal :!nta?,rinill, one whofe reputation is not an- 
fwerablc to theirs, v/e fliall no longer have the fame 
iJca OÏ tlu'pi : and tlu'ir victories, though fuppofed alike» . 
appear no longer \sith the fame lullre, nor defcrvc the ianie 
applaufe*. 

Mankind arc but too apt to be dazzled by fliining action??, 
and a p-^mpou-j exterior, and blindly abandon thcmfelves to 
prejudiwL's of every kind. It cannot be denied but that Ale:- 
andcr poileiied vi ry great qualities ; but if we throw into tin;

Greeks, and Macedonians, whole hiftory we have 

The Greek nations, fcveral of whom had at firil 
dcr a monarchical form of government, having f 
arts of civil polity, imagined they were able i 
thcmfelvcs, and moft of their cities formed thcml 
commonwealths. But the wife legiilators^ who aroi 
country, as a Thaïes, a Pythagoras, a Pittacus, a '. 
a Solon, and many others mentioned in hiflor)', 
liberty from degenerating into licentioufnefs. La 
-op with great umplicity, and few in number, 
people, held them in their duty, and made them al 
to tne general good of the country* ' 

The idea of liberty which fuch a condu6l infp 
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^^ greater love to their country, as all iharcJ in the go- 
*jnnh:nt of it; and as every individual was capable of.it-- 
^Uninj its higheft dignities. 

Thi advantage which accrued to Greoce from phîlofo- 
^ly, with regard to the prefervation of its form of government, . 
» incredible.- The greater freedom thefe nations enjoyed, . 
1; greater nccefTity there was to fettle the laws relating to 
aîmncrs and ih>>fe of fociety, agreeable to reafon and good ; 
fenfe. From Pythagoras, Thaïes, Anaxagoras, Socrates, . 
^rchyta?:, Plato, Xenophon, Arillotle, and a multitude more, . 
he Greeks received their noble precepts. 

But why iliould wc mention philofophers only ? The 
mtings of even the poets, which were in every body's hands, , 
livcrted them very much, but inftru<flcd them ftill more. 
The moll renowned .of conquerors confidered Homer as a 
nailer, who taught him- to povern wifely. 'I'his great poet 

KJrucled people, no lefs happily, in. obedience, and the 
ties of a gocnl citizen. 

When the Greeks, thus educated, faw the delicacy of the 
^liatick<i ; their drefs and beauty, emulating that of women, . 
:heY held them in the utmoft contempt. But their form ot 
povornmcnt, that had no other rule than their prince's will, 
which took place of all laws, not excepting the moil facred» . 
inipired them wiîh horror; and thvi Barbarians, were the • 
moll hateful of obje^fks to Greece.

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The Greeks were ilrongly xnfpired with ihcfe fcntimeirtSi 
v.ii''ii D:lrill^, Ton of Hyllafpes, and Xerxes invaded tha 
w.'.h .iriniri lb prodigioufly numerous as exceeds all bebd 
'i l.i- Pcrfhns found often, to their coll, the great advintaj 
vihich difcipline has over multitude and confufion; tf 
iîOiV grcartly fupcrior courage (when condaded by trt) 
tu a blind inipetuofity. 

IVrfia, after having been fo often conquered by t 
C^rt-ck.s had nothing to do but to fow diviiioni amo 
xhem ; and the height to which conquell had raifed the I 
tcr, facilitated this cfFed. frj As fear held them in 
bands of union, viâory and fecurity dilfolved them. H 
ing aU-.nys been ufed to fight and conquer, they no foe 
b'.'lievt<l that the power of the Ferfians could not did 
ihfin, but they turned their arms againil each other. 

Among the feveral republicks of which Greece 
compofeJ, Athens and Lacedarmon were undoubtedly 
I .^ief. Thefe two great commonwealths, whofc man 
ind conduct were direélly oppofite, perplexed and inc 
modfd one another, in the common defign they had of 
jeering all Greece; fo that they were eternally at varia 
and thi? more from a contrariety of interefls, than an 
poiition of tempers and difpofitions. 

The Grecian cities would not fubjedl themfelves to eit 
for bcfides that every one of them defircd to live free 
indf'pcndent, they were not pleafed with the governi 
''»i either of thole two commonwealths. We have Ih 
in the courfe of this hiftory, that the Peloponnefian, 
^•thcr wars, were either owing to, or firpported by, 
reciprocal jcaJoufy of Lacedaimonia and Athens. Bt 
the fame time that this jealoufy diUurbed, it fiipp< 
Greece in fomc mcafurc; and kept it from being dcpcr 
on cither of thofc republicks. 

The Perfi.ins foou perceived this ftate and conditio 
Greece^ «ifter which, the whole fecrcc of their poli 
was to keep up thefe jealoufics, and foment thcfc divii 
J.ricedficmonia, being the moll ambitious, v,'as the firll 
mr.di them engage in the Grecian quarrels. The I'cj 
took part in them, with a view of fubjcding tlie v 
nation ; and induflrious to make the Greeks weaken 
anothrr, they only waited for the favourable inllar 
ci'jih them ail together, (sj And now the cities of G 
toritdtied, in their wars, only the kinn; of Pcrfia; v

y by Ilrength, rofe to greater power than any of the 
■ian ilatcs, and obliged them all to march under his 
lards againft the common enemy.

Thefe events include the fpace of tw 
ty-three years, which coincide with the firft tweniy-tl 
years " *

IN relating the death of Alexander the Great, I ir 
tioned the many troables and commotions that arofein 
army on the firft news uf ihat event. All the troops in gi 
ral, Ibldiers as well as officers, had their thoughts cr.ti 
taken up, at firft, with the lofs oi'a prince whom they love 
a father, and reverenced almoft as a god, and abandc 
themfclves immoderately to grief and tears. A mour 
filence relv;ned throughout the camp ; but this was : 
fucceeded by difnir.l fighs and cries, which fpeak the 
lans(uage of the heart, and never flow from a vain oftentd 
of (brrow, which is too often paid to cuftom and decorur 
fach occaficns *.

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When the firfl imprefiîons of grief had given place to re* 
le£iiony they began to confider, with the utmoft conftcrna- 
ion» the flate in which the death of Alexander had left them, 
rhey found them fclves at an infinite diftance fi cm their native 
K)antry, and amidil a people lately fubùu«H, fo little accuf- 
komed to their new yoke, that they were hat^ly acquainted 
with their prefent mafters, and had not as yet haL (ufficient 
time to forget their ancient laws, and that form of g-i^m- 
inent under which they had always lived. What meaiu.. 
could be taken to keep a country of fuch vaft extent in fub- 
jeâion ? How could it be poflible to fupprcfs thofe feditions 
and revolts which would naturally break out on all fides in 
tkatdeciiive moment? What expedients could be formed to 
reftrain thofe troops within the limits of their duty, who had 
Iblong been habituated to complaints and murmurs, and were 
commanded by chiefs, whofe views and pretenfiens were fo 
different ? 

The only remedy for thefe various calamities fcemed to 
confiil in a fpcedy nomination of a fuccefTor to Alexander ; 
' tod the troops, as well as the officers, and the Whole Macc- 
• A>nian ftate, feemedat firfl to be very dcfirous of this expe- 
dient : and, indeed, their common interell and fccurity, 
with the prcfervation of their new conquefts, amidft the bar- 
barous nations that furrounded them, made it ncccfTary for 
4cm to confider this cleftion as iheir firll and moft important 
Care, and to turn their thoughts to the choice of a perfon 
Qualified to fill fo arduous a flation, and fudain the weight of 
Uin fuch a manner as to be capable of fupporting the general 
Order and tranquillity. But it had already been written, 
(t) ^bat the kingdom of Alexander Jhould be di'vided and rent 
tt/under after bis deaths and that it fliould not be tranfmitted 
in the ufual manner to his pojlerity. No efforts of human 
«'xfdom could cftablifh a fole fuccefTor to that prince. In vain 
did they deliberate, confult, and decide (u) ; nothing could 
be executed contrary to the pre-ordained event, and nothing 
fhort of it coulvi poliibly fubfill. A fuperior and invincible 

Cower had already difpofcd of the king.lom, and divided it 
y an inevitable decree, as will be evident in the ft quel. 
The circuinlhuicr.sof this partition had been denounced near 
three centuries before this time; the portions of it had al- 
ready been afli^nied to different pofÎjfTors, and nothing couKl 
frullrate that diviiion, whicii was only to be deferred for a few 
years. Till the arrival of tliat period, men indeed might 
raill' commotions, and concert a variety of movements ; but

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It the moft pompous and auguft funeral that had ever been 
feen. When all things were ready for the celebration of this 
mournful but fuperb ceremonial, orders were given for the pro- 
ceflion to begin. This was preceded by a great number 
of pioneers and other workmen, whofe office was to make 
all the ways pra^licable, through which the procelfion was 
topafs. 

As foon as thcfe were levelled, that magnificent chariot, 
the invention and defign of which raifed as much admiration 
as the immenfe riches that glittered all over ic, fet out from 
Babylon. The body of the chariot refted upon two axle- 
treesy that were inferted into four wheels, made after the 
Ferlian manner; the naves and fpokcs of which were covered 
with gold, and the rounds plated over with iron. The ex- 
tremities of the axle-trees were made of gold, reprefenting 
the mufcles of lions biting a dart. The chariot had four 
draught beams, or poles, to each of which were harneffed four 
fets of mules, each fet confiding of fourofthofe animals ; fo that 
this chariot was drawn by 64 mules. The ftrongeft of thofe 
Creatures, and the largeil, were chofen on this occafion. They 
Were adorned with crowns of gold, and collars enriched with 
precioQS flones and golden bells. 

On this chariot was ereOcd a pavilion of entire gold, 
twelve feet wide, and eighteen in length, fupported by co- 
lumns of the lonick order, embclliihcd with the leaves of 
acanthus. The infide was adorned with a blaze of jewels, 
difpofcd in the form of fhells. The circumference was beau- 
tified with a fringe of golden net-work ; the threads that 
compofed the texture were an inch in thickncfs, and to thofe 
were faftcned large bells, whole found was heard to a great 
diftance. 

The external decorations were difpofcd into four re- 
lic voes. 

Tlic firll reprefented Alexander foatcd in a military chariot, 
with a fplendid fceptre in his hand, and furrounJcd, on one 
fide, wiih a troop of Maci'donian» in arms; and on the other, 
with an equal number of IViiians armed in their manner. 
Thcfcwerc preccdttl by the kini;\s equerries. 

In the fécond were fccn elephants complcatîy hnrncfTcd, 
v.'ith a hand r.f Indians featcd on the forc-pnrt of their bodicj; ; 
:.nd on the liindcr, another band of Macedonians, armed as in 
the day of battît. 

The third exhibited to the view fcveral fquadrons of hcrfc 
lan^'ed in militarv array.

There, when he 
medthat Craterus was killed, he fpurredhis horfe t 
where he lay,' and found him expiring. When 
this melancholy fpeftacle, he could not refufe his t 
death of an ancient friend whom he had always 
and he caufed the lail honours to be paid hit 
poffible magnificence. He likewife ordered his 1 
conveyed to Macedonia, in order to be given to } 
children. Eumenes gained this fécond \ietory tei 
the firft. 

{'zj In the mean timePerdiccas had advanced i 
and bc?gan the war with Ptolemy, thmgh with ver 
fuccefs. Ptolemy, from the time he was conftitv 
nor of that country, had condufted himfclf wit 
juflice and hurrîr.nity, that he had entirely gaine( 
of all the Egyptians. An infinite number of peo[ 
ed with the Icniiy of fo wife an adminiftration, cj 
from Greece and other parts to enter into his fcr 
additional advantage rendered him extremely pow 
even the army of Perdiccas had fo much eftccm fo 
that they marched with reluAance againft him, 
numbers of them deferted daily to his troops. Al 
cumllances were fatal to the views of Perdiccas, ar 
own life in that country. Having unfortunately t:

Upon this the fu/Frages we 
manded, and they were unanimoufly fentenced tofuffer» 
previous to which they were conveyed to the dungeon. 
netrius Phalereus, and fome others, though abfent, wc 
eluded in the fame condemnation. The companions of

t To punifh f the greateft virtues as the mod flagitious 
Érimes,^ and to repay the beîl of fcrvices with the moil inhu- 
■Ban treatment, is a guilt condemned in all places, but efpe- 
Sially in Athens, where ingratitude was punifhable by the 
law. The regulations of her fagc Icgiflator ftill fubfifted at 
Ihat time, but they were wrefled to the condemnation of her 
l^tixcns, and only became an evidence, how much that peo- 
ple were degenerated in their manners. 
Z The enemies of Phocion, not fatislicd with the punifh- 
■nentthey had caufed him to fuffer, and believing fome pir- 
Élcnlars were dill wanting to compleat their triumph, obtain- 
ed an order from the people, that his body fhould be carried

nians fhould contribute the lead «quantity of wood to ho- 
jK>ur his funeral pile : thefc lad offices were therefore ren- 
dered to him in the territories of Megara.

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This excellent perfon, amidft all the fcvciity wliich render- 
cd him in fomc mcafurc intractable, when the intcrells of the 
republick were concerned, had fo much natural foftncfs and 
hamanity, that his irncmics thcmlelves always found him 
diipofed to affift them. It might even h:ive been faid, that 
he was a compofition of two natures, whofe (juulitics wcic 
entirely oppofuc to each other in appearance. Vi'hen he 
aâedns a publiclc man, he armed himlclf with fortitude, and 
fteadinefs, and zeal; he could fomctimes aflumc even the air 
of a rigid indignation, and was inilcxiblc in fupporting dii- 
ciplinc in its utmoft ftriChicfs. If, on theoihcr hand, he ap- 
peared in a private capacity, hiscondud was :i perpetual dif- 
play of milanefs and affability, condefccnfion and patience, 
Ana was graced with all the virtues that can render the com- 
merce oflifc agreeable. It was no inconfiJerablc merit, and 
vfpecially in a military man, to be capable of unitinîç two 
fnch different charaélcrs in fuch a manner, that as thcrc\iriry 
which was neceffary for the prcfervaiion of good order, was 
never fecn to degenerate into the rigour tliat creates averlio:i 
in others; fo the gentlencfs and comphicency of his difpoù- 
tîon never funk into that foftncfs and indifference which oeca- 
fions contempt. 

He has been greatly applauded for reforming the modern 
cuftom of his country, which made war and policy two dif- 
ferent nrofeilions ; and alfo for rellorinji^the manner of govern- 
ing of Peric:lcs and Arillides, by uniting each of thofc talents 
in hiinfelf. 

As he was perfundcd, that cinq nonce was eflential to a 
fiatefman, and efpccially in a republican <!;overnment, he ap- 
plied himfelf to the attainment of it with gnat nfliduity and 
liiccefs. l{is wascoiicife, folid, full of force and fenfe, and 
dofe to tlic point in quolVion. lie thought it beneath a 
ftatcfman Ki ule a plaignant ami fntiric \\yU\ and his only 
anfwer to thofe who employed fueh language againll him, 
wa.s iih-nee aiiil nailenre. (0) An omtor li:i\ inji-onee inter- 
rupted liim wiih m iny i-ii'.iriv>ns e\p;-"'ji'»ns, lie fuilereil him 
to continuein iliai llmin ai l«Miga;hc plfaliu. and then re- 
fumed hi* <n\ n difcoarfe witluus iiuuii eoc^liufs as if he had 
heard not lung.

Une of ihc great principles in the politicks of Phodon vu, 
, that peucc ought aliva}'s to te the aim ofc^ery wife gcjveiii- 
meut, and with this view, he uas a conitani oppofer of all 
wa;slhal were cither impiudent or unDeceflary. He vi% 
even npprchcnfive of tliafc that wej-e inoA jui) and expédiée^ 
tecaufche was fenfihle, that every war weakened andimpove* 
rilhcd a flatc, even amidll a fcriea of the ereateil vtaorioi 
and that whatever the advantage mighi tc a[ the wo 
men cement of it, there was never any ceitainty of lecmloD- 
ing it, withùUt experiencing the molt tragical vîciiEtudei rf ; 
fonune. 

Ilieiiiiereft ofthc publick never gave way with bim W 
finy domcftjct viev7s ; he conlianily refufed t» folicic, or la 
m favour of his fon-in-law Chatickf, who was rummoncd 
before the republick, to account for the fuma he hadr:criv(4 
fromKarpatitj ;and he thenadtlrefiedhimfdf to htm wilhiU) 
admirable expreflion — 7/janj« ma Jc you my fan-in' tan^, iui nff 
for ivbat is ktnefi and bviKarabk. Jt mull indeed be acknow- 
ledged, that men of this charafier fccm very incommodioul 
and iniiipporlabtein the common tranfaftions of life : t'hcT 
are always ftarting diiEculties ", when any affair is propoM 
in tbcm ; atid never perform any good oiEces wiln ealitt 
eafe and «race. We in oft always deliberate, whuCther wlus 
wcrequeBof fuchperfcnsbe jull or not. Their friendi an4 
relations have as little afcendant over them as utter ttrangefsi 
and ihey always oppofe, either their confcience, or Toaie 
particular duties to ancient friendfhip, affinity, orihcadvao- 
lage of their families. To this height of delicacy did Pbocion 
carry the Pagan probity.

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One may juilly apply to him what Tacitus faid of a cele- 
brated Roman, I mean Helvidius Prifcus *. Phocion, wha 
bad asfolid a geniiis as that pcrfon, applied hi mfelf at firft to 
philofophy, not to cover his indolence with the pompous ti- 
tle of a fage» but to qualify himfelf for enterisg upon the 
conda^ of affairs with more vigour and refolution againd M 
nnexpeéled accidents. He concurred in opinioa with thcfe 
who acknowledged no other good or evil than virtue and vice, 
and who ranked all externals, as fortune, power, nobility, 
in the clafs of indifferent things. He was a firm friend, a 
tender hufband, a good fenator, a worthy citizen, and dif-* 
charged all the offices of civil life with equal merit. He pre- 
firvcd a fteadinefs of mind in profperity that rcfcm- 
Ued fUFnefs and feverity, and defpifed death as much a» 
' liches. 

Theieare part of the great qualities of Phocion, who me- 
Ùted aa happiec end ; and they were placed in their mofl ami- 
able light by his death. The conftancy of mind, the mild- 
UcCs of diQ)ofition, and the forgetfulnefs of wrongs confpicu- 
oas in hiscondu^on* that occafion, are above all his other 
praifes, and infinitely enhance their luilre, efpeciaUy as we 
nail fee nothing comparable to hîm from henceforth ia the 
Grecian hiilory. 

His infatuated and ungrateful country was not fenfiblc of 
their unworthy proceeding till ibmc time after his death. 
The Athenians then ereéled a Aatue of brafs to his mjemory,. 
and honourably interred his bones at the publick. expencc 
His accufersalfo furred apuniflimcntfuitablelo tbeirdefcrt ;, 
but did not hiti judges themfclvcs defèrve to be treatsd with: 
greater feverity than them? They puniihed their own crime 
in others, and- thought them felvci» acquitted by a brazea 
ftatuc. They were even ready to rclapfe into the fame injuflice 
againfl otiiers who were equally innocent, whom they con- 
demned during their liveb, and had never the equity to acquit 
till rtfrer their death. 

C/tJ Ca/fander was careful to improve the diibrder thaîr 
jcigncd in. Athens, and entered the Pirjteus with a fleet of 35;

CDrdingly configned this commiflion to Jeroni of Cardia, his 

countryman» and a famous hiflorian of that time *» who was 

luthorized by him to make overtures of accommodation to 

kif advcrfary. Eumenes condudled this negotiation with fo 

aiDCh dexterity and addrefs, that he cxti-icatcd himfelf from 

the fiege» at the very jun£lure wherein he was reduced to the 

IaA extremities, ana without entering into any particular en- 

Sigemcnts with Antigonus. For the latter having inferied in 
eoath, which Eumenes was to fwcar in confequencc of this 
accommodation, that he would conftder all thofe as his friends 
and enemies, who ihould prove fuch to Antigonus ; Eumenes 
changed that article, and fwore that he would regard all thofe as 
his friends and enemies, whofliouldbe AichtoOlympiasand the 
kings, as wellas to Antigonus. fie then dciired the Macedonians 
whoafliftd.! at the (lege, to determine which of thcfc two forms 
vas bell; and as they were guided by their afl'ec'tion for the 
royal family, they declared, without the Icall hefitaiion, for 
the form drawn up l>y Eumenes ; upon which he fwore to it, 
and the fiege was immediately raifed. 

When Antigonus was informed of the manner in v/hich 
this affair was concluded, he wa*; {o dinfatisficd with it, th;it 
he rcfuied to ratify the treaty, and gave orders for the fiege to 
be inllantly renewed. Thefe orders however c;uiie too late, 
for as foon as Eumcneri faw the em-niy*.'* force» weix* with- 
drawn from before iIk; pl:ice, he (|uitlcd it witiinui delay, 
with the remains ol his troops, which :imount':d lo !;cjo men-, 
ar;-.l fuved himfilf in Capp.idocia, where ho imiiu-diaicly 
afienibh'd 2000 of" iiis vein an Ibldicrs, and m.uieall the nrccl- 
fary preparations for fulhiiuiiij^ the war, wiiith he furci'aw 
WC'uld foon he revived ay.iinll him. 

The revolt of Antiwonu.j from ihe kinf^s havitio oecafioned 
a great alarm, Polylpeichon llie regent diiparehed lo'luime- 
nes, in the name of the kinc^s, a commiilion, by which he

AitclteF every morning to offer Sacrifices ; that their confulta>

IHIl living;, and takin^'care of his kin^^dom. Humenes 
Irimed the difpufe by this expedient, which met with uoa<- 
ÉllilOfis approbation. No one rnifed himfclf above the

M» privileges, till new events decided them in a more pofi- 
■•te manner. 

rf'- ff) As Eumenes was fufficicntly fupplied with money, he 

iteBn raifed a very con fid érable body of troops, ami had an 

jjiiy of twenty thoufarnd men, in the feafon of fpring. 

iffhefe forces, with Eumenes at their head, were fufficient 

■to thread terror among their en em itv. Ptolemy failed to. the 

COafts of Cilicia, and employed all forts of expedients to cor^ 

ttspt the Argyrafpides. Antigonvis, on his pnrt, made the 

ftie attempts by theemiHhries he had In hi; camp ; but nei- 

*riler the one nor the other could fuccctd thtn ; fo much had 

Cvttienes gained upon the minds of his Ibldicis, and fo great 

wat the confidence they repofed in him. 

He advanced with thcfc aftcctiona'.e troops, into Syria 
*Sttd Phocnicisi, to recover th<jfe prcM-liices which Ptolemy h;;d 
leized with the p;rcrircft injulllcc. The maritime force of 
Phœnicia, in coniur.ciion wiili the fieet which the rej^cnt had 
already prr)curcd, wouMhi-vi remler.d them abfolutc mailers 
byfea, and they m 1;^' ht likewilc have been capable of tranf- 
mitting all necefTary /"nccoiirs to li-eh other. Could lvj7n»'nes 
have fuccetded in this tkl*.î',:i, it v. oui J have b.^m a dccifive 
Mow; but the fleet of P(;l;T[.crihon havini; been entirely 
deftroyed by the mifcondiict of Clitus, who comnîanded it, 
that misfortune rendered his projet ineffectual. Antigcmu.'î, 
who had defeated him, marched by land, immediately after 
'that viûor)', againll Eumenes, with an army much more

treat through Cœlofyria, after which he pafled th< 
phrates» and took up his winter-quarters at Carres k 
fopotamia.

the title of fovereign» in order to have fufficient time t< 
blifh their ufurpations under a weak government. £ 
thefe meafures would have been difconcerted, if the 
allowed Eumenes an a(cendant over them» with fuch an 
fuperiority, as fubjefted them to his orders. Heiiiucd 
indeed, in the name of the kings ; but this was a ci 
fiance they were defirous of evading, and at the fame i 
created him fo many er-cmies and obIlruilio«s. The; 
alfo apprchenfivc of the merit and fuperior genius c 
menes> who was capable of the greated and moll d 
enterprizes.

)vincc of IVrfia, had the command in chief confcrnrd upoa 
n, and defeated Pithon, drove \\\\\\ out of Media, and 
liged him to go to Babylon to implore the proteflion of 
eucus. All the confederates were Hill in tliecamp after this 
"kory, when the deputies from Jùimenes arrived, and they 
mediately nj.Mr'hcd from Sufa to join him : not that they 
re really dev<iicd to the royal party, but becaufe they were 
•re ajipri l.enfivc, ihaiifvcr, of bciu'r firpjfdecl t») th».' v'uHv)- 
u-î Anti;v>"iis, wîio wa.s then at li;e jural of a p'uvcrfiil 
nv, and either di veiled of th^'ir eniplovnients ail fucli 
vernors as he fufpeded, or redueeil them to the llite of 
rrc oliiccr.s, liable to be removed and punllhed at his 
a fuie. 

I hey joined laimenes, therefore, with all their forces, 
lich compoiid an army of twenty thoufand men.

Ihcfe repeated barbarities did not long remain un 
Olympias had retired to Pydna with the young kinj 
dor, and his mother Roxann, with ThefTalonica, ti 
Alc.'.andcr the Great, and Dccidamia, the daughter 
dc> king of Epirus, and fifier of Pyrrhus. Caffand* 
lofc any time, but advanced thither, and befieged 
f- a and iiind.

happily withdrawn him from their rage. Epirus 
c'nrcd in f?.vour of Callander, who fcni Lvfciicu> t 
tr.ke rpon him the government in his name.

'olyfperchon, in confequenceof the information he receiv- 
jf the death of Olympias, aad the exaltation of CafTander 
he throne of Macedonia, had (helteredhimfelf in Naxia, a 
r of Perrhoebia, where he h.id fullained a ficge, and from 
ence he retreated with a very inconfiderable body of troops, 
3afs into Theffaly, in order to join fome forces of iEacides ; 
it which he had advanced into JEtSna, where he was 
atiy refpe^led. CafTander followed him clofely, and 
rched with his army intoBceotia, where the ancient inha* 
ints of Thebes werefeen wandering from place to place, 
hout any fixed habitation or retreat. He was touched 
h the calamitous condition of that city, which was once fo 
verful, and had been razed to its foundations by the com- 
nd of Alexander. After a period of twenty years, he 
leavoured to re-inftate it in its primitive fplcndor; the 
lenians oirered to rebuild part of the walls at their own ex- 
icc, and feveral towns and cities of Italy, Sicily, and 
;ccc, bcft'jvved conftderable fums on that occafioii by volun- 
/ contributions. By which means Thebes, in a fliortfpace 
ime, recovered its ancient opulence, and became even 
icr than ever, by the care and magnificence of Caflander, 
3 was juftly confidered as the father and reflorer of that 
r, 

Vhen he had given proper orders for the re-eftablifhment of 
ebcs, he advanced into Peloponcfus, ac-jainll Alexander 
fon of Polyfpcrchon, and marched (Hrcclly to Ar^os, that 
rendered without refillance, upon which all the cities of th« 
fienians, except Ithome, followed that example. Alex- 
l-jr, terrified at the rapidity of his couq'iells, endeavoured 
c!i;-ck them by a battle; but CaUander, who was 
cU inferior to him in troops, was unwilling to ha- 
d a battle, and thouc^ht it more advileable to retina into 
cc.louia, after he had left good garrifons in the places he 
I tâk:r..

Antigonus 
Toon informed by couriers, that he had decamped, and 
Dg that he had- been over-reached, by his^enemy, hp ftill 
led in his firfl intention ; and having ordercid his troops 
ike their tents, he proceeded with fo much expedition, 
his march refembled a purfuit. But when he faw that 
s impoflible to advance with his whole army up to Eume- 
0vho nad eained upon him, at leailûx hours, in his march, 
ft his infantry under the command of Pithon, and pro* 
:d with the cavalry, on a full gallop, and came up by break

fnaintûned with obftinacy on both fides, and Perfia and 
Media were the theatre of its operations. The armies traver- 
lêd thofe two great provinces oy ouuxhes and counter-mar- 
ches, and each party had recourfe to all the art and 
ftmtagems that the ^ateft capacity, in conjunction with a 
long feries of experience in tne profeffîon of war^ could 
fnpply. Eiimenes, though he had a mutinous and untraftablc 
«rmy to govern, obtainâ however feveral advantages over 
hiê enemies in thia campaign ; and when his troops grew 
jsnpatient £or winter-quarters, he had ftill the dexterity 
to fecure the beft in all the province of Gabenc, and 
^liged Antigonus to feek his to the north in Media, whercï 
he was incapable of arriving, till after a march of twenty- 
Ave days. 

fuj The troops ofEumenes werefo ungovernable, that 
lie could not prevail upon them to poft them&Ives near 
enough to each other, to be aflembled on any emergency» 
They abiblutely infilled on very difUnt quarters, which took 
in the whole extent of the province, under pretence of being 
more commodioufly ftationed, and of having every thin^ in. 
frreater abundance. In a word, they were difpcrfcd to fucK 
« diftancc from each other, that it required feveral davs for rc> 
awmbling them in a body. Antigonus^ who was informed ol 
this circumllance, marched from a very remote quarter, in 
the depth of winter, in hopes to fiirprifc thcfc dilFcrcnt bodicti 
lb difperfcd. 

Kumenes, however, was not a man to be furprlfed in fuch 
a manner, but had the precaution to difpatcli, to various 
parts, fpies mounted on dromedaries, the fwiftefl of all ani- 
.snals, to gain timely intelligence of the enemy's motions,

Df Tyre. 

However, as he was alk«ady mafter of all the other porta. 
of ^ Syria and Phœnicia, he immediately gave orders for 
building veffels, and a vaft number of trees were cut down. 
For that pnrpofe, on^ mount Libanus, which was covered 
with cedar, and cyprefs-trees of extraordinary beauty and 
height, and they were conveyed to the different ports where 
the (hips were to be built, in which work he employed feveral 
thoufand men. In a word, with thefe fhips, and others that 
joined him from Cyprus, Rhodes, and iome particular ci- 
ties with which he had contraéled an alliance, he form- 
ed a eonfiderable fleet, and rendered himfelf mailer of the 
fes. 

His ardour for this work was redoubled by an affront he 
had received from Seleucus, who with a hundred fhips, that 
Ptolemy hadfent him, failed up to Tyre, in fight of all the 
forces of Antigonus, with an intention to brave him whilit 
he was engaff«d in the fiege of that city. And in reality, 
this infulc had greatly difcouraged his troops, and given hi-j 
allies fuch an imprefllion of his weaknefs, as was very inju- 
rious to him. In order, therefore, to prevent the effect of 
thofe difadvantageous opinions, he fent for the principal allies, 
and afTured them, he would have fuch a fleet at fca that 
Ibmmer, as fhonld be fuperior to the naval force of all hi.> 
enemies, and he was pundual to his promife before the expira- 
tion of the year. 

(a) But when he perceived, that white he was thus em- 
ployed in Phcenicia, Caffander gained upon him by land ih 
Afia Minor, he marched thitheir with pact of his troops, and 
left the reft with his fon Demetrius, who was then but 
twenty-two years of age, to defend Syria and Phœnicîa 
againft Ptolemy. This Demetrius will be much celebrated ia 
the fcquelof this hiflory,. and I fhall foon point oat his parti- 
cular character; 

(h) 'Vyxc was- then reduced to the lail extremities ; the 
fleet of Antigonus cut off all communication of provifions, 
and the city was foon- obliorcd to capitulate. ']'he garri- 
fon which Ptolemy h«\d there, obtained pcrmiflion to 
march out with all their cfltiTts, and the iriliabitants were 
promifcd the enjoyment of iliciis without molellatioii. 
Andronicus, who aommanded nt the fuge, was tranfuorted

Demetrius» touched with fo obliging an inilance 
of generofity» immediately begjged of the gods not to leave 
him lonr indebted to Ptolemy for fo great a benefaction, but 
to fami£ him with an opportunity of returning him one of a 
like nature. 

^ Ptolemjr icnt the reft of the prifoners into Egvpt, to ferve 
him in his fleet» and then puriued his conquefts. AW the 
ooaft of Pheenida fubmittea to him» except the city of Tyre; 
vpon which hefenta fecret meflage to Anaronicus, the gover- 
nor of that place» and one of the braveft officers of Antigo- 
ant» and the moil attached to the fervice of his mafter; to 
indnce him to abandon the city with a good grace» and not 
oblige him to befieffe it in form. Andronicus, who depended 
-on tne Tyrians* fidelity to Antigonus, returned a haughty» 
ttd eren an infultine and contemptuous anfwer to Ptolemy ; 
•bathe was deceived m his expectations, for the garrifon and 
inhabitmnts compelled him to fanender. He then imagined 
himfelf inevitably loft» and that nothing could make a con- 
queror forget the inlblehce with which he had treated Jiim ; but 
he was deceived aeain. The kin^ of Egypt, inflead of any re- 
nrifkls upon an olicer who had mfulted him with fo much 
indiffnity» made it a kind of duty to engage him in his fér- 
oce oy tlie regard he profefled for him» when he was intro- 
duced tofalute him. 

Demetrius was not difcouraged with the lofs of the battle» 
as a young prince who had been fo unfortunate in his firll 
enterprise» might naturally have been ; but he employed all 
his attention in raifing frefli troops and making new prepa- 
rations, with all the fteadinefs and refolution of a confummate 
general» habituatedto the art of war» and to the inconflancy 
■aadvjciffitudesof arms ; in a word, he fortified the cities, and 
was continually exercifmghis foldiers. 

Antigonus received intelligence of the loTs of that battle» 
without any viûble emotion, and he coldly faid, Pt demy has 
iefeateihvfSy but Jhall feon have men to deal ivithi and as he 
was unwiUine to abate the courage and ardour of his Ton, he

?J With this entry into Babylon commences the famous 
L of tiicSelcucides, received by all the people of the eaft, 
veil Pagans, as Jews, ChrilHans, and Mahoinmedans. 

Jews called it the A^raof Contracts, becaufe when they 
i fubjedtcd to the government of the iiyro-Maccdonian 
;s, they were obliged to infcrt it inio the datcb of their 
racls and other civil writings. The Arabians ilyle it the 
lof Bicornu.«, intimatin;» Sel«'ucus thereby, according to 
2 auth('rs, \v'i(i declare that tlu* fculptors rcprefentcd him 

1 two horns of an ox on his head, becaufe this prince was 
rong, that he could fcize that animal by the noms and 
him fliort in his full carcvr. The two books of the Mac-

An- 
tigonui, foon after this event, came to Sardii» where he 
ordered all the women who had been inftrumental in her mur- 
den to be proceeded againll. 

We may here behold with admiration» how heavily the 
arm of the Almighty fell upon all the race of Alexander, and 
with what feverity it purfued the fmall remains of his family, 
and all thofe who had the misfortune to be anyway related to 
that famous conqueror» whofe favour was ardently courted hy 
all the world a few years before, A fatal curfe confumed hii 
whole family, and avenged upon it ali the a£b of violenoe 
wUch had been commitud by that prince. God even nfed 
the miaiftration of his coortierst officen, aod domcflicks, to 
render the fcverky of his judgments vifiUe to M mankind» 
who» by tUefe means, receive fome kind of fcparation for 
the calamities they had fuflfercd from Alexander. 

Antigonus» though he waa the minifter of the Deity« in the 
tJtCGUtion of his juftdecrees, was not the lefs crimiau on that 
account, becaufe he only aftcd from motives of ambition and 
cruelty, which» in the event» filled him with all imaginable 
noiror, and which he wiflicd he could be capable of conceal- 
ing from the obfcTvatinn of mankind. He celebrated 
Che funeral of Cleopatra with extraordinary magniftcencc* 
hoping, by this plauAblc exterior» to daaale the eyes of the 
audHck» and avoiil the hatred due to ib black a crime. But 
•b deep a Aain of Lypocrify a« this afually difcovers the 
crime it labours to conceal, and only increafesthe inft horror 
the world general ly entertains for thoft who have codl^ 
cnittcd it.

Ophelias, won by lb gratclat aftt- 
pnfjl, joined Agaihocles with an army of twenty thoufiad MB 
m the Cartbaglnian t^iritbricaj but he had fcarce anÎTsI 
iheie. before the jjerlidious wretch, who liid diawn Wa 
thither, CAufed him to be Jlaie, and kept hiv army in hi» D«n 
fervice. The hiltory of the Carthaginians will inform iV 
reader, in what manaet this black inftance of ttcacheiy fct- 
ceeded. l*iolemy, upon the death of OphcUaa, recovend 
libya and Cyrenalca. The nifè of the latter wai an Athenun 
lady of uiicommon beauty ; her name was Eurydice, and Ibt 
«as del'cended from Miltiades. After ih« death of h« hSf* 
band, file returned to Athens, where Demciriut faiv her ihl 
following year, and cfpoofed hee,

ANTIGONUS and Demetrius had formed a defign 
to reflore liberty to all Greece, which was kept in a 
1 of flavery, by CafTander, Ptolemy, and Polyfperchon^ 
ife confederate princes, in order to fubjeA the Greeks^ 
judged it expedient toeftablifh ariftocracy in all the cities 
f conquered. This is the government of the rich and 
'erfui> and correfponds, the moil of anjr, wjth regal autho- 
. Antigonus, to engage the people in his interefl, hadL 
mrfeto a contrary method, by fubllituting a democracy» 
ch more efFe£tually Toothed the inclination of the Greeks» 
lodging the power in the hands of the people. This con- 
i was a renovation of the policy which had been fo fre- 
ntly employed againil the Lacedasmonians, by the Athe- 
18 and Periians, that had always fucceeded ; and it was 
K>âtble for it to be ineffeaual m this conjun£ture, if fap^ 
ted by a good army. Antigonus could not enter u^n his 
ifures in a better manner, than by opening the fcene 
\l thefienalof democratic Ubertv in Athens; which was 
only the moft jealous, but was likewife at the head of all 
other republics. 

Vhen the fiege of Athens had been refolved upon, Antt- 
lus was told by one of his friends, that, if he ihould happen 
ake that city, he ought to keep it for himfelf, as the key 
ill Greece; but he entirely rejected that propofal, andL 
lied, '* that the bed and flrongefl key which he knew» 
vas the friendlhip of the people ; and that Athens beinsç 
n a manner the light by wliich all the world lleered, would 
lot fail to fpread univerfally the glory of his actions." It 
ery furprifing to fee in what manner princes, who are 
y unjull and fclf-intcrefted, cau fomctimcs borrow thc^ 
goa^e of equity and gencroiity, and arc folicitous of doing 
mfelvcs honour by aUuming the appearance of virtues, to 
ich, in reality, thcv arc utter llrangcrs, 
Demetrius fct out tor Athens with five thouf'nd talents-» 
i a fleet of two hundred fiud lif'ty f]iip.>. Demetrius Phalc- 
s had commanded in that city for the fpace of ten years, irt 
name, and under the authority of Cufl'ander; and the? 
ublic, as I have already obfervcd, never experienced a 
;er government, or enjoyed a feriesof greater tranquillity

ThoQgh the city was favcJ from pillage, >et all iHc flaw» 
în general were taken, and carried off by the conqueron. 
i)cmctriu>, on the day of hix reiuto from thence, cueJbd 
•Slilpon exceedingly, and told him, that he left the dty to 

' him in an entire Itaie of freedom. H'iaijrta fay, mj LtrJ, b 
tiriaialy Irut, replied the philofnpKcr, yir_;du tavt mtt irfiji 
rnntb a! entrave in il. 

Demetrius, when he rciamed to Athen;, polled his troop» 
before the port of Munychia, and carried on ibe ficge Mtb 
fo much vigour, that he foon drove out the garrifoo, tai 
Tazcd the fort. The Athenians, after this event, intrcaitd 
kirn with great importumiy, to come to rcfrelh hinfclf iatht 
city; upon which he accordingly entered it, and then a&in- 
bled the people, to whom he reitoied their ancient fora of 
government, promifing, at the fame time, ihitt hi» U.Ùff 
Jhould fend them a hundred and fifty thoufAitd mcaftiret if 
corn, and all ncceffhry materiaU for building an handffJ 
gallies, of three benches of oars. In this matincr did ilf 
Athenians recover their democracy, about fouriccn ycari afw 
its abolition. 

Tlie gratitude to their bcnefaflors extended even to inutty 
and irréligion, by the exceffive honours they decreed tB*a- 
They firft conferred the title of king on Antig<niU£ and De- 
metrius, which neither ihefe, nor any of the Other prîirt**, 
had ever had the prcfumption to lake till then, ihnagh ihn- 
--had aflumed to thcmfelves all the power and cffefts of roysf- 
ty. The Athenians likewife honoured them with the appclli- 
lion of luular dtiiiei; and inllcad of the magiftracy of tbt 
Archon, which gave the year its denomination, they e]eânl 
aprieftofthefE tutelar deities, in whofe name all the publkl: 
acts and decrees werepalTed. They a!fo ordered iheii pJAgm 
to be painted on the veil, which was carried in pmcefio* il 
their folemn fellivals in honour of Minerva, called Paul' 
thena;a, and by an e^cefs of adulation, fcarce credible, (k*y 
C')niecrated tjiefpoc of ground on which Demeiriai defended 
from liis chariot, and circlod an altar upon it, wIiLcIl tfccy 

^ caJlc4 
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called the akar of Demetrius defcending from his chariot ; and 
they added to the ten ancient tribes two more, which they 
ftiledy the tribe of Demetrius^ and the tribe of Autigonus^ 
They likcwife changed the names of two months in their 
favour» and publiûicd an order, that thofe who fliould he 
fent to Antigonus orDemetrius, by any decree of the people, in- 
flead of being diftinguiilied by the common title of ambafTa- 
dors 9 (hoald be called Theoroi, which was an appellatioa 
referved for thofe who were chofen to go and offer facrificc» 
Co the gods of Delphos, or Olympia, in the name of tho 
cities. But even all thcfe honours were not fo flrange and 
extravagant as the decree obtained by Democlides, who pro- 
pofedy '* that in order to the more effedlual confecration of 
** the bucklers that were to be dedicated in the temple of 
" Apollo, at Delphos, proper perfons (hould b& difpatched 
I' to Demetrius, the tutelar deity; and that after they had 
I* offered facriÂces to him, they (hould enquire of thin 
*' tutelar deity, in what manner they ought to condu<^ 
<* themfelves, fo as to celebrate, with tne greateft prompti- 
I* tode, and the utmoft devotion and magnificence, the 
>* dedication of thofe offerings; and that the people 
** would comply with all the direôions of the oracle» on that 
•• occafion." 

The extre^ie ingratitude the Athenians difcovered„ in re- 
{fc€t to Demetrius Phalereus, was no Icfs criminal and extra- 
vagant, than the immoderate acknowledgment they had 
rendered to their new mafter. They had always confidered 
the former as too much devoted to oligarchy, and were 
offended at his fuffering the Macedonian garrifon to continue 
in their citadel, for the fpace of ten years, without makine 
the lead application to CaiTandcr for their removal. In which 
he, however, had only purfued the conduct of Phocion, and 
undoubtedly confidered thofe troops as a nccefTary rellrainc 
on the turbulent difpofition of the Athenians, (t) They 
might poHibly imagine likewife, that by declaring againli 
him, they Ihould ingratiate themfelves muro cfTc^lually with 
the conqueror. But whatever their motives might be, the/ 
fird condemned him to fuiFer death, for contumacy ; and as 
they were incapable of executing their rcfentmcnt upon his 
perfon, becaufc he had retired from their city, they threw 
down the numerous Aatiics they had railed in honour of De- 
metrius Phalereus; wliu, when he had received intelligence 
of their proceedings. At Uaji^ faid he, // av;7/ not bt in their

The reader, when he confidcrb the furprifiua number of 
ftatue^i eredled iu honour to one man, will undouotedly beftov^ 
ibme reflediona on thcArangcdillerence hedifcovers oetween 
the gloriou.s at^es of Athensi, and that we are now defcribing. 
A very judicious autlior (x) has a fine remark on this occa- 
fion. All the recompence, fayii he, which the Athenians 
formerly grunted Mihiade^i for prefervin^ the Hate, was the

remains, thcrefurc, of Ptolemy'!' tiun and baggage, with kii 
domelUcf, friends, sjid wive^, croviiiunt, arrp^ luoMf* 
and machines of wtir. on hoard tn« (lorc-ihips fhM lay U 
anchor, were fcizci by Dcnietiius, who caiilcd. ^heiu m be 
carried ta his camp. 

Menelaus.no longer made any o^pofttifsn, aficithU hiitîe 



at fea, but fairendered himfelf to UemciViuj, with ih« city. 
nndall hislhips and land-forces, which lail cooMed of izoo 
hotfc, and la.ooofoot. . _ 

Demetrius exalted the g^or/of t'aîs vi^ory. by kithamant- 
ly and genciouâ conduA after it. . He caufcd the fLân to be 
inferred in a magnificent manner, and gcnerooHy rcftOK^ 
lihetiy toMcnelaus and Leinift;u*,-.Oiic »hc brothfr, ani the 
■ other 
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other the fon of Ptolemy, who were found amon|ç the pri- 
fbners : he alfodifmined them, with their friends and domes- 
tics, and all their baggage, without any ranfom ; that he 
might once more return the civilities he had formerly expe- 
rienced from Ptolemy, on a like occafion, after the battle of 
Gaxa, • With fo much more generofity, difintcrell, and 
politenefs did enemies make war againll each other in thofc* 
days, than we now find between friends in the ordinary com- 
merce of life. He likewife fcledtcd out of the fpoils, 1200 
compleat fuits of armour, and gave them to the Athenians ; 
the reft of tha prifoners, whofc number amounted to 17,000 
men» without including the marines taken with the fleet, 
were incorporated by hiin into his troopp; by which means he 
greatly reinforced his army. 

Antigonus, who continued in Syria, waited with the ut- 
moil anxiety and impatience for an account of a battle, by 
the event of which the fate of himfelf and his fon was to be 
decided. When the courier brought him intelliirence, that 
Demetrius had obtained a compleat vidory, his joy rofc. in 
proportion; and all the people, at the fame inttant,. pro- 
claimed Antigonus and Demetrius kings. Antigonus imme- 
diately tranfmitted to his fon the dindem which had^littcrcd 
on his own brows, and gave him the regal title iivthé letter he 
wrote to him. The Egyptians, when they .were informed of 
this proceeding, were alfo no Icfs induftiiocsin proclaiming 
Ptolemy king, that they might not- fecm to be dcjcdled at 
their defeat, or be thought to cjjtcrtain the lefs eflccm and 
aiFe£lion for their prince. . Lyfimachus and Sdcncus foon 
followed their example, the one in Thrace, and the other in 
Babylon, and the provinces of the Eail; and affumed the title 
of king, in their fc\"cral dominions, after they had for lo 
many years ufurped the fupremc authority there, without pre- 
fuming to take this title upon them till that time, wliich was 
about eighteen years after the death of Alexander. Caflan Jcr 
alone, though -he was treated as a king by the others, in 
their diilourfe and letter? to him, continued to write his 
in hij ufual manner, and without alHxing any addition to 
his name. 

I'lutarch obfervcs, that this new title not only occafionoJ 
the/f princes to auj^mrnt their train, and pompous aj^pca- 
rance, iiut alfo caufeil tl»',-m to affumc airs of pomp and iofii- 
nclt, and infpired them with fuch haufçhiy imprcllions as 
tney had never manilellcd till then; as if thi:. appellation

every officer a talent. So confiderable a recompence foon 
allured great numbers to receive it, efpecially the troops in 
the pay of Anti^onus ; nor were they prevailed upon by money 
«lone, as their inclinations to ferve Ptolemy were much flron« 

Sr than their motives to continue under Antigonus, whom 
ey confidered as an old man difficult to be pleafed, imperi- 
ous, mofX)fe, and fevere; whereas Ptolemy rendered himfelf 
amiable, by his gentle difpofition and engaging behaviour to 
all who approached him. 

Antigonus, after he had hovered to no efFedl on the fron- 
tiers otEgypt, and even till his provifions began to fail him, 
became feniiblc of his inability to enter Eçypt; that his army 
decreafed every day by fickneis and defertion ; that it was im- 
poflible for him to fubfifl his remaining troops any longer in 
that country; was obliged to return into Svria, in a very 
Ihameful manner, after having loft in this unfortunate expe- 
dition, a great number of hîs land-forces, and abundance of 
his fhips. 

Ptolemy, having offered a facrifice to the gods, in grati- 
tude for the prote6lion they had granted him, lent to acquaint 
Lyfimachus, CafTander, and Seleucus, with the happy event 
of that campaign, and to renew the alliance between them, 
againd the common enemy. This was the lafl attack he had 
to fuftain for the crown of Egypt, and it greatly contributed 
to fix it upon his head, in conlequence of the prudent mea- 
fures he purfued. Ptolemy, the ailronomer, therefore fixed 
the commencement of his reign at this period, and after- 
wards points out the feveral years of its duration, in his 
chronological canon. He begins the Epochaon the feventh 
of November, and nineteen years after the death of Alexan- 
der the Great,

, their ancient friend and ally; but this anfwcr, as pru- 
t and well -concerted as it really was, drew upon liicm the 
ileafureof Antigonus, which he exprefled in the fcvcreil 
laces; and, when he returned from his expedition to- 
7)t, hefent his fon Demetrius, with a fleet and army, to 
(tifc their infolent temerity, as he termed it, and likcwifc 
ïduce them to his obedience. 

lie Rhodians, who forefaw the impending ilorm, had 
: to all the princes their alliez, and to Ptolemy in par- 
ilar, to implore their aififtance, and caufed it to he re- 
fented to tne latter, that their attachment to his interell 
drawn upon them the danger to which they were theni 
ofcd. 

""he preparations on each fide were immenfe. Demetrius* 
vcd before Rhodes with a very numerous Acet, for he had 
hundred (hips of war of ditfisrent dimcniionfii and more 
I a hundred and feventy tranfports, that carried about forty 
ifand men, without including the cavalry, and the fuc* 
rs he received from pirates. He had likewifc near a thou- 
Ifmall vcHels laden with provifionsi and all other hecef- 
accommodations for an army. The expe^ation of th« 
booty to bo acquired by the capture of io rich a city aa 
)de.s, had allured çrcut numbers of foldiers to join Deme« 
9 in this expedition. This prince, who had the moft 
lie and inventive genius that ever was, for attacking 
les, and forming machines of war, had brought with him 
infinite number of ihc latter. He was fcnftblc that he 
to deal with a brave people, and very able commanders, 
> had acquired great experience in maritime affairs; and 
thcbeficgcd had above a liundrcd military machine» almoil 
jrmid.'ible ns his own.

hie fiege of Rhodes has been reprefented as the m after 
Î of Demetrius, and the greateft inftance of the fertility of 
;enius in refoarces and inventions. He beean the attack 
thefea, in order to make himfelf mafterof theport, and 
owers which defended the entrance, 
order to accomplilh this defign, he caufed two tortoifes 
Î erected on two flat prahms or barks joined together, to 
Itate hb approach to the places he intended to batter, 
of thefe was ftroneer and more iblid than the other, in 
r to cover the men from thofe enormous mafles which the 
ged difcharged from the towers and walls, with the 
saltas planted upon them ; the other was of a lighter 
^ure, and deiigned to (helter the foldiers from flights of 
s and a'rrovvs.

emetrius, befide thefe tortoifes and towers, caufed a kind 
oatin? ba^icado to be ereâed on a long beam of timber, 
feet thick, through which flakes armed at the end with 
e points of iron were driven. Thefe flakes were difpofed 
zontaliy, with their fpikesprojedling forward, in order to 
ent the veflTels of the port n-om fliattering the work with 
r beaks. 

[e likewife fele£led out of his fleet the largefl: veflTels, on 
fide of which he ere^ed a rampart of planks with little 
lows, eafV to be opened.

Ptolemy, in promifiag them frelh fuccoure, 
uich more confidcrable than the former, had earncOly ex- 
torted them nnt to lufe fo favourable an occafion, if it Hiould 
iRcr itfelf. Befides which, they were fcnfible of the extreme 
leceflity they were under of putting an end to die fiegCj which 
jOuld not bat prove fatal to them at kit. This confideration 
ndaccd tlieni to liAcn with pleafure tu the propofah made 
bcm, and the treaty was concluded fooii afier upon the fal- 
owinc cermj. 7'he republlck of Rhodes, and all Its citizens, 
hould retain the enjoyment of their rights, privilcgcii, and- 
îbcrty, without being fubjeAed to any power whatfoevcr. 
The alliance ihcy had always had with Antigonus wa< to be 
confirmed and renewed, with an obligation to take up arma 
for him in all future wars, provided it was not againft Pto- 
ieiny. The city was alfu to deliver too hoftages, to be chofeu 
■i^ Demetrius, for the cftcflual performance of the articles 
stipulated between them. When thefe hollages were given, 
the army decamped from before Rhodes, u'ler having be- 
£eged it a year. 

fg} Demetriu), who was then reconciled with the Rho- 
dians, was delîrouï, before his departure, to give them a 
proof of that difpofition; and accordingly preTentçd them 
with all the niachiiiei of war he had employed in that fiuge. 
Thefe they afterwards fuld [or 300 talenti, (about 300,000 
crotvns) which they employed, with an additional fum of their 
own, in making the famous CololTus, whic'i was reputed one 
of the fcven wond(^rs of the world.

Hi 
accordingly fet fail with 330 gallics, and a great bodf d 
foot ; and not only drove Cafikoder out of Attica, bet p0> 
fiied him at far as Thennopylx, where he defeated him, tol 
made himJelf mailer of Heraclea, which furrctideied volia- 
tarily. He alfo admitted into his fervice 6coo Macedosiioh 
who CAme over to his Tide. 

When he iciurncd to Athens, the inhabitants of thai 07, 
though they had always laviihed upon him iill t!>e honoon 
they were able to invent, had recourfc to new Ratterin tkat 
outdid the former. They lodged him in the back part of ik 
temple of Minerva, called Parlheqn ; but «TCn this plxft 
which had Co much fanftity afcribed to it by the people,rt»l 
was the manJioo of a virgin goddefs, he (lid not fcrvpte W 
profane by the moA infamous and crying debaocbcnct- lUi 
courtefans were there treated with more honoar than the god- 
defs herfelf, and were the only divinities iie adored, fij 0i 
even caufed altars to be ercfled to them by the Aihcoiui) 
whom he called abjefl wretches, for their mean compliuoi 
and cieatnres born only for Aavery ; fo much waj créa tltii 
prince Ihocked at fuch def^iicablc adulation, as Taciloi oil- 
ferved with relpeS to Tiberias*. 

Démodes, Aimamed tbs Fair, and of a very tender ajgt, 
threw faimfeir, in order to eluîe the violence of D«wnetn»% 
into a. velTel of boiling water prepared for a batb, and than 
loll his life, chu£ng rather to die than violate iiis modeA;. 
The Athenians, to appeafe the refentmcnt oJ Demcttio». wb« ' 
was extremely offended at a decree they hw! publilï.ctl wîtll

DAEetrius, after thefe proceedings, retired into Pelopon- 
nefus, and took from Ptolemy, who had rendered himfelf 
powerful in that country, the cities of Stcvone, Corinth, and 
Wveral others, where he had garrifons. And as he happened 
to be at Argos, at tlie grand fedival in honour of Juno, he 
was dcfirous of celebrating it, by propofing prizes, and pre- 
Kding in perfon among the Greeks. In order to folçmnize it 
iBore effedually, he efpoofed, on that day, Deidamia, the 
daughter of acides, king of the Moloflians, and fiitfr of 
Pyrrhus. 

I CO The flates of Greece being affcmbled in the Iflhrnus, 
jknd curiofity having drawn a vaft number of people from all' 
^rts of Greece, Demeirius wai proclaimed general of all the 
IP reek 3,' as Philip and Alexander had been before him ; to 
whom he thought himfelf abundantly fupcrior, fo much wai 
|ie iiftoxicated with the fuccefs of his arms, and the flattery • 
.Javifhcd upon him. 

When he was upon his departure from PeloponneTus for 
Athens, he wrote to the inhabitants of that ci(y> that he in- 
jtended, upon his arrival nmong them, to be initiated in the 
ETCaier andleflcrrmyltetieiat the fame time. This had never 
iD«en permitted before ; for it mas noceflary to obfetvc certain 
'intercals ; it being lawful to celebrate the IclTer myfteries only 
)Sa the month of March*, and the greater iu that of Oftober.. 
Jn order therefore to obviate this inconvenience, and fatisfy 
fo religious a prince, it was ordered that the then prefcnt 
month of May fhould be deemed the month of Msrcn, and 
ftfterwards that of Oilober; and Demetrius, by this rare in- - 
vention, was duly initiated, without infringing the cuftoBu - 
and ceremonials prefcribcd by the law. ' 

But of all the abufes committed at Athens, that which ■ 
moll afflifted and mortified the inhabitants was an order illued 
by Demeiiius, for immediately furnilhing the fum pf 250 
talents ; and when this money had been cotle^d without the 
lead del.iy or abatement, the prince, the moment he faw it 
amalTed together, ordered it to be given to Lamia, and the 
other courtefans in her company, for waJhesand paint. The

prefeni to them the fitoalion to ivfaich they were lednccd.

Indcr, and ufurp the whole empire to himfclf; and that 11 
n-3« time to form a Arid alliance with each other, to huiable 
thrs exorbitant power.

Caffander and Lyfimachus having judged it expedient, that

Demetrïaa.; and that the latter âiould invade the provinces of 
Antigonus in Afia, with ai many troops as could be diann- 
out of their two kingdoms, withont'lesving them too deHiiuie 
rf forces. Lyfimachns executed his part conformably to the 
agreement; paiïed the Hellefpont with a. fine army, anil; 
either by treaty or force, reduced Phryaia, Lydia, Lycaonic» 
and mrll of the territories between the Ptoponii» and thô- 
rivcr Mreanjer. ' - 

Antigonus wa« (ben at Antigonia, which be had Uutf

Ephefus, and retook that city, with feveral others chat had*; 
Hclared for Lyfimachus upon his arrival in Afia. 
[• Ptolemy improved the opportunity in Syria, of the abfence 
W Antigonu9, and recovered all Ph'ccntcia, Judxa, and CceIo> 
nrria, except the cities of Tyre and Sidon, where Antigonm 
wndleft good garrifons. He, indeed, formed the fiege of' 
ptdon; but whiilt his tioops were employed in battering the 
■falls, he received intelligence that Antigonus had defeated. 
peleucus and Lyfimachus, and was advancing to relieve the 
■lace. Upon this information he made a truce for five monthl 
with the Sidonians, raifed the fiege, and returned to Egypt.
